In the [2]Hebrew Bible and several non-canonical [3]Jewish and early [4]Christian writings, nephilim (in [5]Hebrew 
mmm means the fallen [ones]) are a people created by the cross-breeding of the ’’sons of God’’ (beney ha’elohim, 
mil ( l?ll?ll?ll?ll?ll?l and the ’’daughters of men”. (See [6]Genesis 6:1.) The word nephilim is loosely translated as giants or 
titans in some Bibles, and is left untranslated in others. 


...The sons of God saw that the daughters of man were good, and they took themselves wives from whomever they 
chose. God said, 'My spirit will not continue to judge man forever, since he is nothing but flesh. His days shall be 120 
years’. The Nephilim were on the earth in those days and also later. The sons of God had come to the daughters of 
man and had fathered them. They were the mighb'est ones who ever existed, men of renown. 


The phrase ’’sons of God” is sometimes translated into English as ’’sons of gods”. The Hebrew word, ”[7]Elohim”, is a 
plural form, but is often used with single verbs and adjectives (as in this case) when the single meaning refers to the 
’’Godhead.” 

The traditional [8]Jewish view, deriving from the [9]Book of Enoch, is that the fathers of the nephilim, the ’’sons of 
God”, were the [10]Grigori (a class of [lljfallen angels also called the Watchers ); however, there is some controversy 
on this point (Targum Jona than) [12][1]. Some commentators suggest the nephilim were believed to have been 
fathered by members of a proto-[13]Hebrew [14]pantheon, and are a brief glimpse of early Hebrew religion, most 
of the details of which was later edited out from the [15]Torah. Others, especially some [16]Christians, suggest the 
’’sons of God” were fully human. It is sometimes suggested that ridding the Earth of these Nephilim was one of God’s 
purposes for flooding the Earth in Noah’s time. In / Enoch, their leader is said to be ’’bound hand and foot” under the 
desert sands of ”[17]Dudael” as punishment for his disobedience to God. 

Despite the literal text of the [18]Bible and its traditional interpretation, the idea that heavenly beings mated with 
humans is controversial, particularly among [19]Christians, who cite the teaching of [20]Jesus in the [21]Book of 
Matthew that angels do not marry (they may take the verse in question out of context because Jesus said that the 
resurrected don’t marry in heaven but are as the angels). Others who find the idea of angels mating with humans 
as distasteful have suggested more figurative interpretations of the nephilim, such as the idea that they were the 
offspring of men [22]possessed by demons, and, in light of the alien abduction scenario, some have speculated a 
form of artificial insemination being implemented. 

Still others, including the [23]Ethiopian Orthodox Church, take the view of Genesis 6:1 that the allusion refers to some 
men, from the godly lineage of [24]Seth, called sons of God (an expression denoting those in covenant relationship 
with [25]YHWH - cf. Deuteronomy 14:1; 32:5), began to pursue fleshly interests, and so took wives of the daughters 
of men, i.e., those who were [26]unbelievers descended of [27]Cain. Not only is this unequivocally stated in most 
Orthodox versions of / Enoch and [28]Jubilees, but this is also the view presented in a few extra-biblical, yet ancient 
works, particularly the [29]Second Book of Adam and Eve.

Divine creatures from the Old Testament, associated with the Cherubim, and later taken to be angels. The root of 
Seraphim comes either from the Hebrew verb saraph (’to burn’) or the Hebrew noun saraph (a fiery, flying serpent). 
Because the term appears several times with reference to the serpents encountered in the wilderness (Num. 21.8, 
Deut. 8.15; Isa. 14.29; 30.6), it has often been understood to refer to ’’fiery serpents.’’ From this it has also often 
been proposed that the seraphim were serpentine in form and in some sense ’’fiery” creatures or associated with fire. 


It is said that whoever lays eyes on a Seraph, he would instantly be incinerated due to the immense brightness of the 
Seraph. They are described as very tall, with six wings and four heads, one for of the cardinal directions. One pair of 
wings are for flying, one for covering their eyes (for even they may not look directly at God), and one for covering 
their feet (which is almost certainly a euphemism for genitalia). They are in the direct presence of God. 


In Isaiah’s call-vision in the Temple, he sees Seraphim surrounding the throne of God, singing praise to God; the 
’’Thrice Holy” hymn (ch 6). In this instance they are angelic beings but in the Book of Numbers, seraph-snakes are 
sent to punish the Israelites [?]. 

Some of the Seraphim are Metatron, Kemuel, Nathanael, Gabriel, and Lucifer.

A seraph (Hebrew ,010 SRF; in the plural seraphim, ,00000 SRFYM) is one of a class of celestial beings mentioned 
once in the Old Testament (Tanakh), in Isaiah. Later Jewish imagery perceived them as having human form, and in 
that way they passed into the ranks of Christian angels. 

The early medieval writer called Pseudo-Dionysius the Areopagite included seraphs in his ’’Celestial Hierarchy” 
(vii), which helped fix the fiery nature of seraphs in the medieval imagination. It is here that the Seraphim are 
described as being concerned with keeping Divinity in perfect order, and not limited to chanting the trisagion'.

The passages cited furnish conclusive evidence against the idea, popular for a time, that the seraphim belong to the 
same category as angels. They have nothing whatever to do with the ’’messengers of God”; in the Jewish conception 
the two have always been distinguished. 

On the other hand, there is a striking similarity between the seraphim and cherubim. Both are winged crea¬ 
tures, half human, half animal; both stand near the throne of God, and appear as its guardians; and, as has already 
been stated, they are always mentioned together in the Book of Enoch.

In Norse mythology, the Fenrisulfr, Wolf of Fenrir, Fenris or simply Fenrir is a monstrous wolf, the son of Loki 
and the giantess Angrboda. Fenrir is bound by the gods, but is ultimately destined to grow too large for his bonds 
and devour Odin during the course of Ragnarok. At that time he will have grown so large that his upper jaw touches 
the sky while his lower touches the earth when he gapes. After killing Odin he will be slain by Odin’s son, VicSarr, who 
will either stab him in the heart or rip his jaws asunder according to different accounts. 

The most important source of our information about Fenrir appears in the ’’Gylfaginning” section of Snorri 
Sturluson’s Edda, although there are other, often contradictory, accounts and sources which need to be assessed (e.g. 
in Lokasenna Loki threatens Thor with destruction by Fenrir at the forthcoming Ragnarok once Fenrir has destroyed 
Odin). 


Wolf images on the Ledberg stone.Fenrir has two sons, Hati (’hate’) and Skoll. These sons chase the horses 
Arvakr and AlsviSr, that drag the chariot which contains the sun. Hati also chases Mani, the moon. 'Skoll', in certain 
circumstances, is used as a heiti to refer indirectly to the father (Fenrir) and not the son. This ambiguity works in the 
other direction also, for example in the Vaft>ru3nismal, where a confusion exists in stanza 46 where Fenrir is given 
the sun-chasing attributes of his son Skoll. 

Learning from the prophecy of the sybil (cf. Voluspa) and from his contest with Vaft>ru3nir (related in Vaft>ru3nismal) 
that the children of Loki and Angrboda would bring trouble to the gods, Odin had the wolf brought to him along with 
his brother Jormungandr and his sister Hel. 

After casting Jormungandr into the sea and Hel down into the land of the dead, Odin had the wolf 
among the /Esir. Only the god Tyr was daring enough to feed the growing monster. The gods urged by the 
increasing strength and by prophecies that he would be their destruction, attempted to bind the great beast, 
he agreed to be chained and twice easily burst out of two successive fetters. The first, made of iron, was 
LoeSingr. The second, also of iron, but of twice the strength, was called Dromi. 

Odin then had the dwarfs forge the chain Gleipnir (’’deceiver” or ’’entangler”). It appeared to be only a silken 
ribbon but was made of six wondrous ingredients: the sound of a cat’s footfall, the beard of a woman, the roots of 
a mountain, bear’s sinews (meaning nerves, sensibility), fish’s breath, and bird’s spittle (which explains why these 
things are not found today). Skirnir, Freyr’s messenger, brought it back to Asgardr. 

Then, in the island called Lyngvi (’’Heathery”) in the lake called Amsvartnir ’Red-black’ (places unknown to us), 
the gods challenged Fenrisulfr to break this chain also. But the wolf noted the thinness and fineness of construction 
of Gleipnir and not unreasonably suspected a trick. He agreed to make the test only if one of the gods was willing to 
place his hand in the wolf’s mouth during the binding as a pledge to free him if he failed to break the chain. No god 
was willing to do this, until Tyr stood forth and placed his hand in the wolf’s mouth. Fenrisulfr strained to burst the 
chain but the more he struggled the tighter he was held. When the gods would not free him, the wolf bit off Tyr’s 
hand at the wrist, the point afterwards called ’’the wolf joint”.

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“The major divinatory meaning of this rune, that there can be no success without some form of loss, can be 
understood with reference to the legend of the Fenris-Wolf. This supernatural wolf, offspring of the trickster-god 
Loki, was brought to Asgard, the abode of the Norse gods and goddesses, as a pup. But even then, it was so fearsome 
that only Tyr had the courage to approach it closely enough to feed it. But soon the wolf grew so large that it began 
to threaten the cosmic order. So the gods decided to bind the wolf and cast it into the underworld. They tried to 
fool the wolf by pretending that the binding was a game to test its strength. But the wolf was aware of what was 
happening, and was aware, too, that no ordinary bonds could tie him. In the first two attempts, the bonds were 
so weak that the mighty wolf was able to break them easily. Then the gods ordered a third, magical bond called 
Gleipnir, which was fashioned for them by the Dark Elves from six magically paradoxical or difficult-to-obtain things: 
the noise a cat makes when it moves; the beard of a woman; the roots of a mountain; the sinews of a bear; the 
breath of a fish; and the spittle of a bird. Armed with Gleipnir, the gods took the wolf to an island called Lyngvi to test 
him. On its third binding, Tyr assured the wolf that it would be released after the test. But the wolf, fearing trickery, 
demanded that one of the gods should put his right hand in his mouth as a sign of good faith, that, should the fetter 
prove unbreakable, then they would remove it from the wolf. Only Tyr was brave enough to put his hand between 
the wolf’s jaws. The wolf was bound, and when it was clear that the Aesir would not free the wolf, Fenris bit off Tyr’s 
right hand at the wrist, a place that became known, in the Northern Tradition as the "wolf-joint”. By sacrificing his 
hand, Tyr saved the gods from destruction by the otherwise invincible supernatural wolf.”

This idea suddenly hit me, and I’m surprised I didn’t see it before. I’m not a runes specialist. I’m more into tarot, but 
one of my tarot decks has runes on it, and that’s how I made the association. 


After a lot of research and brainstorming, I came up with this diagram:

In bold: elements that could mean something; in italics: hypotheses. Although a few elements in there make sense 
to me, the diagram as a whole may be complete nonsense. Nonetheless, I will use it to explain my point: I think all 
four of the band members may be using runes as autographs (and there may be a structure behind it). 


I’ll start with the two autographs I’m most certain about: the Leto ones. It’s 
Shannon 

’s autograph that caught my eye first. It’s sort of an 'S’: the rune called ‘Sig’, combined with a little cross, that is 
probably a rune as well. Now look at Jared’s: maybe that will convince you. There is the arrow! That rune is called 
‘Tyr’, and here it is combined with another rune as well. 

The arrow used by the band is the rune ‘Tiwaz/Tyr’, that’s a fact. They confirmed that themselves ([2] 
http://thirtysecondstomars.emiforums.com/index.php?showtopic=279664 &hl=runes (scroll down to the 8 th 
comment)): " YES YOU ARE ALL RIGHT. THE 30SECONDSTOMARS’ ARROW; IS BASED UPON THE ANCIENT NORSE 
RUNE FOR ‘TIWAZ/TYR’. IT IS USED BY US TO SIGNIFY UNITY, DIRECTION, VICTORY AND STRENGTH AND ALSO AS A 
VISUAL REPRESENTATION FOR "PROVEHITO IN ALTUM” (Signed: Crash aka The Minister of Propaganda (*lol*)) . So 
it’s not at all unlikely Jared uses it in his autograph. 

Historical background 


The Runic alphabets are a set of related alphabets using letters known as runes, formerly used to write Germanic 
languages, mainly in 
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Scandinavia 


and the 
British Isles 

. In all their varieties they may be considered an ancient writing system of 
Northern Europe 

. The Scandinavian version is known as Futhark (derived from its first six letters: ’F’, ’U’ ’Th’, ’A’, ’R’, and ’K’). 


If my hunch about Tomo’s autograph is right, the band members are using runes from the Anglo-Saxon Futhark or 
the Younger Futhark (Viking Futhark, Icelandic Futhark). 


The earliest runic inscriptions were certainly not coherent texts of any length, but simple markings on artifacts, giving 
the name of either the craftsman or the proprietor, or, sometimes, remaining a linguistic mystery. Because of this, 
it is possible that the early runes were not so much used as a simple writing system, but rather as magical signs to 
be used for charms, or for divination. The name rune itself, taken to mean "secret, something hidden”, seems to 
indicate that knowledge of the runes was originally considered esoteric, or restricted to an elite. 


Simply put, runes are letters of an ancient Germanic alphabet. They were also used for charms, divination, poems, 
ornaments ... In this context - used as present day autographs - we could say they are called upon for protection, as a 
spell, as a battle program, or a means of propaganda ... (Thus I won’t be looking into the divinatory aspects of runes 
here.) 


It is common to combine runes to achieve a particular magical effect. Their combined strength would not be twice 
as powerful as either rune separately, but more precise.

Meanings ([6] http://community.livejournal.com/ghanisquest/5809.html ): in a rune cast promises unexpected 
success in a venture, often accompanied by a sudden and spectacular failure of all opposition, signifies self-direction 
along the path of one’s true will; indicates that the querent will enjoy almost limitless energy. 


GEBO = gift 
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Meanings ([7] http://community.livejournal.com/ghanisquest/6201.html ): gift or the act of giving; unification 
through the means of exchange; can express brotherly love; spiritually, signifies self-sacrifice for self-awareness; 
refers especially to a successful partnership or a stable, mutually satisfying emotional relationship. 


Interpretation : 


‘Sig’ is a rune that promises unexpected success in a venture. Combined with ‘Gebo’ that would mean: success 
through partnership with a brother. The cross in Shannon’s autograph echoes the form of Jared’s autograph. The 
idea of the "exchange of gifts’’ is important here and may be an element in discovering the meaning of the "cross 
seal” ([8] http://community.livejournal.com/ghanisquest/4372.html) as well. 


The rune ’Sig’ corresponds to the astrological sign of the sun: a circle with a dot inside.

Jared’s autograph: 

I see a combination of ‘Tyr’ and ‘Wunjo’. This would be a bind-rune: a combination of several runes, forming 
a new one. 



Explanation of the runes: 


TYR = god, the god Tyr, sword, power, male sexuality 
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Meanings ([13] http://community.livejournal.com/ghanisquest/6401.html ): literally: the god himself; the shape of 
the rune expresses the conscious targeting of positive forces for the greatest effect; the deity Tyr was assimilated with 
Mars by the Roman conquerors of Gaul and Britain; in a cast indicates success, but that it will involve self-sacrifice. 


WUNJO = wind, joy, contentment, prosperity 


Meanings ([14] http://community.livejournal.com/ghanisquest/7095.html ): expresses the quality of linking several 
disparate things or people together in agreement and concord; spiritually it indicates joyful spiritual experiences in 
concord with others; any joint venture will bind the querent and his partners together in harmonious fellowship. 


Interpretation : 


Like ‘Sig’, ‘Tyr’ is a rune that promises success, but at the cost of self-sacrifice. That’s Jared, no? Combined with 
‘Wunjo’ it means success through a harmonious partnership. ‘Wunjo’, as a symbol for the four directions and the 
corresponding four winds, may refer once again to the "cross seal” and the four original glyphs running clockwise, 
one placed in each quadrant. 


Jared’s autograph somehow seems to trigger an association with the astrological symbol for the planet Mars, if you 
replace the triangle with a circle.

I have considered the possibilities of the little cross in Shannon’s autograph being the rune Not, and the rune 
combined with ‘Tyr’ in Jared’s autograph being the rune Lagu, but those combinations are more difficult to interpret. 
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The runes of the Elder and Anglo-Saxon futhark each have a number in the alphabet: Sig: 16; Not: 10; Gebo: 7; 
Tyr: 17; Lagu: 21; Wunjo: 8. My hypothesis (i.e. Sig + Gebo and Tyr + Wunjo) would mean they combined two adja¬ 
cent runes (16 and 17) with two others (7 and 8) and suggests a structure behind the choice of those particular runes. 


The 24 runes of the Elder Futhark are divided in 3 groups of 8, the aettir, reflecting the age-old division of Germanic 
tribal society: nurturer, warrior, and priest/king. This division of the runes is an integral part of rune-lore. Each of 
the three aettir is ruled over by a Northern god and goddess. The runes you choose to use, whether individually or 
combined are affected by the aett in which they belong.

Freyja’s aett of the nurturer is concerned with love, happiness, life, and enjoyment. 


HeimdaN’s aett of the warrior deals with matters of achievement, money, victory, power, and success. 
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Tir’s aett of the priest/king is used for matters of justice, spiritual achievement, understanding, establishing order, 
atonement, and all matters dealing with politics or rulership/authority. 


Shannon 

’s primal rune ‘Sig’ belongs to Heirndall’s aett of the warrior, Jared’s belongs to Tir’s, the aett of the priest/king. By 
choosing these runes, they may also be expressing what place they are occupying in the "partnership”. 


This post is a little step in a larger research project. I’m willing to put EVERYTHING in question. Comment as much as 
you like. Break it all down if you want, but do it in a constructive way.

The first glyph of the original set: an alternative interpretation 

This post will propose an alternative to the "canon” interpretation of the first of the glyphics. I’m calling that 
set of four glyphs the "original” set, because until now we haven’t been able to prove they are existing glyphs so pos¬ 
sibly the band invented them, and as opposed to the other set of glyphs, which are apparently ancient North-lberian 
ones (http://community.livejournal.com/ghanisquest/5378.html; http://community.livejournal.com/ghanisq- 
uest/9607.html). 

What follows are ideas from a friend of mine who comes out of an art historic background. He’s not a real 
fan of the band, though he isn’t entirely ignorant about them. You can consider his vision an outsider’s one. To him 
the glyphics do not say ’30 seconds to mars’, they are conceptional. The first glyph, the one Jared has tattooed on his 
right wrist, reminded him of a pictograph of the name Leto X2, LETO-LETO entwined on itself. 

This topic was posted a first time on [ LJ User: europeanechelon ]. A community member responded that she 
had seen this interpretation before and somewhere in the deep dark corners of my brain it rang a bell as well. If 
someone can point me towards a post on a group or a thread on the boards about this, I will gladly join the reference 
here. 

I don’t recall anyone posting about what follows though. The pictograph is the same viewed from the top as 
from the bottom. In that way it resembles the dichotomy expressed in the Chinese yin yang symbol, representing the 
concepts of male-female and assertive-receptive. Creative process needs both to thrive. One plants the seed, the 
other gestates, and brings it to fruition. 

The symbol would mean that Shannon and Jared have that kind of creative union between them. The visual 
entanglement speaks for itself about the connectedness. Neither is top, or bottom, or rather they are each both, 
and each contains the seed of the opposite; the energy flows around and around. 

All the glyphs may thus be visual representations of process concepts. This recalls Shannon’s remark about 
the glyphs "representing different levels” (interview in Bandchat.org 2004 (http://bandchat.org/articles/2004/30stm 
.html)). 


The original set of glyphs is possibly connected with the Iberian set, through the last glyph of the later. (Iberian 
glyphs have to be read from right to left.) It is an ‘E’, “lying on its back”. Twice that letter ‘E’, once on its back and 
once on its stomach, "embracing” each other, gives us the first original glyph again. 


I want to thank the European Echelon for their inspirational comments, which have been a great encourage¬ 
ment for us. As with all my public posts, this is only a hypothesis and a little step in a big quest, raising more questions 
than it is answering existing ones. Challenge everything!

Tattoos have served as rites of passage, marks of status and rank, symbols of religious and spiritual devotion, 
decorations for bravery, sexual lures and marks of fertility, pledges of love, punishment, amulets and talismans, 
protection, and as the marks of outcasts, slaves and convicts. 

Today, people choose to be tattooed for cosmetic, religious and magical reasons, and as a symbol of belong¬ 
ing to or identification with particular groups (see Criminal tattoos). Tattoos of favorite bands and football teams’ 
logos are fairly common in the west. Some Maori still choose to wear intricate moko on their faces. In Cambodia and 
Thailand, the yantra tattoo is used for protection. 

People have also been forcibly tattooed for a various reasons. The best known is the ka-tzetnik identification 
system for Jews in part of the concentration camps during the Holocaust. European sailors were known to tattoo the 
crucifixion on their backs to prevent flogging (since it was a crime to deface an image of Christ).

A sleeve tattoo (or tattoo sleeve) is a very large tattoo, or a collection of smaller tattoos, that cover, or almost 
covers, a person’s entire arm, usually from shoulder to wrist. The term ’’sleeve” is a reference to the tattoo’s size 
similarity in coverage to a long shirt sleeve on an article of clothing. In this manner, the term is also used as a verb; 
for example, ’’getting sleeved” means to have one’s entire arm tattooed. 

’’Half-sleeves” or ’’quarter-sleeves” are tattoos that cover only part of an arm, usually above the elbow. The 
term ’’sleeve” implies complete tattoo coverage of a particular area, so a ’’half sleeve” is a tattoo that covers the 
entire upper arm. A ’’quater sleeve” usually covers the entire part of an arm that is above a short-sleeved shirt line. 

Sleeve tattoos are often intricately designed in advance as a collobaration between a tattoo artist and cus¬ 
tomer to demonstrate a personal and unified artistic theme. Other times, a sleeve is created when a person has 
many smaller tattoos on his/her arm and later has them ’’connected” with background tattooing to form a sleeve. 
Pre-planned sleeves generally require many long hours of tattooing and can take weeks, months or years to complete.

Tattoos in modern Japan 

At the beginning of the Meiji period the Japanese government, wanting to protect its image and make a good 
impression on the West, outlawed tattoos, and irezumi took on connotations of criminality. Nevertheless, fascinated 
foreigners went to Japan seeking the skills of tattoo artists, and traditional tattooing continued underground. 

Tattooing was legalized by the occupation forces in 1945, but unfortunately has retained its image of criminal¬ 
ity. For many years, traditional Japanese tattoos were associated with the yakuza, Japan’s notorious mafia, and many 
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businesses in Japan (such as public baths, fitness centers and hot springs) still ban customers with tattoos. 


Tattooing and other forms of body decoration and body modification, as in much of the western world, are 
gaining in popularity in Japan. However, Japanese young people who choose to get tattooed are most often choosing 
’’one point’’ designs - small designs that can be completed in one sitting - usually in the American or tribal styles. 
Traditional irezumi is still done by specialist tattooists, but it is painful, time-consuming and expensive: a typical 
traditional body suit (covering the arms, back, upper legs and chest, but leaving an untattooed space down the 
center of the body) can take 1-5 years of once-per-week visits to complete and cost more than US $30,000.

’’The tattoos popular among young Japanese (and a very small percentage of young Japanese at that) resem¬ 
ble American-style tattoos. The two types are referred to as ”one-point’’ (Herskovitz) and eccentric (Eccentric 
Tattoo Shop) tattoos. One-point tattoos are small, single-sitting applications. (...) Eccentric tattoos are for the more 
dedicated tattoo enthusiast. They are larger, highly detailed, and tend to reflect consumer input. They are a creative 
collaboration between artist and consumer. The images vary in size and design-ranging from swirling tribal patterns 
to screaming demons and skulls. (...) Most of the tattoos pictured at the Eccentric Tattoo Shop web page are located 
on the upper arm. Sanders relates that the arm is the most popular location for tattoos for men due to technical and 
economic factors (Marks of Mischief 412). Tattoos are easier to inscribe on an extremity, and rates are effected by 
difficulty and hours of labor. But the upper arm is also easy to conceal. Herskovitz noted that the young Japanese 
he interviewed for his article still felt they could not display their tattoos in public. Tattoos on the upper arm can be 
easily concealed under shirts.”

Leave ‘Echelon’ out maybe, because of the particular place it has on the boys arm. It’s not even on his arm, it’s on his 
hand. 

The first glyph is here on the left arm of the boy; Jared has it on his right arm (mirror image?) But: left arm with 
closed fist (see further down). 

On the boy’s hand underneath the wrist band is written: ECHELON. It’s a song title, like the others. But maybe the 
location is not innocent: they may be trying to show us the connection between the glyphs and “Echelon”. 

(The wrist band is the black one, sold on their website "for everyone”, as opposed to the red one for the "Ech¬

Right arm: the four glyphs (wristband) + "THE CYCLE: ECHELON (is the) END OF THE BEGINNING, WELCOME 
TO THE UNIVERSE (for) BUDDHA FOR MARY” ??? 

Right arm has open fist: looks very peaceful. 

The cycle, to me, refers to the four glyphs, each one "transforming” into the next one.

The Griffin in (Persian l?ll?ll?ll?ll?ll?l shir-dal meaning lion eagle) (also spelled gryphon and, less commonly, gryphen, 
griffon, griffen, or gryphin) is a legendary creature with the body of a lion and the head and wings of an eagle. Often, 
griffins are depicted with a pair of prominent ears, traditionally termed ’’ass’ ears”. Since the lion was considered 
the ’’King of the Beasts” and the eagle the ’’King of the Air”, the griffin was thought to be an especially powerful and 
majestic creature. Some traditions say that only female griffins have wings. The griffin is generally represented with 
four legs, wings and a beak, with eagle-like talons in place of a lion’s forelegs and equine ears jutting from its skull. 
Some writers describe the tail as a serpent. 

Nature of griffins 

The griffin was said to build a nest, like an eagle. Instead of eggs, it lays agates. The animal was supposed to 
watch over gold mines and hidden treasures, and to be the enemy of the horse. 

Griffin was consecrated to the Sun ; and ancient painters represented the chariot of the Sun as drawn by griffins. 

In Persian mythology, in particular during the Achaemenid dynasty, griffins called Homa were used widely as 
statues and symbols in palaces. Homa also had a special place in Persian literature as guardians of light.

This constellation 
is found in the portion of the sky known as the heavenly sea. It has been called the Double Ship, the Southern Gate 
of the Sun and the goat with a fish’s tail. 

Mesopotamia: the carp-goat with the head and forelegs of a goat and the body of a fish. This constellation 
was the emperor’s sign and was associated with the god of the subterranean freshwater ocean, Enki. Enki is 
associated with wisdom, magic and incantations, and the arts and crafts of civilization. 

Greece: possibly the representation of the she-goat Amalthaea, who nursed the infant Zeus after he was hid¬ 
den from his father, Cronus. Other stories tie the constellation to the man-goat god Pan.

Capricornus, a name meaning ’’Horned Goat’’ or ’’That which has horns like a goat’s’’ in Latin, is one of the 
constellations of the zodiac. It is commonly called Capricorn, especially in astrology. It is commonly called the 
sea-goat, as it is in an area of the sky known as the Sea. 

This constellation is one of the oldest to have been identified, possibly the oldest, despite its dimness. Since 
it falls in an area of the sky known as the sea, it became considered a sea-goat (in the same sense as a sea-maiden). 
Depictions of a goat or goat-fish have been found on Babylonian tablets dating back three thousand years. The 
constellation may owe its antiquity to the fact that at that time, the northern hemisphere’s Winter Solstice occurred 
while the sun was in Capricorn. The concern for the sun’s rebirth might have rendered astronomical and astrological 
observation of this region of space very important. 

Due to the precession of the equinoxes, the December solstice no longer takes place while the sun is in Capri¬ 
corn, but the astrological period called Capricorn begins at approximately the same time as the solstice.

The Western astrological sign Capricorn of the tropical zodiac (December 22 - January 19) differs from the as¬ 
tronomical constellation and the Hindu astrological sign of the sidereal zodiac (January 19 - February 15). 

In some cosmologies, Capricorn is associated with the classical element Earth, and thus called an Earth Sign 
(with Taurus and Virgo). It is also one of the four Cardinal signs (along with Aries, Cancer, and Libra). It is the domicile 
of Saturn and the exaltation of Mars.

The Ouroboros (also spelled Oroborus, Uroboros or Uroborus) is an ancient symbol depicting a snake or dragon 
swallowing its own tail, constantly creating itself and forming a circle. It often represents self-reflexivity or cyclicality. 


Overview: 

The symbol is generally thought to represent the cyclical nature of things, eternal return and other things per¬ 
ceived as cycles that begin anew as soon as they end. In some representations the serpent is shown as half light and 
half dark, echoing symbols such as the Yin Yang, which illustrates the dual nature of all things, but more importantly, 
that these opposites are not in conflict. It is often associated with alchemy, Gnosticism, and Hermeticism. 

In alchemy, the ouroboros symbolises the circular nature of the alchemist’s opus which unites the opposites: 
the conscious and unconscious mind. 

It is believed to have been inspired by the Milky Way, as some ancient texts refer to a serpent of light resid¬ 
ing in the heavens. 

Throughout history 

The name ouroboros (or, in Latinized form, uroborus) is Greek ("oupoPopoc;”) and means "tail-devourer”. 

Antiquity: The serpent or dragon eating its own tail has survived from antiquity and can be traced back to An¬ 
cient Egypt, circa 1600 BC. However the pig dragons of the Hongshan culture (4700-2200 BC) of China are older and 
may have been transmitted in one way along the Silk Road. From ancient Egypt it passed to Phoenicia and then to 
the Greek philosophers, who gave it the name Ouroboros ("the tail-devourer”). 

Norse mythology: In Norse mythology it appears as the serpent Jormungand, one of the 3 children of Loki, 
who grew so large that it could encircle the world and grasp its tail in its teeth. 

Other mythologies: It is also present in Hindu mythology, as the dragon circling the tortoise which supports 
the four elephants that carry the world. The serpent or dragon also appears in Aztec, Chinese, and Native American 
mythology. In Satanism, the Ouroboros represents the Demon-god Leviathan, the Serpent of the Void and Primal 
Chaos. 

Christianity: Christians adopted the Ouroboros as a symbol of the limited confines of this world (that there is 
an "outside” being implied by the demarcation of an inside), and the self-consuming transitory nature of a mere 
this-worldly existence (following in the footsteps of the Preacher in Ecclesiastes). 

[The ourobors] could very well be used to symbolize the closed-system model of the universe of some physi¬ 
cists even today. 

Alchemy: In alchemy, the ouroboros is a purifying sigil. 


The famous Ouroboros drawing from the early Alchemical text The Chrysopoeia of Cleopatra dating to 2nd 
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century Alexandria encloses the words hen to pan ’’one, the all”, i.e. ’’All is One”. Its black-and-white halves represent 
the Gnostic duality of existence. 


As a symbol of the eternal unity of all things, the cycle of birth and death from which the alchemist sought re¬ 
lease and liberation, it was familiar to the alchemist/physician Sir Thomas Browne. In his A letter to a friend, a 
medical treatise full of case-histories and witty speculations upon the human condition, he wrote of it: 

”[...] that the first day should make the last, that the Tail of the Snake should return into its Mouth precisely 
at that time, and they should wind up upon the day of their Nativity, is indeed a remarkable Coincidence,” 

Jung also defined the relationship of the ouruboros to alchemy: 

’’The alchemists, who in their own way knew more about the nature of the individuation process than we 
moderns do, expressed this paradox through the symbol of the uroboros, the snake that eats its own tail. In the 
age-old image of the uroboros lies the thought of devouring oneself and turning oneself into a circulatory process, 
for it was clear to the more astute alchemists that the prima materia of the art was man himself. The uroboros is a 
dramatic symbol for the integration and assimilation of the opposite, i.e. of the shadow. This ’feed-back’ process is at 
the same time a symbol of immortality, since it is said of the uroboros that he slays himself and brings himself to life, 
fertilises himself and gives birth to himself. He symbolises the One, who proceeds from the clash of opposites, and 
he therefore constitutes the secret of the prima materia which [...] unquestionably stems from man’s unconscious’. 
(Collected Works, Vol. 14 para.513)

Interviewer: ’’The name of your band... I read that you got the name from a book, Argus Apacase. So what is 
that book, I couldn’t find any information on it?” 

Jared Leto: ’’Argus Apacase... it’s a weird name, we’re all mispronouncing it, actually. It’s a really rare manuscript, it’s 
hard to find.” 

Interviewer: ’’And the name is a reference within the manuscript?” 

Jared: ”lt’s a reference - a rough translation, so who knows. I think the idea is interesting, it’s a metaphor for 
the future.

She has one of Jared’s and it has the first glyph on the front.”

I noticed once that you could (unreasonably *g*) link every glyph to one band member each or the instru¬ 
ment they are playing. The first would be Jared’s of course, the last one is on the one pick (a bass pick I believe) that’s 
shaped differently, so it would be Matt’s, the third when seen as the negative image of a Roman 2 (as in the Band 
name theory that was posted in the FAQ on the boards) could symbolize two drumsticks = Shannon. The second 
would be left to Tomo. The second and third glyphs also consist of a center with two extensions; I see two guitars 
(bass) in them, when I want to. The first one is similar... 

Of course the glyphs probably existed back when 30stm were still the two brothers, so that contradicts everything. 

The 69 theory reminded me of Auryn, mainly because of the design: http://www.neverendingstory.com/images/a- 
uryn-orange.jpg 


I researched a bit and found out the following: Auryn is an artifact amulet from The Neverending Story, which 
guided and protected Atreyu. Its design consists of two snakes, intertwined and biting each other’s tails, a variation 
of ouroboros or the mythological Jormungand. 

AURYN also appears on the copper-colored cover of the book Bastian reads. In the movie The Neverending 
Story, AURYN is able to grant Bastian’s wishes by channeling the powers of the Childlike Empress, who rules a world 
comprised of human imaginings, Fantastica. 

On the back of AURYN are these words: ”Do what you Wish”. In the book there is a portal ringed by the two 
snakes, one shining brighter than white, the other darker than black, that contains a waterfall and a pool called the 
Waters of Life, the gate between Fantastica (know as Fantasia in the movies and the orignial German novel) and our 
world. Anyone who wears the AURYN pendant is recognized as a messenger of the Childlike Empress. 

The original Auryn used in the filming of the movie is now displayed in a glass case on the wall of Steven 
Spielberg’s office.” 

Then I researched ’’ouroboros” and what I found was even more interesting (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Ouroboros): 


’’ancient symbol depicting a snake or dragon swallowing its own tail, constantly creating itself and forming a 
circle. It often represents self-reflexivity or cylicality.” 


(...) 
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’’The symbol is generally thought to represent the cyclical nature of things, eternal return and other things 
perceived as cycles that begin anew as soon as they end. In some representations the serpent is shown as half 
light and half dark, echoing symbols such as the Yin Yang, which illustrates the dual nature of all things, but more 
importantly, that these opposites are not in conflict. It is often associated with alchemy, Gnosticism, and Hermeticism. 


In alchemy, the ouroboros symbolises the circular nature of the alchemist’s opus which unites the opposites: 
the conscious and unconscious mind. 

It is believed to have been inspired by the Milky Way, as some ancient texts refer to a serpent of light resid¬ 
ing in the heavens.” 

‘gleditschia’: The first and third glyph seem to her more strict while in the second and fourth round symbol 
are used and they look gentle (circle means harmony). Maybe there is union of two beginnings: male and female, 
aggressive and gentle. Or their confrontation. 

'blu _eyed _demon’ : The first glyph contains the initials of all the current band members (t, m, J, s, w, L) 


‘petarpan’ to 'blu-eyed _demon’: “They were designed before Tomo joined, but not necessarily Matt. I saw 
the same thing you did - also fits with the 30 STM idea. I realize it is easier to see the alphabet in them because of 
block lettering, and I do think the glyphs are more conceptual, but I view things like what you noticed as more than 
mere coincidence even if unintentional.” 

‘penguin _attie’: About the “Iberian” glyphs: they remind her of the word "ENDE”, German for "the end”. 
"Also, on both disks I believe they’re on the last page of the booklet, so it kind of made sense.”

There are five figures in Greek mythology named Argus: 

1. Argus Panoptes, (Argus ’’all eyes”) was a giant with a hundred eyes. He was also the nymph lo’s brother. 
He was thus a very effective watchman, as only a few of the eyes would sleep at a time; there were always eyes still 
awake. Argus was Hera’s servant. His great service to the Olympian pantheon was to slay the chthonic serpent-legged 
monster Echidna as she slept in her cave (Homer, Iliad ii.783; Hesiod, Theogony, 295ff; Apollodorus, ii.i.2). Hera’s last 
task for Argus was to guard a white heifer from Zeus. She charged him to ’’Tether this cow safely to an olive-tree at 
Nemea”. Hera knew that the heifer was in reality lo, one of the many nymphs Zeus was coupling with to establish a 
new order. 

To free lo, Zeus had Argus slain by Hermes. Hermes, disguised as a shepherd, first put all of Argus’s eyes 
asleep with boring stories. To commemorate her faithful watchman, Hera had the hundred eyes of Argus preserved 
forever, in a peacock’s tail (Ovid I, 625). 

2. Argus (or Argos) is also the name of a long-lived dog owned by Odysseus in Odyssey. When Odysseus re¬ 
turns from his voyages and wears the disguise of a beggar that Athena places upon him, only Odysseus’s elderly 
wetnurse, Eurycleia, and his old, faithful dog, Argus, recognize him. After Argus recognizes his long-lost master, he 
dies a peaceful death. 

3. Argus in the tale of the Argonauts is a shipwright, the builder of the ship the Argo, named after its builder. 
The vessel was used by Jason in his quest for the Golden Fleece, Jason and his compatriots called themselves 
Argonauts, after the ship. 

4. Argus was the eponym of Argos. The son of Zeus and Niobe, daughter of Phoroneus, he succeeded his un¬ 
cle Apis as King of Phoronea, which he renamed after himself. According to one account, he married Evadne, the 
daughter of Strymon and Neaera, and bore Ecbasus, Peiras, Epidaurus and Criasus. According to another account, 
his wife was nameless, and his sons were Peiras, Phorbas, and Tiryns. 

5. Argus was the eldest son of Phrixus and Chalciope, daughter of Aeetes. Argus and his brothers set out to 
return to their grandfather’s kingdom of Orchomenus, but were shipwrecked and rescued by the Argonauts. Argus 
and his brothers Cytissorus, Melas and Phrontis aided Jason and the Argonauts in their quest, and later returned 
with them to Greece.]

A lot of them refer to Greece/Greek mythology. In mythology a set of stories related to a particular theme is 
called 'a cycle’ (http://messagenet.com/myths/ppt/Epic _Cycle _l.html). The word ‘cycle’ happens to pop up on 
the booklet of the S/T CD: there are two pages with "tattooed” arms and on one of the arms we can see the word 
‘cycle’ (http://community.livejournal.com/ghanisquest/15891.html; http://community.livejournal.com/ghanisq- 
uest/17728.html). The word is also used in the song ‘End of the Beginning’ (http://community.livejournal.com/ghanis- 
quest/18165.html). 

Maybe Jared is talking about another kind of cycle. But let’s take a closer look at the myths of the cycle 'Ja¬ 
son and the Argonauts’. Why this one? Argonauts/ship - astronauts/rocket (fond memories for LONG-TIME 30 fans: 
the old website http://www.virginrecords.com/thirtysecondstomars/): men "on a mission”, with myths to make. 

Those old myths are usually associated with constellations in the night sky, and the wandering planets named 
after the gods. The constellation associated with the myths of Jason and his quest for the fleece is called Argo Navis. 
It represents the ship Argo, and it’s located in the southern hemisphere. And it’s huge. So huge in fact, that in more 
modern times it has been divided into four different parts: Carina (the Keel), Puppis (the Stern), Vela (the Sails), and 
sometimes Pyxis (the Compass) is included. It’s one of the oldest constellations known. 

Talking about constellations: in the second century BC, Hipparchus introduced a system to designate the brightness 
of stars using lower case Greek alphabet letters. We’re still using it. It’s commonly known as Bayer designation. A 
Bayer designation consists of a Greek letter followed by the genitive in Latin of the name of the constellation in which 
the star lies. 

Why do I bring this up? On the back of the S/T CD where the songs are listed, exactly where we might expect 
to find numbers (1, 2, 3, ...) there are Greek letters instead enumerating each title. They are lower case Greek 
letters and they are not in alphabetical order, (http://community.livejournal.com/ghanisquest/3849.html) It’s just a 
suggestion...

There’s actually a brand of cameras called 'Argus’. It exists since 1936. On their website 
(http://www.arguscamera.com/) there is a little page of history telling us that the first Argus camera was called ‘the 
Model A’. 

So, what if "our” Argus, I mean 30 Seconds’ Argus, is nothing else than one of Shannon’s cameras? He could 
have called it ‘Apocraphex’ for some reason (that we would need to find out), or it could be a ‘model A’, A’ standing 
for ‘Apocraphex’. I mailed the store and they got back to me. Unfortunately they don’t have any information on 
the older legacy cameras the original Argus company produced. So I’ll have to google some more about cameras, 
photography and its history. 

One of the reasons why I thought about the Argus (Apocraphex) being simply a camera is the way the text 
"Find the Argus Apocraphex” is presented to us on the CD booklets. On the S/T CD it is written (three times (?)) in 
between mirror images of Shannon (?) (wearing a 30STM arrow on his back (?)). On ABL the phrase is in mirror 
writing on the inner page of the booklet, (http://community.livejournal.com/ghanisquest/2272.html) I don’t know

Body Painting 

Body painting can transform a person into a spirit, a work of art, another gender or even a map of a sacred 
place. It can emphasize visual appeal, express allegiance or provide a protective and empowering coating. Protective 
body paints often feature in initiation rituals, weddings and funerals - all occasions of transition and of spiritual 
danger. People everywhere adorn the living, and some also treat the dead, with body paint. To make body paint, 
pigments composed of plant extracts or mineral clays and powders can be mixed with vegetable oil or animal fat. 
Throughout history, the substances used for body paint have been important trade items. Ochre, camwood, cinnebar, 
and kaolin were traded throughout Asia, Africa and Europe.

Dr. Carl Edward Sagan (November 9, 1934 - December 20, 1996) was an American astronomer, astrobiologist, 
and highly successful science popularizer. He pioneered exobiology and promoted the Search for Extra-Terrestrial 
Intelligence (SETI). He is world-famous for writing popular science books and for co-writing and presenting the 
award-winning television series Cosmos. Cosmos was the most watched television show on PBS of all time[l] and an 
accompanying book was published. He also wrote the novel Contact, upon which the 1997 film of the same name 
starring Jodie Foster was based. In his works, he frequently advocated the scientific method. 

Scientific achievements 

Sagan was among the first to hypothesize that Saturn’s moon Titan[3] and Jupiter’s moon Europa may possess 
oceans (a subsurface ocean, in the case of Europa) or lakes, thus making the hypothesized water ocean on Europa 
potentially habitable for life. Europa’s subsurface ocean was later indirectly confirmed by the spacecraft Galileo. 

He furthered insights regarding the atmosphere of Jupiter, seasonal changes on Mars, and Saturn’s moon Ti¬ 
tan. Sagan established that the atmosphere of Venus is extremely hot and dense. He also perceived global warming 
as a growing, man-made danger and likened it to the natural development of Venus into a hot life-hostile planet 
through greenhouse gases. He suggested that the seasonal changes on Mars were due to windblown dust, not to 
vegetation changes, as others had proposed. 


Carl Sagan was an avid user of marijuana, although he never publicly admitted it during his life. Under the 
pseudonym "Mr. X [?],” he wrote an essay concerning cannabis smoking in the 1971 book Marihuana Reconsidered 
(...). In his essay, Sagan commented that marijuana encouraged some of his works and enhanced experiences. 


Late in his life, Sagan’s books developed his skeptical, naturalistic view of the world. In The Demon-Haunted 
World: Science as a Candle in the Dark, he presented tools for testing arguments and detecting fallacious or 
fraudulent ones, essentially advocating wide use of the scientific method. 


C. SAGAN, The Demon-Haunted World: Science as a Candle in the Dark, 1996: is intended to explain the sci¬ 
entific method to laypersons, and to encourage people to learn critical or skeptical thinking.

Occam’s Razor (also spelled Ockham’s Razor) is a principle attributed to the 14th-century English logician and 
Franciscan friar William of Ockham. Originally a tenet of the reductionist philosophy of nominalism, it is more often 
taken today as a heuristic maxim that advises economy, parsimony, or simplicity in scientific theories. 

Occam’s Razor states that the explanation of any phenomenon should make as few assumptions as possible, 
eliminating those that make no difference in the observable predictions of the explantory hypothesis or theory. 
The principle is often expressed in Latin as: entia non sunt multiplicanda praeter necessitatem, which translates to: 
entities should not be multiplied beyond necessity. Furthermore, when multiple competing theories have equal 
predictive powers, the principle recommends selecting those that introduce the fewest assumptions and postulate 
the fewest hypothetical entities. It is in this sense that Occam’s Razor is usually understood. 


Occam’s Razor has become a basic perspective for those who follow the scientific method [-> Carl Sagan]. 


Trivia: 

In the popular fictional television series The X-Files [??] the character Fox Mulder references the Occam’s Ra¬ 
zor as the ’’Occam’s principle of limited imagination” probably in an attempt to emphasize that, after all, it is still a 
guideline rather than a scientific law. 

The book and 1997 film "Contact", starring Jodie Foster and Matthew McConaughey, uses Occam’s Razor as 
an argument against both the existence of God and belief in a person’s experience with alien life forms.

Leto: Well, we rented a house in Africa that overlooked the ocean, and it was incredible to wake up to the sound 
of the water, wind, and waves. There is such a tremendous amount of beauty in Africa, but the failure of man is 
so evident. There’s a dichotomy there that inspired the title of the record, as well as some of the themes on the al¬ 
bum. "Beautiful Lie" is an elusive phrase that leaves a lot to the imagination—it’s one letter away from "beautiful life." 

Interviewer: Tomo, what was working with Jared like? 

Milicevic: It was great. I started off as a fan of this band, and then I got to be in the band—which rarely happens. As 
far as working with Jared, he comes up with the guitar parts. Sometimes, he may hum melodies—or tell me what 
he’s thinking—and I’ll execute them. I’m kind of like a tool for the composer. 

Interviewer: Would you like to get more involved in the writing process? 

Milicevic: No. If I was a songwriter myself, maybe I’d be in a different band. But I’m a guitarist, and that’s really all I 
want to be. There’s a leader in every band, and Jared is our leader. And he’s a great songwriter. He has the songs in 
his head, and we all help to make them real. 

Interviewer: Jared, describe your customized guitar. 

Leto: Well, I drew a guitar, and Los Angeles craftsman Stephen McSwain built it for me. The guitar’s name is 
Pathagarus [sic]. It’s named after the Greek scholar, philosopher, and mathematician. I thought it was a fitting name 
for an instrument that would have to go through such a complicated, challenging journey with its owner. I put my 
guitar through hell.

SFS: How is song-writing divided up among the various members of the band? 

Leto: On the first record it was just my brother and I. I played all of the instruments except for the live drums, 
and wrote all of the songs. On this record I had Matt and Tomo (who came out to tour in support of the first album) 
and we quickly found that we were all in love with each other in the appropriate way. [*quirkes an eyebrow*] 

I was interested in having an experience that wasn’t so isolating and solitary. Matt and Tomo seemed to get what 
30 Seconds to Mars wanted to be all about and was all about, which is nice because I looked for people for years 
and years to play with and never could find the right sensibilities; I guess because 30 Seconds to Mars is kind of 
strange. It’s a band that’s gregarious at times, and huge in scope and size, but the intention is always on melody and 
atmosphere and thought. 

It’s always been difficult to find people that share those same interests. These guys fit perfectly. In a sense, not very 
much changed about the process. I’m still writing the songs and kind of guiding the general direction, but it’s great 
to have other people that fully support me. They’ve helped me become a better writer, and they’ve contributed 
creatively all over the record. 


SFS: What’s some music that has influenced you over the years? 

Leto: When I recorded Was it a Dream? I was playing an acoustic guitar, which I don’t do too often on this 
record. I really wanted to embrace that Cure Disintegration vibe. It was nice to kind of pay homage to a record that 
was really one of my favorites. The Cure have been an incredibly consistent place for me to go and enjoy. I like early 
U2 a lot. Bands like Radiohead have always been interesting. I like Bjork and Nine Inch Nails. But I don’t listen to so 
much music anymore, to tell you the truth. 


SFS: I wanted to ask you a little bit about the symbols I see all over the album liner notes. 

Leto: There’s a lot of symbology and iconography involved with 30 Seconds to Mars, and to me it was always 
logical to have a visual representation of some of the ideas. As I was growing up, I really admired Pink Floyd, Led 
Zeppelin, The Who; they all kind of enjoyed having a visual side to their experience. 

SFS: Did you come up with the symbols yourself, or was that a collaborative effort? 

Leto: No, that was no collaboration. My brother and I did that. [!!!] I take care of some of those pretentious heady 
things. 

SFS: What does A Beautiful Lie mean? 

Leto: It’s something I started to notice while I was making this record and traveling the world. I turned up a 
lot of contradictions in life, and don’t think of that as a negative thing, / think of it actually as a romantic thought - the 
idea that we keep pushing forward no matter what, and that we keep choosing to believe. So I started investigating, 
and I was surprised that nobody else has called their record A Beautiful Lie. I’m sure there would be if we searched 
high and low, but there were certainly none that we could find. Dolly Parton has a beautiful song called "A Beautiful 
Lie’’. ..it’s incredible... check it out if you ever have a chance to download it.

Music Street Journal: Who came up with the idea for a band? 

Matt Wachter: The band actually started with Jared and Shannon, they’re brothers, and they’ve been doing this since 
they were kids, in one form or another. They’ve gone under different names. 30 Seconds To Mars came about. They 
actually signed a record deal in 1996. So they’ve been 30 Seconds To Mars since around there. I came on board about 
3 and a half years ago and Tomo came on board about 2 years ago. We think we’ve found the perfect pairing now. 


Music Street Journal: What exactly is The Echelon? 

Matt Wachter: To say that The Echelon is our fan club would be an understatement. They are the heart and soul 
of 30 Seconds To Mars. I mean, I’ve been a fan of music my entire life and I’ve never seen anything like this in my 
life. This is a group of kids who are so passionate and so enthusiastic about our music that they have tattoos of our 
glyphic, they have tattoos of our zymology [WTF? *LOL*], they make their own clothing, they make their own shirts, 
they paint their bodies. They follow us around from city to city. The closest thing that I can think of that I’ve seen in 
the past that’s similar would be The Grateful Dead following. I guess our kids look a lot cooler (laughs). 


Music Street Journal: How did you decide on the ’’Provehito in Altum” for a slogan? 

Matt Wachter: That’s actually a Latin term and the translation of that is ’’Launch forth into the deep.” And I think it’s 
been kind of a mantra for the band throughout the years. We’re always continually challenging ourselves, pushing 
ourselves to the brink of possible insanity or unhealthiness. That’s how strongly we believe in this band and how 
passionate we are about our music - that we’re always trying to outdo ourselves and see how far we can push it. We 
[!] thought that was the best slogan to sum that up. 


Music Street Journal: What was the last CD you bought? 

Matt Wachter: The last CD I bought was the new Nine Inch Nails, ’’With Teeth.” Which we all are completely blown 
away with. We’re all huge fans of them. They’re another band who continues to amaze with each record after 
another. 


Music Street Journal: What message do you want to get across to people in your music? 

Matt Wachter: For us, music has always been about escape. Forgetting about reality for a while. I feel that is what 
we are trying to convey. It’s the story of a person at the crossroads of life. I’m sure all the aspects of that makes life 
tough. And for us music has been about that escape from reality. And 30 Seconds To Mars, I think, is a pretty good 
solution to that.

Ezrin also helped the boys understand the importance of an album’s structure and how to create a progres¬ 
sion, rather than a simple series of songs. (,..)Ezrin’s influence on the band carried over into their conception of a 
follow-up project. ’’The thing that the first album set up,” Jared recalls, ’’was that we wanted to be different."

Interview by Don Nushka 

Having developed a rabid following and a scorching live show since their 2002 debut, 30 Seconds to Mars 
have proven themselves to be one of the most exciting live bands currently touring, sharing a rapport with their 
audience that has to be seen and felt to be believed. Additionally, singer/guitarist Jared Leto has done a little acting 
on the side. Heat Beat got a hold of Jared in between completing one of those little side gigs and kicking off 30 
Seconds To Mars first headlining tour. 

HB: You and your brother started playing music together when you were about 5? 

JL: Yeah, it was somewhere around there. We’ve always just kind of played music, but he was kind of a prodigy 
drummer. And then we had like a drum set, like a pad practice set, it was pretty bizarre. He played everything from 
Jazz to Rock, whatever. It is something that we did since we were very, very young. 

HB: And how did you get started playing? 

JL: I played Classical piano for a number of years, but I always played a little bit of guitar and sang as well. I 
wasn’t so much interested in it, I thought it was unattainable. But as I got older, I realized it was something that I 
could do. 

HB: What made you change your mind? 

JL: I think hearing and identifying with some bands when I was a little bit older, like Pink Floyd and Zepplin re¬ 
ally started to change my interest and what I thought about music, and really just inspired me to want to make music. 
And my brother had always played in a lot of bands and was really into everything from Rush to Metallica. He was 
a metal head for a while there, back in the day! It was always around, playing in bands together. It grew and grew 
and grew. It was something that we always did privately and for ourselves, and at a certain point we discovered that 
there was a kind of completion to the process when you "gave the music away” and other people had "ownership." 
It became like a soundtrack to their lives and then they all come to this public room and share this very private 
experience. There’s something really magical about that. So that really inspired us and pushed us to want to make a 
record, a collection of ideas. 

HB: You have some very devoted fans... 

JL: Yes, very passionate. Be careful, they will find out where you live (laughs)! Where are you? 

HB: South Florida, the Ft. Lauderdale area. 

JL: Oh, nice! Florida has been amazing for us. We’ve had an incredible time down there. The fans are very, 
very supportive and the shows are always really great! We play down there a lot, this year alone we’ve been there 
2 or 3 times. But we do have a very, very special dedicated fan base, it’s kind of unlike anything I’ve seen. There are 
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people out there that feel so strongly about 30 

Seconds To Mars that it kind of verifies that you have something to offer, and it’s nice to get that! 


HB: It seems like you really feel a connection with them. 

JL: Yeah, I think so. I’ve played shows with 20 people and no one really seemed to give a f**k, and I’ve played 
sows with a couple thousand people that are singing your songs and definitely that connection is something very, 
very special and we hold it in really high regard. I think it’s kind of a defining part of what making music is about, 
hopefully hitting some chords in someone else that really takes the song to a different place that you never expected. 

HB: And this is your first headlining tour? 

JL: It is. We’ve played a lot of shows on our own over the years and we’ve done short little stints here and 
there. We’d become something of a professional opening band, which has been great. We’ve learned a lot, we’ve 
played with a lot of really talented people, everything from Lollapalooza to Audio Slave to Incubus. We’ve played 
everything from clubs to arenas, but this is our first 

time we’re actually doing our own national, headlining tour. And it’s really exciting to get out there and be able to 
deliver what you’ve always dreamed. 

HB: You recorded "A Beautiful Lie” in different places all over the world? 

JL: Yeah, this record was recorded in 5 different countries. 

HB: How do you keep a cohesive feel when you’re traveling around like that? 

JL: There’s that kind of cliched bumper sticker saying, “Where ever you go, there you are.” And I think that 
holds true for the creative process as well. Drop Jackson Pollack in China, I’m sure he’d be influenced by his 
surroundings, not to say that we are in any realm close to what that guy has to offer(laughs). But I just think that you 
get inspired by your surroundings, but you’re ultimately the same person creatively and in a lot of other ways as well.

Parts of a metaphor A metaphor, according to I. A. Richards in The Philosophy of Rhetoric (1936), consists of two parts: 
the tenor and vehicle. The tenor is the subject to which attributes are ascribed. The vehicle is the subject from which the 
attributes are borrowed. All the world’s a stage, And all the men and women merely players They have their exits and their 
entrances; — (William Shakespeare, As You Like It, 2/7) This well known quote is a good example of a metaphor. In this 
example, ’’the world” is compared to a stage, the aim being to describe the world by taking well-known attributes from 
the stage. In this case, the world is the tenor and the stage is the vehicle. ’’Men and women" are a secondary tenor and 
’’players” is the vehicle for this secondary tenor. "The metaphor is sometimes further analysed in terms of the ground and 
the tension. The ground consists of the similarities between the tenor and the vehicle. The tension of the metaphor consists 
of the dissimilarities between the tenor and the vehicle. In the above example, the ground begins to be elucidated from the 
third line: "They all have their exits and entrances”. In the play, Shakespeare continues this metaphor for another twenty 
lines beyond what is shown here - making it a good example of an extended metaphor. The corresponding terms to ’tenor’ 
and ’vehicle’ in George Lakoff’s terminology are target and source. In this nomenclature, metaphors are named using the 
convention ’’target IS source”, with the word ”is” always capitalized; in this notation, the metaphor discussed above would 
state that ’’humankind IS theater”. I’m not certain that the tenor-vehicle break down applies to metonym. To use the ex. 
given: ’’The pen is mightier than the sword.” ok, pen is a word used to clump a variety of actions/choices together, discourse, 
writing, toleration all non violent, not PHYSICALLY confrontational. Conversally the stage, is representational of the acting 
out of our lives. The stage’s attributes are borrowed, but the pen is not an actionary thing. No this sucks I’m so confused. A 
pen ’metaphor’ would be: "Jared’s voice scratched out the cry for free thought; an India ink filled pen idelibly scratching his 
ideology on the questioning, blank pages of the Echelon’s minds.”

Titel: ”Leto sees ’’The Shining” in new Mars video” 

Leto, who sings, plays guitar and writes the 30 Seconds to Mars songs, will soon release a video for his band’s 
new single, ’’The Kill,” based on Stanley Kubrick’s adaptation of the horror masterpiece ’’The Shining.” 

”lt’s a light homage,” Leto, 34, told Reuters on Monday during a phone interview en route to a performance in 
San Diego. ”1 wanted to show four guys facing their identity. The foundation of this nightmare of isolation, madness 
and fear was the starting point, but there are some more avenues explored." 

Filmed in Toronto, the video, a rough cut of which was provided to Reuters, shows the band spending some 
winter time in a deserted hotel and is peppered with references to Kubrick’s film. 

The band is seen skateboarding through meandering hallways and performing at a 1920’s period ballroom 
party. When a member fails to stay away from a forbidden room, he is seduced by a ghostly apparition. 

Eventually, the four musicians confront their alter egos as the video explores the idea of duplicity in a perhaps 
unintended parallel to Leto’s double career. 

’’I’m not as fascinated by these two singular elements, there are other things that I do as well, but there are a 
lot of interesting parallels you can make regarding self-discovery and identity,” he said.

The band’s fans have developed their own sub-culture, following the band from gig to gig, and showing up 
to concerts decked out in their 30 Seconds to Mars gear. 

JL: ”lt’s a beautiful thing to see people get so creative,” said Leto, "and we have this very interesting thing 
happening out here. It’s like a cross between Grateful Dead and David Bowie, but without the patchouli oil and 
transgender outfits.” 

JL: "This record is written from the point of view of someone on the crossroads of life, someone who has to 
make really intense changes in order to move forward as a human being," he said. "It’s really about going to war, 
going to war with yourself and ultimately winning the battle. 

There are all kinds of metaphorical and different narrative elements that are cohesive, there’s lots of conti¬ 
nuity throughout the album thematically. I used a lot of very strong, violent imagery to represent an internal 
struggle. So 'Attack' and 'The Kill' (are) about very violent, emotional situations." 

Leto said that he doesn’t struggle to balance his film and music careers — and he’s clear about his priorities. 


JL: ”lt’s more like I blocked out a time period to make a film than I blocked out a time to make the album,” 
he said. ’’There was a priority while we were doing it so that’s what was important to do. I don’t make that many 
films for the very reason I need time to finish the music.” 

The band’s tour began in early March and is scheduled to extend through the end of May. Performance 
footage from the tour will be used in the band’s upcoming DVD, which will also include plenty of backstage antics 
and extras according to Leto. ”lt’s going to be a very, very full DVD,” he added.

He gained so much weight for ’’Chapter 27,” doctors phoned him constantly, worried about his declining health. 
Leto’s tubbiness (which has since melted away in fasting sessions) changed him a lot, he reports. 

”lt changed how I walked dramatically, it changed how I spoke, how I felt about myself, how people treated 
me. I had to start taking a wheelchair to set, I got gout in my foot and my cholesterol was 360. Then they did an 
EKG, and my heartbeat had become slightly irregular.

I asked a writer from another site who has her university work in writing to explain the difference. I think her 
explanation is pretty good so with her permission I will send it along. 


A metaphor is not literal. It is ’’like" smomething 
and it not meant to be taken literally. "Hair 
cascaded in a black waterfall down Auron’s back.” 

That kind of thing. 

A metonym is something that is relational. The 
definition of one thing (or event) depends upon 
another. "The pen is mightier than the sword.” 

Obviously, also not literal. Still, the comparison is 
used to express something true. An IDEA can be 
stronger than FORCE. With metonym the expression 
hinges on the relationship (similar to metaphor) but 
it expresses something different. Metaphor almost 
always can be identified because you can insert ’’like” 
in the expression somewhere. With metonym you aren’t 
transfering the qualities of something to something 
else, the word stands IN PLACE of the idea. 

For the most part, the two things you asked about 
don’t really have anything directly to do with my 
religious studies degree but they DO have plenty to do 
with my undergrad in English. A _ A I’m not sure if 
the quote was a tag line or if you were wondering 
about the use of ’’Jesus, the Christ” given the way you 
phrased your question. In the case of ’’Jesus, the 
Christ” it is neither.

K2K: You started the band with your brother, Jared. 

SL: It’s been kind of happening all of our lives. I started by banging on pots and pans, and he started playing guitar 
at a very young age. It just kind of progressed throughout our lives. I remember sitting in my bedroom, I set up this 
kit in my room, and he had this Marshall amp and a guitar. It was 1996 or so. We were talking and decided that we 
wanted to share this performance with other people. So we brought in a bass player. In no time, we were playing 
outside L.A., in venues, under different names. We wouldn’t have the same name, we would pick random names, so 
no one would attach themselves to it. We just wanted to play in front of people. 

K2K: That’s how the Butthole Surfers started off. 

SL: Oh really? Then we wanted to make a CD. We looked for the right family to connect with. Virgin happened to be it. 

K2K: Who got that deal? 

SL: We both got it. 

K2K: Are you the younger brother? 

SL: It depends on what day? 

(laughter in the background)(someone comments "If you were a Hot Pocket...”, referring to the interview with 
and Matt) 

SL: That’s funny. I was just quoting that to someone earlier today. It’s so funny, because Tomo hadn’t done 
interviews at that time, and he answered it honestly. "Uh, I think I’d be mushroom...” 

K2K: Do you and Jared both make decisions on how everything is done with the band? 

SL: The first album, it was like that. That was the recording process. That was how we... how it was coming on 
throughout our lives. The second album, it wasn’t so much like that. There was a direction that we wanted to go 
towards, and the other guys complemented that direction. They had great input on this album, which we all wanted. 
We want a band. We want a rock band, we don’t want... We just want a band. Everyone contributed, and the sound 
is the way it is now because of everybody’s contribution. Getting the backgrounds and places we’ve traveled. 

K2K: What are some of the favorite places that you’ve played? 

SL: I love New York City. I love smaller towns in middle America. The energy is just sick, because that’s all they have. 
It’s “That Show,” you know. New York City was great. We sold out this place called The Avalon twice on a Thursday 
and Friday. That was cool. 

K2K: Any wild stories yet from the road? Or are you pretty straight forward? 

SL: Pretty straight forward. Uh... We can’t really say, really, (laughs) As far as craziest shows... no one was crazy, but 
we have some really dedicated fans. We have fans who travel from Japan, rent a car and follow the bus. We have

fans from Mexico who do that. Yeah, yeah. They come up. From Mexico City, there was a couple who came up. For 
me, since I’ve never done that... I’ve never followed anyone in a band. I’ve never even waited in line. So I don’t get 
it. So that’s kind of crazy. 

K2K: Oh we would if we could. We’ve been fans for about three years. 

SL: Really? Oh, thank you. 

K2K: I’ve liked you guys since the first album. 

SL: Well, the first album was Jared and I’s every experience that we’ve ever had through music, through life, through 
everything. Sonically and visually, we put into that album. This one we wanted to disregard that, and be more 
stripped down and less layered. We did all that. We always want to change and evolve. We disregarded that way of 
recording, and did this stripped down, raw, to the point, more personal type of deal. And I think we’ve succeeded in 
that. 

K2K: Everything I have heard so far has been awesome. 

SL: Thank you. 

K2K: The first album was so seasoned sounding, for a first release. The music and all, it sounded like you’ve 
been doing this forever. You had that sound nailed. 

SL: We love music. We’re true musicians. We love all forms of music. We grew up listening to all types of music, 
and we were subjected to different types of instruments, and it comes across. What also comes across, which was 
refreshing for that time in recording, was that we listened to groups like Yes, Pink Floyd... you’ve read all that stuff. 
We’ve listened to a lot of amazing groups. 

K2K: With the type of music you listen to, how old are you? 

SL: I’m 36. 

K2K: You just don’t hear people quote those bands anymore. It sucks that, while those bands were around in 
the 1970s, and only now do we have the technology to really do something with their styles. 

SL: They wouldn’t last these days. Not with what’s happening. 

K2K: But if progressive rock came in now, with all the technology... You guys are bringing that around. That’s 
amazing. 

SL: It’s definitely a great opportunity. 

K2K: Where did the name 30 Seconds To Mars come from? 

SL: It comes from an old, old book. The Aggress Apocraphyx. It’s a quote in the book. That’s where part of the 
name came from. Really it’s about exponential growth in technology. It’s about that in society we’re in this constant 
state of projection that everything is "Now, now, now, now.” It’s hard to retain any information with so many things 
coming at you. It’s really almost like we’re 30 seconds from Mars, conceptually speaking. There is a lot more than 
that entails. It’s big. It’s theatrical. It makes sense with the music, the way the name is and the music sounds. 

[The What...? *bends double, holds stomach, laughs guts out*] 

K2K: Are you or Jared into Sci-Fi at all, or is it more spiritual? 

SL: It is. Again, that goes through growing up the way we did. We didn’t grow up with a TV. We were really poor. We 
didn’t have the normal G.l. Joe dolls and such. We had music and exploring and stuff. With music, and the lack of 
information like TV and stuff, the normalcy that people had - for lack of a better word - we had to escape through 
music, through art, through painting, and stuff. That led itself to the way it sounds, and the way this whole 30 
Seconds To Mars is. It’s a huge art project, really. The fans are participating. They’re making their own clothes. They 
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get tattoos on their body parts. It’s really amazing. It makes sense because that’s where we come from. We grew up 
in communes and went to festivals and stuff like that, with our mom. It kind of makes sense when you look at it. I 
don’t think I’ve ever said this type of thing in an interview before. 

K2K: You appreciate art and creativity. Is anyone else in your family creative? 

SL: My mom. She’s into photography, graphic design, and music. 

K2K: What are your hopes? Where do you want to expand out to? What do you want to do? 

SL: I don’t know. I just want to keep doing what I’m doing right now. I want to keep evolving and changing and living 
in the moment. I just want to do that. I want to be able to keep spreading 30 Seconds To Mars like a fucking disease 
throughout the world. 

K2K: Are you involved in other arts like film or anything? 

SL: I’m a photographer. I do a lot of that. I just finished a rewrite on a TV show for cable. 

K2K: What was it like working with [producer] Bob Ezrin? 

SL: He recorded Pink Floyd “The Wall,” KISS "Destroyer,” The Bangles, and Peter Gabriel, who I’m a huge fan of. He 
was our first pick for our first album. He was the first fucking guy on our list. He called. He called and we met him. 
He wasn’t anything like I ever expected. He was this guy who was like, just a dress shirt, slacks... You think Pink Floyd 
“The Wall,” you think some spiritual guru. This guy wasn’t that. Bob Ezrin is a true genius. He’s an artist. He’s a 
musician. Just to the tilt. He has an amazing way of creating layers of sounds. 

K2K: Who did the new album? 

SL: Josh Abraham. He did “I’m A Robot” and a bunch of other people. He’s a friend. 

K2K: Do you think you’ll ever work with Bob Ezrin again? 

SL: You never know. 

K2K: Tell me about the Phoenix logo. 

SL: It represents a lot. It means rebirth. It means great power. It means struggle. 

K2K: How long have you personally been playing? 

SL: I’ve been playing drums ever since I was a kid, really. I took several years off to sort of figure things out. 

K2K: And did you figure them out? 

SL: You know, I’d never never know, because I don’t think you ever figure things out. I think it’s an ongoing process. I 
think the day you think you’ve figured something out, you’re in trouble. That’s what I think. 

K2K: It’s like the saying, that true knowledge is knowing that you know nothing at all. 

SL: There you go. 

K2K: Who are you influences in playing? 

SL: So many, (pauses to think) 

K2K: Any favorite drummers? 

SL: I like Steve Gadd. A studio guy. I like the Cure drummer. The main one, the longest one running. Even the first 
guy. All of them. I like their tribal... The Cure drummers. Stewart Copeland. Lars Ulrich? 

K2K: Really? 

SL: For the first two [Metallica] albums - "Kill ‘Em All” and "Ride The Lightning.” For what he did with that type of 
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music, it’s all good. What he did for that music was amazing. Very musical, man. Very musical. After those albums, 
I’m not sure. I stopped listening. But it’s very cool. 

K2K: Do you like [Yes drummer] Alan White? 

SL: I love Alan White. I have a bunch of influences. 

K2K: Mostly progressive, or jazz drummers? 

SL: I love jazz drummers. I love Sade’s drummer on "Smooth Operator” and "Love From Luck.” I think that’s the same 
guy. I like... Spyro Gyra had an amazing drummer. Weather Report. The album with the hat on it. I forget his name. 
Steely Dan. 

K2K: All that you’re naming here... Were these albums or songs that influenced you, or just the players? 

SL: The melodies. The songs. How it all fits. It all just moves. 

K2K: What kind of equipment do you use? Are you endorsed? 

SL: I’m endorsed by Sonar Drums. They’re a German company. Amazing drums. Sabian Cymbals I use. They’re great. 

K2K: So, knowing that you’re a photographer... How long have you been shooting? 

SL: I’ve been shooting since I was a kid. 

K2K: Professionally at all? 

SL: Professionally, I’ve been shooting for 10 years. 

K2K: What do you shoot? 

SL: I shoot medium format Hasselblad. I use... I have a digital SLR now. Nikon F4. I just got, for a present, a Yoshika 
instamatic. Yes. They’re cool. 

K2K: My personal favorites have always been the old classics. The Olympus OM-IO, and the Nikon FG-20.

K2K: Are you a film or digital guy? 

SL: Both. 

K2K: So you’re not a purist in any direction? 

SL: No. Whatever the emotion calls for. 

K2K: Have you been shown anywhere? Any galleries? 

SL: No. Not shown. I’ve been published, in several magazines. 

K2K: What’s your background in writing? 

SL: Writing? I’ve never written. This is the first thing I’ve written. The TV show. [*snorts hysterically*] 

K2K: What show is that, or can you not talk about it? 

SL: I can’t talk about it, yet. 

K2K: This isn’t something minor though, right? Like a regular show that will be seen? 

SL: It’s a one-hour drama for cable. It’s a little racy. It’s for like HBO [type of network], 

K2K: Is that something that your brother might be involved in? 
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SL: No. Just me. 


K2K: Have you done any acting yourself? Looking to do any? 

SL: No. You never know. [*throws hands in the air*] 

K2K: Are you hoping to do more writing as you go on? 

SL: Yeah! I want to keep writing. I love it. I got several other things that I’ve got going on that are exciting. 

K2K: Are you looking to do more scriptwriting then? 

SL: Right. Scriptwriting. 

K2K: Do you have any sort of discipline in your writing? 

SL: It’s funny. If I could be on a plane all the time... I always tell myself that I can write on a plane. Like a 5 hour plane 
ride, I'll be writing for 5 hours on that plane. If I’m in my room or somewhere, two or three hours. 

K2K: What do you use for writing? 

SL: Final Draft. 

K2K: Favorite authors? 

SL: Brett Elliott Easton. He did "American Psycho.” I read that way before the movie. Amazing. 

K2K: Favorite photographers? 

SL: Richard Avedon. Great. Amazing. I’ve learned a lot from [him]. 

K2K: What are the band’s musical or lyrical inspirations? 

SL: Jared writes all the lyrics. For music, inspiration from everything. For lyrics, life experiences. 

K2K: You have a unique style that takes you out there. 

SL: I think it’s whatever note I hear, an emotion happens and then I try to translate that emotion through the 
expression of a drum beat or another melody that counters that. It could be a lyric which can cause an emotion. It’s 
all emotional for me. It’s an emotional process. It’s a raw type of thing, that I kind of harness and put down. 

K2K: What’s your biggest drive in life? 

SL: (long pause) Biggest drive... Exploration. 

K2K: Introspectively, or outward? 

SL: Both. Heavily inside, and almost equal outside. 

K2K: Oh yeah, as a drummer, what do you think of Terry Bozzio? 

SL: He’s an artist. That guy’s... he’s a tripper. He’s in his own little existence in his room. He’s that guy that... he’s the 
kid that is very musically inclined, but who locked himself up in a room since he was a kid, all the way up until now. 
He never had a life really. It was drums, really. That’s what I believe. And with that, you can do some fantastical 
things. The discipline that that guy has is amazing. He’s on his own level. 

And with that, Shannon had to get ready for the show, and promptly disappeared until showtime.

K2K: So let’s see... neither one of you two is an original member. 

TM: I’m the only one who’s really "unoriginal,” in the sense that there was someone before me. But neither of us 
are... 

MW: The band was started by Jared and Shannon, the brothers. They got signed in 1998, and they were a band 
before that. I joined the band in 2001. 

TM: And I joined the band in 2003. 


K2K: What is the band name from? 

TM: That’s definitely a Jared question. The band name came from a fortune cookie, and then he found it in some 
other books. When he found a reference to the band name in another book, it was like some weird thing. It’s a long 
story and I don’t want to go into it. I do know it, but it’s so boring. Just enjoy the name. 


K2K: Is Mars a metaphor? 

TM: Totally a metaphor. It’s really a metaphor for the impending advancement of technology. 

MW: Mars also being the God of War definitely has... 

TM: It has more to do with the Greek version of the word Mars, meaning the God of War. It has nothing to do with 
space and time travel. 

MW: Yeah. So don’t bring little “My Favorite Martian” dolls to the shows, because we’re going to look at you like... 
TM: And then we’ll just throw them in the garbage. Yeah. 


K2K: What are the lyrics about? 

TM: The lyrics are about whatever you want them to be about. There is no story behind them. At least not one that 
we’ll ever tell. It’s out there really for your own interpretation. We’re not interested in telling you what he [Jared] 
was thinking about. 

MW: I don’t want to know what [Led Zeppelin’s] "Stairway To Heaven” is about. 

K2K: I don’t think even Robert [Plant] knows. 

MW: I have my version of it, of what it means to me, and that’s the most important thing. 

K2K: The reason I asked that is that... and why I asked the Sci-Fi reference question... is that it seemed to go into a 
direction... 

TM: If anything, this album "A Beautiful Lie” particularly, the lyrics mostly have to do with the struggle of one person 
- whomever that person may happen to be - and the choices that they have to make. It’s like you’re at the crossroads 
and you can go one way or the other way. There’s a right path and a not-so-right path. It’s more like about a guy 
who’s making a choice about the right path to go down. 

MW: It’s something that everyone can relate to. I think everybody comes to that point in their life where... 

TM: You have to choose. "What am I going to do?” That’s what this album is about. 

K2K: Suddenly it’s another "Stairway To Heaven” reference with the "two paths you can go” comments. 
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MW: If someone were to start playing "Stairway To Heaven” right now, it would be like serendipity. If there was a 
Guitar Center around here, I’m sure we’d hear it. 


K2K: I first saw the band on Jay Leno. 

TM: That was actually the last performance of the first guitarist. 
MW: The first performance of Tomo was on Craig Kilborne. 


K2K: Who writes the songs? 

TM: Jared does. 

K2K: Completely? 

TM: Well, when you think about what a song really is... A song is a lyric and a melody. They dictate whatever anyone 
else in the band can do. So he comes up with the lyrics and the melodies. He also comes up with the root progression 
of a song and an idea is formed and then we all come together... 

MW: Flush it out as a band. 

K2K: That’s the first honest answer I’ve heard from anybody. Most people say, "We all put in ideas, so it’s all our 
song.” 

MW: That gets down to semantics, and this isn’t an ego trip. 

TM: If the singer has a great melody, the melody is going to... That’s what shuts down the walls. Now this is where 
we are. There are only so many things that you can do to play underneath that melody. Jared comes up with some 
great melodies, so why fuck with that. When you have a singer in the band, you let the singer sing. Like, I’m not 
a shredder... well, I used to be., this is not a guitar band. This is a band about songs, and Jared writes songs. You 
support the vocalist. When you have a vocalist in your band... When you have Robert Plant in your band, you support 
that fucking vocalist. 

MW: You don’t shred over his vocal lines. 

TM: When people listen to music, they listen to the singer. When a kid listens to a song, the first thing they hear 
are the lyrics. Most people. I’m not like that. I listen to the music. I don’t necessarily listen to the lyrics until much 
later. But most people, they connect with what the person is saying. At the lowest common denominator. Maybe 
super-hardcore music fans are different, but the majority of people connect with the lyrics. 


K2K: What about your band’s Phoenix logo? 

TM: That’s all Jared. He’s obsessed with Greek mythology. All that stuff is part of his mindset. 


K2K: Jared doesn’t know how to play guitar? 

TM: Hardly. Hardly. He knows how to play his style, but from a traditional approach, not at all. 

K2K: Are you serious? 

TM: Not at all. But he is willing to put the time into finding that melody. Practicing... the only advantage that that 
has is, if you hear that melody in your head, you’ll extract it faster. If you don’t hear a melody, and you don’t hear 
music, you can practice 20 hours per day, you’re still just going to be a mechanical guitar player. So practicing, I like 
to do it because I enjoy practicing. I like doing it. I like getting better at the guitar, and it helps with whatever I hear 
in my head, I can find it quicker. It gives you more time to refine what you play instead of trying to just find it. 


K2K: So for the last part of the interview, I’m going to start with Matt and then Tomo covering your personal 
lives. Matt, you apparently used to work in a slaughterhouse. 

MW: Yes. 

K2K: (...) So, are you vegetarian? 
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MW: No, I’m not vegetarian. 

(At this point, Matt gets really quiet and stares off into the far distance.) 

K2K: OK, you’re pondering, wondering about the answer... 

MW: I can’t. I can’t do it anymore. 

K2K: What? 

MW: I can’t do it anymore. That’s bullshit, (starts smiling) I’ve never worked in a slaughterhouse. 

TM: This is a story that we started... 

MW: This started probably four years ago. I’m so sorry. It’s... I can’t do this anymore. Rest assured that if I ever 
worked in a slaughterhouse, I would most likely NEVER eat meat again. 

(everyone laughs) 

MW: Never, ever again. 

K2K: I got the idea that your label’s publicity agent is convinced that you did indeed work in a slaughterhouse. 

MW: Everyone is. 

TM: Everyone is. I actually didn’t believe it at first, but then I said, "Did you really?” 

MW: Now granted, I’ve worked some shitty jobs, but NEVER worked at a slaughterhouse. No, I never did. I came 
clean. 

K2K: Reasons to hate the press... I have forced you into honesty. 

MW: I consider myself a fairly honest person. That’s just one that I can’t keep up anymore. 

TM: I agree. 

MW: My days of being a pathological liar are over. It started as... I think we were doing an interview and it was really 
just going nowhere. 

K2K: Like this one... Nothing much to talk about. 

MW: No, no. This is one of the most engaging interviews we’ve ever done. It was just one of those things were it was 
just going nowhere. They gave ridiculous questions, so we gave ridiculous answers. 

TM: We do that. If you don’t do your homework, and you ask one of those stupid questions like, "What’s your 
favorite muffin?”, I’m going to give you a stupid fucking answer. 

MW: "Bass player... If you could be a Hot Pocket, which Hot Pocket would you be?” 

K2K: You have got to be kidding? 

TM: No. Not kidding. And my dumb ass, I’m like, "Well, I guess I’d be a mushroom.” 

MW: "I’m a ham and mustard and...” 

TM: And then I thought, just realizing, "Wait a minute. I’m actually taking this question seriously.” 

K2K: This interviewer thought they were asking an artsy question and it was really just wrong.

The scene is taken directly from Stephen King’s novel. In one of the novel’s scenes set in the 1920’s party, Jack is 
dancing with a beautiful woman. He notices that at one table, there is a young man behaving like a pet dog for the 
amusement of others, including a tall, bald man. 

The bald man is Horace Derwent, a Howard Hughes-like figure who poured millions into restoring the Overlook Hotel 
in the 1920's. (Jack has learned this by reading a mysterious scrapbook earlier in the novel.) The younger man has a 
romantic crush on the bisexual Derwent, and Derwent has said that ’maybe’, if the man dresses like a nice doggy, 
and acts like a nice doggy, he 'may' be willing to sleep with him. 

Later on, in the novel, as Wendy is warily navigating the corridors of the Overlook, she begins to see the visions of the 
1920's party. And at one point, peering around a corner, she sees the two men on a bed, one in a doggy costume. 
The two men are Derwent and his extremely dependent lover.

to Spain, first the 4 letters from the Iberian alphabet in the CD booklet, and now the Hesperides * . There are 
many locations for the Garden of the Hesperides: Atlas mountains, Canary Islands, Andalucia, ... Why the different 
locations? because of the phases of Greek colonies expansion in the Mediterranean Sea. At first, Hesperia is located 
nearby to Greece (Arcadia, etc), but as they reach the Iberian peninsula, they need to move the myth beyond their 
known world: beyond the Pillars of Hercules, ie. Atlantic coast of Andalucia (Tartessos) or Canary Islands. 

The 3 Hesperides were assigned by the Goddess Hera to guard the golden apples which she had been given 
on her wedding to Zeus by Gaia (Zeus’ mother). Hesiod (8th century BC) in his Theogony wrote about the legendary 
Garden of Hesperides: "The Hesperides, who across the fabulous stream of Okeanos keep the golden apples and the 
fruit-bearing orchards.” 

(across the fabulous stream of Okeanos = beyond the Columns of Hercules, the Strait of Gibraltar. Andalucia, 
Canary Islands??) 

The theft of the apples is well known as one of the Heracles’ Twelve Labors. Atlas had to hold up the sky be¬ 
yond the Columns of Hercules (the Strait of Gibraltar). Atlas had three daughters, the Hesperides: Egle, Eritia and 
Aretusa. The three lived in the most westernly land of the world, some wonderful islands in the Atlantic Ocean, a 
Garden of Eden where weather was always mild and where golden apples grew on the trees. Goddess Gaia (Mother 
Earth) made sprout those apples as a wedding gift to the king and queen of the gods, Zeus and Hera. The Hesperides 
cultivate the Garden, but a fierce dragon looked after it. It was called Ladon, and it had hundred flame-spewing heads. 

And the watch dragon connects again the garden with Canary Islands (drago trees): 

Concerning Ladon, the watch-dragon killed by Atlas... it lives on in their children, the dragon-trees. According 
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to the legend, the blood flowing from the dragon’s wounds fell all over the Garden of Hesperides. A dragon tree 
sprouted from each blood drop. Dragon trees -dracaena drago- have massive trunks from which raise a bunch 
of twisted branches, Ladon’s hundred heads. When a piece of bark or a branch are broken, the tree ’’bleed" a 
dark-red sap called "dragon-tree blood”, which can be used with medical purposes. Dragon trees grow slowly, but 
they can live for several centuries. The drago tree is a living fossil, there is a specimen at Icod (Canary Islands, 
Spain) which is called the "Thousand-year old Dragon Tree". The Guanches (Canarian natives) revered the places 
where these trees grew as specially meaningful and full of energies. Today, several superstitions of the Canarian 
folklore are still refered to a dragon tree, growing lonely at the edge of a crag or a cliff. When you approache to 
Tenerife you can see the misty form of the Teide volcan floating over the clouds many miles before arriving at the 
islands. When we imagine how it looked when the volcano has been in eruption, we shall understand how the leg¬ 
end was born of a fierce fire-spewing dragon who watched over a wonderful Garden where the Golden Apples grew... 

This tree has between 800 to 1,000 years old and stands at a height of 16 meters . It is the oldest dragon 
tree known. Its curious form which resembles a giant mushroom shape and its strange resin which turns blood red 
on contact with air (Dragon’s blood, used in ancient Roman and medieval magic and alchemy, then believed by the 
users to be the dried blood of dragons). The Guache people did use the resin for embalming purposes. 

See too Drago constellation, Hesperides form the wing...”

The Hesperides myth has ideas in common with other creation myths like the Flood story 
(Bible/Enoch/Titans/Nephalim) and the Garden of Eden story (Tree of Knowledge/Tree of Life, dragon/serpent 
guardian, forbidden fruit,...). 
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According to different accounts, there were either three, four, or seven Hesperides, but they are usually numbered 
three, like the other Greek triads (the Three Graces, the Moirae). Stealing the apples (supposedly three) from the 
garden was Heracles’ eleventh labor. The dragon or monster sent to the garden by Hera to guard the apples had a 
hunderd heads (cfr. Argus Panoptes). 


Ursa Minor was not considered a separate constellation until the 6 th c BC. Before, it was considered to be seven sisters, 
specifically, the Hesperides, who also formed the wing of the constellation Draco.

Herrick used to be reputed for his “bawdy style, referring frequently to lovemaking and the female body”. Nowadays, 
literary scolars hail ‘Hesperides’ as a deeply politicized work. Also being studied are "the gendered dynamics of power 
at work in Herrick’s amatory verse”. Women in Herrick’s poetry are usually resistant to marriage. In ‘Noble Numbers’ 
these women form autonomous groups, performing communal rituals, in response to men’s religious, political, and 
domestic failures. Herrick was a critical observer of the turbulent times he lived in, he was no social activist though. 


Maybe it seems a bit farfetched to link Jared’s ‘Hesperides’ to Herrick’s poetry, but just recall his use of Goliardic poetry 
(Carmina Burana) + the lyrics for ‘Buddha for Mary’...

I’m reading the message boards (it’s been a while ...) and I want to put this here (without further comment for now) 
because if I make a post-it note I’ll just lose it (*lol*).

Okay, so we all know that left is generally considered bad and right is generally considered good or 
honest. This is apparent in the dual meaning of the word left, in the etymology of words such as sinister, 
which in Latin means both left and unlucky. As a result, the left hand has often been used as a symbol 
for the rejection of traditional religion. 

But when you look at other meanings such as those in Tantra, you find that it might not be so 
specific. Tantra is divided into two different paths: dakshinachara and vamachara, translated as 
Right-Hand Path and Left-Hand Path. Dakshinachara consists of traditional practices such as asceticism 
and meditation, while vamachara also includes ritual practices that go against the grain of mainstream 
Hinduism and Buddhism, including sexual rituals, consumption of alcohol, and so forth. The two paths 
are viewed as equally valid approaches to enlightenment; vamachara, however, is considered to be the 
faster and more dangerous of the two, not suitable for all practitioners. 

So basically taking the Left-Hand Path is a dangerous but quick way to reach enlightenment. Very 
few will succeed if they try it, so it isn’t recommended...but can you see how that might apply? If we 
equate the Left-Hand Path to the Echelon and the Right-Hand Path to all others, we see that there is 
a correlation to levels of risk and dedication to the Path...and taking the more perilous path will either 
lead to ultimate failure or ultimate reward...which is also interesting.”

”De Architectura” compiling a lot of Greek thought on the matter. This is about a hundred years before Hadrian’s time. 
Centuries later, during the Renaissance, Vitruvius’ book was still a powerful influence on artists and architects. 

. In the 2 nd c AD, Hadrian decided to build the [14]Pantheon, replacing an older structure built by Agrippa in 27 BC.

Leto’s Mission to Mars blasts off again

NEW YORK (Billboard) - With Jared Leto as its frontman, it was easy to dismiss 30 Seconds to Mars as just an¬ 
other actor’s vanity project - until a new single, a new video and a new confidence in the band’s legitimacy 
resurrected its sophomore album, ”A Beautiful Lie.” 

Released in August 2005, the album had mild success but faded quickly after its first single, ’’Attack,” received 
a lukewarm response on rock radio. 

”1 was very aware that I was walking a landscape littered with the bodies of fallen failures of people who have 
tried to walk in this place and really didn’t have that much of a right in creative terms, if you want to be brutal about 
it,” Leto says. 

With a regime change at the band’s label, Virgin, 30 Seconds’ moderate achievement put the act in a seem¬ 
ingly precarious situation. But as Virgin COO and general manager Lee Trink says, the label saw tremendous 
unrealized potential in the group. 

”lt was a matter of pure belief in the band. We felt there was a way to resurrect (the album) and break this 
artist, and we set out on a quest to do it,” Trink says. 

For the mission, Virgin called upon the Echelon, the dedicated 30 Seconds to Mars fan base, which had es¬ 
tablished an Internet community ready and willing to spread the word. 

"When you have this army it can move mountains. The idea is to get them all pushing on the same door,” 
Trink says. 

scoff* Virgin called on the Echelon???? Ummm, no. 30STM called on the Echelon. Wonder if Trink had Echelon 
written on his hand so he wouldn’t use the wrong term during the interview. 

Strangely enough, it was ’’The Kill (Bury Me),” the second single heavily plugged through the Echelon, that 
raised the album from the dead. 

At tastemaker alternative rock station WNNX (99X) Atlanta, the single garnered a tremendous response, which 
encouraged other markets to take the band seriously. The track is No. 4 on Billboard’s Modern Rock chart this week. 

’’The Kill” was bolstered by a video redolent of ’’The Shining,” which is in high rotation on MTV2. Trink calls 
the video, released in May, a ’’lightning rod” to the album’s resurgence. 

Almost a year after its initial release, the album is starting to see the success and recognition that the band 
and Virgin had hoped for since the beginning. After falling off the Billboard 200, the album re-entered the chart 
several weeks ago and is No. 48 this week. With sales of 244,000, ”A Beautiful Lie” already has sold double that of 
the band’s self-titled 2001 debut. 
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But how many unique sales is that? And how many are dedicated fans with a drawer full of ABL cds? 

”lt’s basically like it’s coming out this August," Leto says. "When people get rededicated it’s like a whole new 
love affair.” 

During eight months of nonstop touring, opening for such acts as Audioslave and appearing on the Warped 
tour and at Lollapalooza, Leto says the band could feel the tide turn. 

Oh, just skip mentioning FNND. 

”ln our way, we’ve gone to the moon and all the nonbelievers are welcome to join us.” 

Sounds like the quote was taken out of context. Jared doesn’t use the "space” terminology.

It’s St. Francis of Assisi. (With thanks to [7]30secsfan4life in the above mentioned mb thread!) 

Representation and iconography of St. Francis: 
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”He is always shown wearing the homespun robe of the Franciscans, tied round his waist with the three-knotted 
cord, which evokes the three vows of poverty, chastity and obedience (Zurburan, 1645, Musee des Beaux Arts, Lyon). 
He is identifiable by the stigmata on his hands and feet as well as his chest wound, often visible through a gash in 
his habit. Artists occasionally show rays of light emanating from his wounds to stress their Christ-like nature." (From: 
[8]The Life of St. Francis and his Representation in Art) 

The screencaps I made aren’t clear enough to see if the stigmata are represented, but you can clearly see the 
robe with the three-knotted cord. Compare this screencap with another representation of St. Francis (s[9]ource): 




On St. Francis’ life: 


"Francis was born in Assisi in 1182, the son of the wealthy cloth merchant Piero Bernadone. Though he was 
baptized Giovanni, or John, he was called Francesco due to his particular love of the French language and courtly 
culture. During the battles to create a republic of Assisi, Francis was held captive in Perugia between 1202 and 1203. 
While imprisoned, he suffered a severe illness and this brought about an inner change which led him to resolve 
deliberately to renounce his inheritance from his father and embrace a life of poverty. 
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In 1206, in the small ruined church of San Damiano outside Assisi, St Francis heard a call from God. The crucified 
Christ spoke to him in prayer and required him to rebuild his ruined house. Thereupon, Francis sold his father’s bales 
of cloth and used the money to rebuild the chapels of San Damiano, San Pietro della Spina and Portiuncula. Between 
1207 and 1209, he lived the life of a hermit in the Portiuncula, a small chapel outside the gates of medieval Assisi. 
The Carthusian community developed into the order of the Minorites, or First Order of Franciscans. Today the church 
of Santa Maria degli Angeli, built around the Portiuncula by Pope Pius V (1566-1572), is still a popular destination for 
numerous pilgrims. 


In 1209, Pope Innocent III was prompted by a dream to verbally confirm the rule of the Minorites: St Francis had 
appeared to him, and had prevented the imminent collapse of the Lateran church. The written confirmation of the 
rule was made by his successor, Pope Honorius III, in 1223. 


Between 1213 and 1215, Francis lived as an itinerant preacher in southern France. As such he became so popular that 
he was nicknamed "God’s troubadour and minnesinger" [!!!]. In 1219 St Francis went to undertake missionary work 
in the Near East, where he survived the sultan of Egypt’s trial by fire [?!]. In order to prove the true faith, he walked 
through fire before the eyes of the sultan and his Muslim priests. During the following year, St Francis returned to his 
native land. There, due to the dissension amongst his friars as to the interpretation of the order’s rule, he resigned as 
superior and in 1221 founded the so-called Third Order of Franciscans (Tertiaries) for lay brothers, as well as the Order 
of the Poor Ladies (Poor Clares), the Second Order, in 1222. The latter are named after St Clare of Assisi (1193/94- 
1253), who left her parents’ home and was made a nun by St Francis. 


In 1222 St. Francis went to live in the seclusion of the Tuscan monastery of Alverna (La Verna), where in 1224 he 
received the stigmata, the wounds of Christ, which he concealed during the rest of his life and which were only 
revealed on his death bed. After receiving the stigmata, numerous miracles and healings followed. In 1226 St Francis 
died and was buried in his native city. Immediately after he was canonized in 1228, work started on the building of 
the church of San Francesco above his grave.” (From: [12]The Life on St. Francis and his Representation in Art) 
Stigmata: ’’Stigmata are bodily marks, sores, or sensations of pain in locations corresponding to the [13]crucifixion 
wounds of [14]Jesus Christ. An individual bearing stigmata is referred to as a stigmatic. (...) Stigmata are primarily 
associated with the [15]Roman Catholic faith. 


Reported cases of stigmata take various forms. Many show some or all of the five [16]Holy Wounds that were, 
according to the [17]Bible, inflicted on Jesus during his crucifixion: wounds in the hands and feet, from nails, and in 
the side, from a [18]lance. Some stigmatics display wounds to the forehead similar to those caused by the [19]crown 
of thorns. Other reported forms include tears of blood or sweating blood, wounds to the back as from [20]scourging, 
or wounds to the shoulder as from bearing the cross.” ([21]Wikipedia)

I’m going to expand on the idea I launched in my previous post about the decapitated statue in the video for ’The 
Struggle’. (As always: this is the result of a collaborative effort.)

The statue is most probably of St. Francis of Assisi. [3]Wikipedia: ’’Saint Francis of Assisi ( 1182 - 3 October 1226) 
founded the Franciscan Order or ’’Friars Minor”. Fie is the patron saint of animals, merchants, Italy, Catholic action, 
and the environment.” 

(A detail from his biography: ”ln 1219 Francis helped the crusaders to capture Damietta”. This could be a link 
with that [4]Templar cross in the video. Also: there is that pic of [5]Jared with the Koran...) 

Stigmata: ’’While he was praying on the mountain of Verna, together with his close friend Thomas, Francis re¬ 
ceived the [6]Stigmata on 17 September 1223. Suddenly he saw a vision of an angel on a cross. This angel bore holes 
into St. Francis’s feet, hands, and chest. This is the first account of Stigmata in history. Flowever, no one knew about 
this occurrence until after his death, when Thomas told a crowd of Franciscans that he had witnessed this account. 

Suffering from these Stigmata and from an eye disease (...) [Francis] died on the evening of 3 October 1226.” 

An account on how Francis received the stigmata ([7]source) by his contemporary [8]Bonaventure: he had a 
vision in which the crucified Christ appeared to him in the form of a seraph. 

(Seraph? Jared’s thankword on ABL? The Seraphim, The Nephalim, The Echelon...) 

Eye disease? 
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This is another screen cap from the video (see my previous post). It’s Jared: the footage is from 'Panic Room’ (BTW 
you can see him and his dread locks in that video as well) or they filmed it when Jared was wearing his make-up for a 
scene in that movie. 

The blood on his face could also refer to stigmata. [10]Wiki: ’’Stigmata are bodily marks, sores, or sensations 
of pain in locations corresponding to the crucifixion wounds of Jesus Christ.” Usually, stigmata appear in the form of 
wounds to hands, feet and the side, sometimes to the forehead e.a. 


Stigmata are primarily associated with the Roman Catholic faith. We know however that Jared is ’’building his 
own religion": he borrows from religious sytems, mythology, different cultures and their iconography, and makes his 
own soup with it. So what could ”his” stigmata be referring to?

That’s one of Jared’s dogs ([12]Mark Seliger photo shoot, that dog is stunning!!):

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It’s supposed to be a half wolf/half dog. Jared and a wolf, biting his right wrist, at the exact location of his (red) glyph... 

In his autograph Jared uses the rune Tyr ([14]post). That rune has the form of an [15]arrow -> the 30STM ar¬ 
row. Tyr is a Norse god often equated with the Roman god Mars. There is a legend concerning Tyr and a wolf: the 
legend of the Fenris wolf. 

’’This supernatural wolf, offspring of the trickster-god Loki, was brought to Asgard, the abode of the Norse 
gods and goddesses, as a pup. But even then, it was so fearsome that only Tyr had the courage to approach it 
closely enough to feed it. But soon the wolf grew so large that it began to threaten the cosmic order. So the 
gods decided to bind the wolf and cast it into the underworld. They tried to fool the wolf by pretending that the 
binding was a game to test its strength. But the wolf was aware of what was happening, and was aware, too, that 
no ordinary bonds could tie him. In the first two attempts, the bonds were so weak that the mighty wolf was 
able to break them easily. Then the gods ordered a third, magical bond called Gleipnir, which was fashioned for 
them by the Dark Elves from six magically paradoxical or difficult-to-obtain things: the noise a cat makes when 
it moves; the beard of a woman; the roots of a mountain; the sinews of a bear; the breath of a fish; and the 
spittle of a bird. Armed with Gleipnir, the gods took the wolf to an island called Lyngvi to test him. On its third 
binding, Tyr assured the wolf that it would be released after the test. But the wolf, fearing trickery, demanded 
that one of the gods should put his right hand in his mouth as a sign of good faith, that, should the fetter prove 
unbreakable, then they would remove it from the wolf. Only Tyr was brave enough to put his hand between the 
wolf’s jaws. The wolf was bound, and when it was clear that the Aesir would not free the wolf, Fenris bit off 
Tyr’s right hand at the wrist, a place that became known, in the Northern Tradition as the "wolf-joint”. By sacrific¬ 
ing his hand, Tyr saved the gods from destruction by the otherwise invincible supernatural wolf.” (earlier GQ [16]post) 

’’The rune Tyr symbolizes the valor and bravery required to be a spiritual warrior, the necessary willingness to 
sacrifice one’s most treasured possessions in order to restore balance.” Tyr sacrificed his hand so that the powers of 
evil in this world may be bound. ”Tyr is the rune of the will, of single-minded motivation, the devote support to the 
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cause. It is the power to continue in the face of difficulties.” Provehito in altum. ’’But there can be no succes without 
some form of loss.” (N. PENNICK, The Haindl Rune Oracle, 1998, p.112-117.) 

Curiously, this Norse myth is mirrored in a legend concerning St. Francis where the saint frees the people of 
the city of Gubbio from a terrifying and ferocious wolf: look [17]here. 


So maybe the first glyph could be seen as a stigmatum referring to Tyr’s wound? Now look at this: 
[18] 



That’s a pic from Lollapalooza ([19]credits). Jared’s covering up his tattoo, his "wound”, exactly like St. Francis did: 
”(...) be it known, that after the true love of Christ had perfectly transformed St Francis into God, and into the true 
image of Christ crucified, that angelical man, (...) came down from the mount (...). And the fame of his sanctity being 
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already spread abroad through the country by the shepherds who had seen Mount Alvernia on fire, and who took it 
to be a token of some great miracle wrought by God on his person, no sooner had he descended from the mountain 
than all the people of the country through which he passed, men and women, great and small, pressed round him, 
eagerly desiring to touch and kiss his hands; and though he could not altogether repress their devotion, yet, in order 
to conceal the sacred, holy stigmata, he wrapped bandages round his hands, and covered them with his sleeves, 
giving them only the fingers to kiss. ([20]source)

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They’ve all been wearing those scarves (sometimes black, sometimes white) repeatedly during concerts over the past 
months. This is one possible explanation I’m offering you: with those scarves they are covering up their ’’wounds’’, 
their stigmata, refering to the personal sacrifice Tyr made, like they themselves had to make sacrifices to get to where 
they are today. 

Maybe they were already expressing that idea in ’The Struggle’? Look at the little bandage (I think it’s Shan¬ 
non’s hand):

IMAGE: WE WANT TO KNOW EXACTLY WHAT YOU GUYS DID LAST NIGHT. DETAILS PLEASE? 

Tomo Milicevic: In detail? ^UNCLEAR* a book called Hammer of the Gods, it’s a biography about the band Led 
Zeppelin and all their disgusting things that they did. Read that book and that will be a detailed description of my 
night last night. 

IMAGE: VERY INTERESTING. WHAT INSTRUMENT DO YOU PLAY IN THE BAND? 

T: I play the guitar and the keyboards. 

IMAGE: THAT EXPLAINS IT ALL. 

T: Does it? 

IMAGE: I HEARD ABOUT THE GUITAR PLAYERS.

There were two other members that had input and wanted to be involved in the creative process which was not an 
easy thing to insert yourself into. I mean you’re talking about; you know, try and add ideas to a creative project that 
had been happening for the last 15 years. They’ve been writing music together since they were little kids so they 
have a very tight knit way that they do things. So we’re very lucky to be included in the creative process.

’’Forget the eyeliner — more importantly, what’s with my hat?’’ the singer asked backstage at Saturday’s KROQ Inland 
Invasion, drawing attention to his black fedora. "I stole this from the guy in the Backstreet Boys, you know the one.” 


Yes, and A.J. would like that returned, please. 


In all seriousness, 30 Seconds to Mars are more interested in adding accessories to their live show, and with every 
additional 50,000 or so albums sold, more budget is going to their tour. 


’’What changes [with success] is you can bring a few more lights, you can start investing in some of the ideas you’ve 
always had for production elements and you can present a show that’s not just four guys in jeans and T-shirts staring 
at their Chuck Taylors, which you can find at any given night at any bar across the country,” Leto said. ’’That’s fun for 
what it is, but we’re looking for something slightly different.” 


Visuals are enormously important to 30 Seconds to Mars, who took the stage at Inland Invasion in white ninja costumes 
and china-doll masks (see 

[2] ’’Guns N’ Roses Take On Aguilera, Chester Bennington Joins Alice In Chains At Inland Invasion” 

). Visuals will come into play again when they unveil the follow-up single to ’’The Kill,” which they revealed to MTV 
News will be ’’From Yesterday.” 


’’There’s a lot of thought that goes into making the decision on the appropriate single,” Leto said. ’’We’re very proud 
of [A Beautiful Lie] as a whole, so for me I don’t break it up into singles. I think of a record as a collective unit, and 
each song is like a chapter in a book.

Although the band has already toured behind ’A Beautiful Lie’ for 16 months, Leto’s looking forward to going right 
back on the road. 


”lt’s pretty incredible to see what’s happening to 30 Seconds to Mars,” he said of their slow-building success. ’’This 
has got to be one of the most exciting times of our lives, creatively and professionally. Someone explained to me 
recently that most of the people who have our album have bought it in the past four or five months. That’s kinda 
cool, thinking that the record is still so brand-new. Fortunately, when we’re touring and playing, a lot of the songs 
still feel very exciting and fresh, and we’re investigating new ideas and how to present the songs in different ways.”

A little while ago, I made [l]a post about the band’s performance of ’The Kill’ during the Fuse Chainsaw Awards. The 
band had asked echelon members to dress up in a Franciscan habit and be a part of the performance. There was 
also a boys choir performing and I was thinking that this could relate to ’[2]The Last Temptation of Christ’, since Jared 
once called it ’’one of the most amazing albums he’s ever heard”. 

Now ’Suntzu’ (formerly ’tada’) had a closer look at that Wiki page for ’The Last Temptation...’ and pointed out 
to me that the author of the original novel, [3]Nikos Kazantzakis, also published a work about St. Francis. I can’t 
remember Jared ever bringing up this author or his other works but we all know he reads a lot, yes? (Or else we’ve 
found another quester travelling the same path as so many of us A _ A .) 

This author is best known for his novel ’Zorba the Greek’, he also wrote one about Alexander The Great. ’’Since 
his youth, Kazantzakis was spiritually restless. Tortured by metaphysical and existential concerns, he sought relief 
in knowledge, in travelling, in contact with a diverse set of people, in every kind of experience. The influence of 
[4]Friedrich Nietzsche on his work is evident, especially in his atheism and sympathy for the [5]superman (Obermen- 
sch) concept. However, religious concerns also haunted him.” 

Himself, he considered his most important work to be his huge epic poem ’[6]The Odyssey: A Modern Sequel’. 

Short content: ’’Kazantzakis’ Odyssey 
begins when [9]Odysseus (Ulysses) returns to [10]lthaca and decides to undertake new adventures after he soon 
becomes unsatisfied with his quiet family life. First he travels to [ll]Sparta to abduct [12]Helen, the wife of the 
king of Sparta [13]Menelaus, whose abduction by [14]Paris had led to the [15]Trojan war. He goes to [16]Crete 
where a conspiracy dethrones the king. There he abandons Helen and continues to [17]Egypt where again a workers’ 
uprising takes place. He leaves again on a journey up the Nile eventually stopping at the lake-source. Upon arrival 
his companions set up camp and he climbs the mountain in order to concentrate on his ’god’. Upon his return to the 
lake he sets up his city based on the commandments of his religion. The city is soon destroyed by an earthquake. 
Odysseus laments his failure to understand the true meaning of god with the sacrifice of his companions. His life 
transforms into that of an [18]ascetic’s life. Odysseus meets Motherth (an incarnation of [19]Buddha), Kapetan Enas 
(English: Captain Sole), alias [20]Don Quixote and an African village fisherman, alias [21]Christ. He travels further 
south in Africa while constantly spreading his religion and fighting the advances of death. Eventually he travels to 

[22] Antarctica and lives with villagers for a year until an iceberg kills him. His death is glorious as it marks his rebirth 
and unification with the world.” 

Buddha, Christ and euh...Moby Dick? (*snorts*) 

[23] A 1958 review from TIME Magazine: ’’Kazantzakis takes his hero far beyond the pagan world that Homer’s 
knew. He confronts him with characters reminiscent of Buddha, Christ, Faust and Don Quixote so that Odysseus 
can try his own view of God and man against theirs. He agrees with none of them, thus underscoring Kazantzakis’ 
belief that each man must make his own spiritual odyssey; no one else can make it for him, no ready-made belief can 
serve for each individual. The search is one for freedom—freedom from the demands of Odysseus’ heart and mind. 
Kazantzakis seems to say: not until Odysseus is delivered from doubt, fear and even hope can he reach anything 
close to serenity. That he is never delivered does not matter; God may even be the search for God.” 


’’Each man must make his own spiritual odyssey”: doesn’t this sound exactly like how all of us, Argus Apoc- 
raphex questers, are feeling A _ A ? 
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BTW, when is that ’Odyssey’ DVD the band promised us due...?

The greatest number erected in any one place was in Heliopolis, 
but eventually almost every temple entrance was flanked by a pair of them. Down each of the four faces, in most 
cases, ran a line of deeply incised hieroglyphs and representations, setting forth the names and titles of the Pharaoh.

AP: At what point did you come into the band? 

MW: 2001. Just when the started touring—right when they finished the first record, that’s when I joined the band. 


AP: Are you going to be recording a new album anytime soon? 

MW: No. This still feels in a lot of ways like a new record to us. It’s kind of gotten a rebirth. It’s already been out for 
over a year, but it’s gotten a rebirth. So, we’re going to continue to tour on this record, we’re going to do Taste of 
Chaos in the winter with The Used, and maybe go to Japan, some Europe dates. 

AP: How did that rebirth that you were talking about come about? 

MW: I think it started with the video for "The Kill.” Again, with “From Yesterday,” those videos kind of catapulted the 
record into a new genre, a new audience that opened up a lot of doors for us. 


AP: What inspired that video [’FY’j? 

MW: That was kind of Jared’s brainchild. He had this idea six months ago that he wanted to film the new video in 
China. He said, "We’re going to shoot it in China” and everyone said he was crazy, [laughs] Six months later, we were 
on a plane to China. He had this great vision and followed through and wouldn’t take no for an answer. 


AP: Are there any plans for another single after "From Yesterday”? 

MW: I don’t know. We’re not really thinking that far ahead. We’ll let the record label do that; it’s not our job. 

AP: Last spring there were rumors that 30 Seconds to Mars might take some sort of hiatus, but obviously that 
hasn’t transpired. What was that all about? 

MW: A hiatus? I’ve never heard that. We’ve never had any plans of taking a hiatus. We’re going to keep doing this 
as long as people are going to keep letting us do it. 


AP: You guys headlined MTV’s $2 Bill Tour this year. What sort of experience was that? 

MW: It was great. It was an environmentally sound tour, which is something that we need to move towards as musi¬ 
cians. Touring is a dirty business; we leave a lot of mess behind, and we teamed up with MTV2 Breaking the Addiction 
and Jared and Shannon put together this thing called Environmentor which is illustrating ways—alternatives—to kind 
of clean up some of the mess we leave behind. We fueled the bus with vegetable oil. It’s the little things—it’s a little 
more work, but I think it’s necessary.

’’Were you just in there during sound check?’’ 30 Seconds To Mars vocalist-guitarist Jared Leto asks, folding himself 
into a couch backstage at the Kool Haus. ’’I don’t know if you were, but right before we played ’From Yesterday,’ I 
stopped everyone and started playing a little melody. 

’’That’s a new song. I just made it up on the spot.” 

Stretching his tan slippered feet across a grainy coffee table, Leto - the actor, who formed 30 Seconds To Mars in 
the late ’90s with his brother Shannon - likes being able to pinpoint those moments when he’s afflicted by bursts of 
creative energy. 

”Our music lives and breathes on its own accord,” he says. ’’Some were written on a balcony overlooking the ocean 
in Africa on an acoustic guitar, others were made on a computer in a studio, but every one of our songs has its own 
journey, has its own rules and is unique unto itself.” 


’’We’ve certainly crossed the threshold where we no longer live in the shadow of any other experiences I’ve had as 
an actor,” Leto says. ’’And it feels good to arrive in a place where there are people who know me from my films and 
people who know me from my music and people who know me from both. 


’’The consistency between the first and the second record,” he says, ”is this willingness to embrace the possibilities 
that may exist.” 

Tucking his nearly shoulder-length hair behind his ears, he continues. ’’There are constant, persistent themes both 
on this record and the first. Challenging oneself, overcoming obstacles, becoming who you really are. If people start 
thinking about those things, that’s a wonderful thing. 

’’But,” he adds, ’’when I was a kid I read a quote that said something like, 'An artist that doesn’t move forward, moves 
backwards.’ So there was definitely a sense of wanting to take the bridle off, let go of the reins and see what might 
happen.” 


’’The Kill” still flourishing stateside, Leto and company returned from China earlier in the fall, fresh from filming its 
follow-up - ’’From Yesterday” - the first American rock video shot in its entirety in the People’s Republic. 

Plumbing the long-form conceits directors John Landis and Martin Scorsese indulged for Michael Jackson in the '80s, 
’’From Yesterday” is a mini-film inspired by ancient empires and martial arts. 

”So, um, China,” Leto says, removing the grey army hat that’s been hiding his piercing blue eyes this whole time. ”1 
was interested in doing something different. I was striving for something that would spark a conversation amongst 
ourselves and I knew I couldn’t get that from a soundstage.” 

So he convinced ’’The Kill’s” Dr. Seuss-inspired director Bartholomew Cubbins (a.k.a. himself) to hop on a plane. 

’’You can’t help but describe Bartholomew, slightly, as thin as a bone, albino, the pinkest of eyes, which you rarely see, 
with the most cantankerous attitude and foul smell you’re likely to come across,” Leto says, jokingly mocking himself. 
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’’And he was irresponsible to the point where quite often I’d have to cover for him. Our first day in China, he shows 
up, gets arrested and I’m shooting without him. 

’’Fortunately, I had his storyboards to help me piece it all together.” 


’’That’s what this journey’s about,” Leto says. ’’Every single day it’s about redeveloping, redefining who we are, what 
our message is.” 

Pausing, he inquires with his handlers about dinner, apologizes and then goes on. ”lt’s like the decision to shoot in 
China. It was an idea that struck me out of nowhere. 

’’That’s something I love. I love to remember those moments of creative inspiration. Even that little song I played at 
sound check a few moments ago, if we ever work on that song, I want to remember that we were here, onstage in 
Toronto. 

"I’m very fascinated by the birth of an idea. Playing a chord that strikes a melody that makes you think of a lyric that 
provokes an emotion, all that fascinates me ’cause it can be so elusive.”

Of melodies to listen to at the moment, Jared Leto expressed the desire for some Tibetan chanting music, while Tomo 
had other thoughts, "I wouldn’t listen to anything. Everyday is just music all day long. How ‘bout some silence?” 
“How ’bout a Cd,” joined in Jared, “That’d be a great thing to sell, a Cd of nothing. But actually go to a place and 
record silence. You’d have to go and search to the forest into wilderness. There is a guy who records the most silent 
and quietest places on Earth, that’s his job. I read about it and it’s hard to find because of planes and trains and 
automobiles and, yeah, and nature and everything... But he does look for the quietest places. The quietest would 
probably be a cave about a mile underneath the Earth.” What they described was very John Cage (the ideal that 
everything is music, even silence), though the members sort of just take ideas and run with them in discussion.

IMAGE: WE WANT TO KNOW EXACTLY WHAT YOU GUYS DID LAST NIGHT. DETAILS PLEASE? 

Tomo Milicevic: In detail? ^UNCLEAR* a book called Hammer of the Gods, it’s a biography about the band Led 
Zeppelin and all their disgusting things that they did. Read that book and that will be a detailed description of my 
night last night. 

IMAGE: VERY INTERESTING. WHAT INSTRUMENT DO YOU PLAY IN THE BAND? 

T: I play the guitar and the keyboards. 

IMAGE: THAT EXPLAINS IT ALL. 

T: Does it? 

IMAGE: I HEARD ABOUT THE GUITAR PLAYERS. 

T: Yeah, we are a nasty bunch. 

IMAGE: SO TELL ME ABOUT THE FIRST RECORD AND THE SECOND RECORD. HOW DO THEY DIFFER? 

T: Well the first record, first of all was a project by Jared and Shannon, who are brothers. There were only them. I 
wasn’t in the band yet. There wasn’t really a band yet. They wanted to make an art project that was musical and 
visual. They succeeded very well. It’s a very cerebral record, a lot of stuff going on, very heavy, very metaphoric 
lyrically. And imagery wise it had a lot going on, you know just a lot of stuff people could discover. The second 
record, we were all there. On the first record we all toured, but they recorded it together. The second record we 
were a band and we were more interested in seeing how little we could do as opposed to how much we could do. 
We kind of went the opposite direction. We wanted to write songs as opposed to "“UNCLEAR* ideas and stuff like that. 

IMAGE: DO YOU FIND THESE SONGS TO BE MORE PERSONAL? 

T: Definitely. Jared’s lyrics are obviously more personal this time around, you know, which is really cool because he 
was brave enough to go that route. That’s not easy to do, you know, and he did it. And also it was band this time. 
There were two other members that had input and wanted to be involved in the creative process which was not an 
easy thing to insert yourself into. I mean you’re talking about; you know, try and add ideas to a creative project that 
had been happening for the last 15 years. They’ve been writing music together since they were little kids so they 
have a very tight knit way that they do things. So we’re very lucky to be included in the creative process. 

IMAGE: DO YOU FEEL LIKE YOU COULD RELATE TO THEM MORE THAN MAYBE THE OTHER TWO WHO WERE 
THERE PRIOR TO THE BAND THAT’S HAPPENING NOW? 

T: Well, they were never a part of the creative process. They were just for a while. The first record was written and 
recorded only by the brothers. Jared played all the instruments except for the live drums, that’s what 
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Shannon 


did. But there was no other band. They had a record and then there was a band. So yeah, me and Matt are the only 
other people who got to be a part of anything creative, as far as writing songs and helping write songs. 

IMAGE: WHICH SONGS DO YOU FEEL LIKE IT’S MORE ABOUT YOU? WHICH SONG ON THE ALBUM CAN YOU 
RELATE TO THE MOST? 

T: Jared wrote a song called Revolve, and those lyrics hit me in a way that the other ones don’t, that’s for sure. So 
I would have to say Revolve, and also when I’m playing it live, you can feel, I can feel it, in a different way than the 
other ones. It strikes a nerve. But yeah, Revolve. That song is amazing. 

IMAGE: LET’S TALK ABOUT THE LOGO. DID YOU GUYS CHANGE IT? 

T: No, we just have a different seals and stuff like that. Every record will have a new addition to the artwork. The 
logo’s never changed. It’s just been added to. 

IMAGE: WHO WOULD YOU RELATE YOUR MUSIC TO? LIKE BANDS THAT ARE OUT THERE NOW, WHAT CATE¬ 
GORY WOULD YOU PUT IT IN? 

T: We can’t compare it to anyone. I mean we’re definitely a band that stands on our own two feet. We don’t fit into 
any scene, but we can play with any scene. If that makes any sense, like we’re not part of any scene, but we can play 
at any scene, and that’s a really good thing. The worst thing in the world is to be a part of a scene, ‘cause scenes die, 
and you die with them. We like to always be not in and out (???). 

IMAGE: WHAT DO YOU MEAN "SCENE” 

T: Scenes come and go, we always will be around.

We recently got a chance to sit down with Shannon Leto and Matt Watcher from 30 Seconds To Mars during their 
first-ever headlining tour, Forever Night Never Day. 

Courtney Yip: Okay. What’s up? 

Shannon Leto: [Mouth full] Well, I think— 

[Everyone laughs] 


Shannon 
: What? Fley— 

Matt Watcher: [To 
Shannon 

, whose eating his lunch at the table] It’s just like coming down the side of your mouth... 

Court: Wow... 

Matt: I saw this guy eating a sandwich the other day, and he had the mayonnaise just coming down... 
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Court: [To 
Shannon 

] Didn’t you say you didn’t know whose that was...watch it be someone else’s sandwich... 


Shannon 

: No, I know. [Grins] I know. 

Matt: Alright, I’m sorry...who are you guys again? 
Court: Infliction. Infliction Press, actually. 


Shannon 
: Nice. 

Matt: Is that like a local paper? 


Shannon 
: Infliction! 

Court: It’s just our own independent...it’s a website. We decided to make our own webzine. 
Matt: Oh, wow. 


Shannon 

: Very nice. Good luck with that. 

Court: Thanks. Alright, is there anything off-limits...things you guys don’t like to talk about? 


Shannon 

: It’s funny...she’s starts with that...then that goes into us...yeah... 
Matt and Court: Yeah.... 


Shannon 

: Yeah, yeah...haha...go ahead, start asking. 

Matt: Yeah, lay it on us. 
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Court: Okay. Well, this is your first headlining tour... 


Shannon 
: Yes. 

Court: How is that going for you? 
Matt: Forever Night Never Day. 


Shannon 

: Forever Night Never Day is an amazing tour. We get a chance to kinda do what we want...I mean for so long we’ve 
been the professional opening band, as someone likes to say. It feels nice to play longer, to manipulate the songs 
the way we want to, and have lights a special way, you know? There’s so many things we can do with it, there’s a lot 
more freedom. 

Matt: Yeah, production-wise we kinda got to pull out all the stops...we have more control and just present 30 
Seconds To Mars the way we’ve always wanted to for the past X number of years, but haven’t really had the 
opportunity to, because we’ve been opening up for some great bands. We’ve had the opportunity to tour with 
Audioslave, The Used... 


Shannon 
: MCR 

Matt: You know, we’ve just had some great opportunities and now we have the opportunity to do this...we’re 
very happy. 

Court: Anything strange happen on tour yet? 

Matt: What happens on road stays on the road. 

Court: Well, I’m on the road...kinda. 

[Everyone laughs] 

Shannon 

: Ah uh...we’re in a building...[grins] 

Court: I’m one of your stops on the road, though. 

Matt: Oh, Loophole! 

Court: Yes! 
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Matt: You know, we’re only about a week into the tour...umm, almost every single show has been sold out. 
Court: Congrats. 

Shannon 

: And one was 30 tickets away... 

Matt: Yeah, just 30 tickets. 

Shannon 

: And that was one. 

Matt: So, let’s round up. 

Shannon 
: It’s all sold out! 

Court: Is this [tonight’s] show sold out? 

Shannon and Matt: Yes. 

Matt: We’ve just had some great shows so far...it’s just going and going and going. 

Court: You[Shannon] and your brother started the band. 

Shannon 
: Right. 

Court: So, after the first album did you plan on adding members to the band, or did that just happen? 


Shannon 

: I think it was just a natural progression, and we wanted to share the experience with...well okay, first it was him and 
I in a bedroom banging away, playing and singing...and then we wanted to record it, and we wanted to play out. And 
when we started playing out, we wrote these 15 minute songs, like really proggy and really way out there. So, we 
wanted to make an album so we could share this experience that we’re having with ourselves with a lot of people. 
So we signed with a label in ’98, and we needed a band...so Matt came on board 5 years ago, Tomo on board about 4 
years ago, and the rest is history. And it’s all been amazing, I don’t even think of it as me and my brother anymore, 
it’s a band, you know what I mean? 


Court: Yeah, I do. What made it different than just having tour musicians? 
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Shannon 


: Well, it’s more family oriented, I think. We are anyway, my brother and I, so we wanted to have people with different 
backgrounds, but with the same goals to be a part of this 30 Seconds To Mars thing. Matt and Tomo were those missing 
ingredients, and I think they both have different backgrounds. Like Matt went to school, to 

Berkeley 

, and Tomo is like this metal-shredder guy, but also he’s been playing violin for 18 years. So, he has classical train¬ 
ing that I do not and Jared doesn’t...that added a whole new layer to 30 Seconds To Mars that was supposed to happen. 

Court: And Matt, how did you come along? How did you come into being in 30 Seconds To Mars? 

Matt: I moved to 
L.A. 

roughly 5 34 years ago from 
Boston 

, met a mutual friend of theirs, and became friends with these guys. I loved the music, so I was just like... "Please let 
me in your band!” 

[Everyone laughs] 

Matt: I know it’s crazy, but I felt really, really fortunate...they tried out alot, alot of bass players, and for once 
in my life I wasn’t picked last in gym class. I was like wow, I actually made it. 

Court: Well, you got picked for what matters though. 


Shannon 
: What Matt-ers. 

Court: Yes, Matt-ers. 

[Everyone Laughs] 

Matt: Well, when you’re in 4th grade in gym class and you’re the last one picked, that’s all that matters to 
you at that point. So growing up with that kind of mentality, this was an honor. 


Shannon 

: It’s like we’re the misfits really, it’s like we’re the dysfunctional family. 


Court: Do you guys have any before-show rituals? 
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Shannon 

: We each go into our own little world and get ready, prepare for the show, then come together...and do a little 
thinga-ma-jiga-ma-bob. But not really, there’s no really set...I mean I go off in my world alone and do my stretching, 
take over the back room-type of thing with music blaring... 

Matt: 

Shannon 

, you definitely have more of a ritual than anyone. 


Shannon 
: Yeah. 

Court: Yes, locking yourself in a room. 


Shannon 

: Yeah, I do have a ritual. 

Matt: Like if you walk in on him on his ritual— 


Shannon 

: Like my world does shift. 

Matt: He looks like he’s having an exorcism. 

Court: Alright, so if you didn’t get the time in the room with the music you’d— 


Shannon 

: It helps me, it does. There’s a reality to it. You know, I actually talked to somebody about that, ’cause I’m like, "wait, 
am I being too ‘the alone guy,”’ you know whatever. So I talked to this person about it, and he’s like, "well, what 
you’re doing is—,” I do it after the show too before the signing, and I was asking this guy why everyone’s talking in 
the front and I’m in the back, so I was asking him what the deal with that was. He was like, and he kinda knows me, 
so he’s like, "It’s like when you take a bite of really great food, you know you kinda leave it in your mouth a little bit 
and savor the taste. That’s what you’re doing with the music.” It’s like I’m really enjoying it, I’m really savoring the 
moments that are going on that are leading up to the performance and after the performance, so that kinda made 
me feel good about it, but I guess I do have the ritual. But it’s cool, I’m down with that. 


Matt: And it makes sense, because when we play on stage it’s really intense. 


Shannon 
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: Yes, really intense. 


Matt: So especially after the show, you definitely need a few minutes to just be by yourself, just for a minute. 
You need to clear your head, because every emotion you can possibly think of is going through you, you know? 


Shannon 

: That’s true. Performing is really an emotional...it’s not just, it’s not really...you’ll see tonight. You coming? 
Court: Yeah. 


Shannon 

: Yeah, you’ll see. You really lose yourself. I mean like the way Matt plays, it comes across, "Oh wow, he’s really 
performing amazing,” but it’s like this natural thing that happens. 

Matt: It’s the way we express ourselves. 


Shannon 

: Yeah, it’s cool man. 

Matt: If you get frustrated during the day, you get it out on stage. It’s therapy. 


Shannon 

: There’s no choreography, you know? 

Court: Yeah, no set way. 

Matt: Yeah, we’re not Kiss. 

Court: Well, I actually saw you guys play one time before this...In December you guys were here for Buzz 
BakeSale. 


Shannon 
: Yes. 

Court: And Jared climbed up onto the roof— 


Shannon 
: Yeah 
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Court: ...is that a normal thing? I mean does he usually do stunts like that? 


Shannon 

: Well spontaneity is the normal thing, and whatever happens, happens. There’s no planning, you know it’s all just 
so emotional, so whatever happens...that happens. 

Court: Well I had never heard you guys play and I didn’t know who you guys were at the time, so I walked in 
and he’s climbing up to the roof and singing from the rafters, and I’m just like, “Hey, I gotta listen to that.” 

[Everyone laughs] 

Court: So, how would you say the music has evolved from the first album to the new one? 

Matt: It’s a 180. 


Shannon 

: Well, we’ve always been interested in change and taking risks to change, and evolve. With that, we wanted to 
disregard any ways we thought of making an album that we did the first time with this one, and just throw away 
that whole process to do something totally and completely new. Last album is more wrapped around the head, very 
heady, there are lots of layers, lots of guitars, and lots of stuff going on. With this album we wanted make it simple, 
to the point, a little more personal with the lyrics, and a little more emotional. Yeah, just a little more to the point, a 
little more stripped down. 

Court: Do you guys have a favorite song on the album? 

Matt: It’s hard for me, because I think it’s an ever-changing thing. Whatever is going on in your life, with any 
record, you relate to a song. So, I think that changes week-to-week, month-to-month. 

Court: Do you ever get sick of playing the same thing over and over again? 


Shannon 
: No. 

Court: No? It doesn’t get old...playing the same ten songs. 


Shannon 

: It doesn’t get old. What happens is...I experienced, not that it was getting old, but I experienced.,.1 wanted to do 
something else. You know, I wanted more, because with the last album we toured 18 months straight, like 300 shows. 
It was crazy for the first record, so I wanted to do something new, and then that’s when it was time to make the next 
record. So, it’s just kind of like this natural thing that happened. 

Matt: Well especially playing live, we’ve been an opening band for so long where you get 20 minutes to a half 
hour to play every night. So then, I think you do feel a little locked in to what you can do with the songs. Now that 
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we’re headlining, we kinda get the opportunity to— 


Shannon 

: A little more freedom. 

Matt: Yeah, a little bit more freedom. We change it up a little; different parts up here and there. We get to 
express ourselves a little bit more. 

Court: Alright, you guys have a fan that’s been waiting for you guys to come down here, but she’s actually on 
vacation in England right now— 

Shannon: Sure... 

Court: Yeah, it just figures she’d miss the one time you actually came. 

Matt: Perfect timing! 

[Everyone laughs] 


Court: But she had a question, she just wanted to know what your deepest fears were. 


Shannon 

: Good question....wow. 
[Silence] 


Shannon 

: ....it’s funny. That’s a great question. Umm... 

[Long Silence] 

Matt: Jesus... 

[Everyone laughs] 

Court: Deepest fears...we’ll have to give you a moment. 

Matt: I know right. 

Shannon 

: There’s you know...I think for me, well...people, we all have different sides of us inside and we have say...a Crayola 
box... 
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Court: A Crayola box... 


Shannon 

: Yes. They have all the colors. 
Court: Okay, we’re going with this... 


Shannon 

: Now my deepest fear, one of my fears I should say...or my deepest fear is to be overtaken by one of those colors, 
and just to be...my whole life being saturated with that one color. That’s my fear. Because what starts happening is, I 
don’t experience all those other colors that I know I should be experiencing, because that’s what I think life is about. 
To have the freedom to choose whenever I want to taste those different colors, experience those different colors, 
you know whatever? So I think for me, my fear is to just live one way. 

Court: Like settle? 


Shannon 

: Yeah, to kinda settle for mediocrity in a way, you know? To not take risks. Does that make sense? 

Court: Yes. 

Shannon 

: It was a good question so I had to... 

Court: I know. I got it, though. 

Shannon 
: Yeah? 

Court: Yep. So, do you[Matt] have anything that you want to... 

Matt: I dunno.,.1 feel like I’m... 

[Everyone laughs] 

Court: Well, it doesn’t have to be...just what are you afraid of? 

Matt: I dunno.,.1 can get pretty delusional at times[laughs]. Where do I start? Jesus...a lot...I need a thera¬ 
pist... 


[Everyone laughs] 
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Shannon 


: At the end of the day it’s like you’re here to make music, and you’re dealing with these record companies...and rock 
music today, it’s tough to really make a living. But say you’re in a relationship, there’s that challenge as well with being 
on the road, trying to make money to pay the rent, to do all the stuff, to deal with your girlfriend, you know? There’s 
a lot, there’s a lot going on there...and uh...[laughs]. I think also it’s really a challenge to get away from that, to look 
at that objectively and not become so entrapped by that. Those challenges, you know? Umm...you know what I mean? 

Matt: [Laughs] 

Court: Yeah, I do. 

[Everyone laughs] 

Court: No, I know what you mean. 


Shannon 

: Yeah? Because there’s also, there’s voices in your head going like, “Might not work out, well you got this you could 
do, you got that you could do.” 

Court: Or you could settle for the easy thing, and that will surely work. 


Shannon 

: Or the easy thing, yeah. You could be happy, you could be stable. Yes, you could do the "American Dream,” really. 
Just be safe. Or you could take the risk, be an artist, be Picasso, and just go and roll with that. It’s tough, though. 

Matt: There’s just a lot of added pressures, especially with the music industry the way it is today for rock 
music. Rock music is kind of on unsteady ground at the moment. So, like 

Shannon 

said, there’s all this pressure. You know, whether it’s the labels, the critics, the management- 


shannon 

: Time. Time’s pressure. 

Matt: Yeah, it’s just...there’s so much that goes into this, you know this isn’t 24-7 party time. It’s work, but 
it’s the best job that I’ve ever had. 


Shannon 

: It’s the greatest thing, you know what I mean? I know we’re talking about all this heavy stuff, but at the end of the 
day it’s the greatest experience. But the thing is, being in a band today, you have to do more than just show up and 
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play. You have to do more than just, "Oh, what do I do Manager? Oh, go over there, I have this interview?” You got 
to work. You know, you got to...you want merch, and what do you really want? What do you want your merch to 
look like? So, you got to investigate...what are people doing, what are kids doing, you know? 

Matt: And for us, we’re a very hands-on band. A lot of bands will just leave it up to the label, leave it up to 
the managers, or leave it up to this company and that company. We’re very hands-on with everything from the 
artwork to production to everything, every aspect. So, we have multi-tasking down to an art. 


Shannon 

: Yeah, it’s a corporation. You’re building a corporation. So, you have to think about...you know? 
Court: Yeah. 


Shannon 

: Also, you could look at it like we’re a product too, you could look at it like that. Okay, here’s 30 Seconds To 
Mars...they’re a product...oh, this is what they look like, this is what they do, this is their turn on the radio, you know? 

Matt: The Sue’s and Tom’s look at it that way. 


Shannon 

: Yeah, but sometimes I can’t help but look at it that way. 
Matt: I know, I know. 


Shannon 

: It kinda helps me put things into prospective as well, so I’m not delusional, I’m not living in like this oh-everything’s- 
going-to-be-great thing, you know? 

Court: Yeah, looking at things realistically. 


Shannon 
: Yeah, definitely. 


Court: Well, speaking of the artwork, your arm...l mean I haven’t seen any interview question where you guys define 
what they actually are. 


Shannon 
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: Ah huh... 


Matt: There’s a reason for that. 

Court: Is there a reason? 

Shannon 

: They do mean...each individual one means something that’s unique to 30 Seconds To Mars. 

Court: To the band itself, or do they mean something else...or are they just made up? 

Shannon 

: They each mean something, and altogether they mean something as well. 

Court: Well, I mean did you guys actually make them up and draw them out yourself, or is it something that 
is already defined in another language as something entirely different? 

Matt: No, it’s unique to the band. 

Court: Okay, so you guys don’t go into... 

[Everyone laughs] 

Court: I’m serious! 


Shannon 

: You’re trying! I know you. 

Matt: That’s the other great thing about 30 Seconds To Mars, it’s left up to interpretation. If Robert Plant 
came out and explained every single song to you, and what it meant to him and where it came from, then it kind 
of ruins it for you. You know, maybe you took a different experience from that. So, for us, we like to take the same 
approach. What does it mean to you? We’re not going to tell you what it means to us, because it’s personal to us— 


Shannon 

: And it’s more of a force-fed music, force-fed everything...the advertising, the marketing, everything. Everybody’s 
saying, "Oh, you’re wearing that shirt? You should be wearing this shirt, it’s cooler. And that product...try THIS 
product.” In this day and age, it’s very important for us, for people, to kinda come up with their own conclusions to 
what 30 Seconds means to them and what these[points to the glyphic tattoos on his arm] mean to them, and our 
whole thing...the lyrics, the sounds, the shows, the experience, the meeting us, everything. You know? I mean, god I 
could go on. 

Court: Yeah. So, the symbols are off limits... 
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Shannon 
: Off limits? 

Court: Yeah. I just wanted to know what they were. 
[Everyone laughs] 


Shannon 

: You know you just do— 

Matt: You already know the answer. 


Shannon 

: Yeah. Yeah, you do[grins]. 

Court: Alright, how have you both changed musically and as individuals being in a band? 


Shannon 

: I’ve learned to be less selfish with my ideas, less precious. I’ve learned to accept other people’s processes a little 
better, you know I’m learning to do that more. I’m just learning to open up my mind, use different expressions, just 
different roads to go about...writing albums, writing music, and just learning to accept the whole thing. 

Matt: You definitely learn about yourself being on tour. A lot of people think you’re just surrounded by peo¬ 
ple constantly, but a lot of the times it can be a very isolating experience. I don’t mean that in a negative way. You 
learn a lot about yourself. When you’re put in these kinds of circumstances that we are where you’re constantly 
traveling, we’re in a different city every week, often a different city everyday. Constantly on the go, you learn a lot 
about yourself that way. We just got done 9 months of straight touring, and I came home a different person...for 
better, for worse. You know, something inside me changed. 

Court: Has being in a band affected your personal lives with family and friends, being away all the time? 


Shannon 

: Well, for me it goes hand-in-hand with the question you asked before, you learn about yourself. You reflect on your 
own life, you reflect on everything that’s personal to you, and you...well, I’ve gained some new perspective on things. 

Matt: I think it’s inevitable it’s going to affect you in someway. 

Court: Why did you guys choose to cover the song "Hunter"? 
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Shannon 

: She’s an amazing, amazing musician. We respect her. We have all her albums. 

Matt: She’s one of those unique artists out there. She’s one of the few that will always redefine herself, and 
never do the same thing twice. It’s something that we were really intrigued by. 


Shannon 

: And she’s held to her guns, too. She’s changing as well, but she’s like, “This is what I do, this is who I am.” 
Matt: She’s an artist in the truer sense. 


Shannon 

: Yeah, she really is. 

Matt: And that’s something we aspire to. 


Court: I read somewhere that the title of the album was going to be “Battle of One.” 
Well, the song “Battle of One” is actually a hidden track on the album— 


Shannon 
: Yes. 

Court: How come you decided to make it a hidden track? 

Shannon: Well, our album leaked on the internet, and what we decided to do was...because we wanted to 
other songs as well, so we did those two songs and put them in as hidden tracks so people could look forward to 
that, since the ten songs were going to waste. 


Matt: But as far as the title goes, that actually was inspired. I think the change happened when we went to 
South Africa 

. We were writing and recording part of the record, and "A Beautiful Lie” kind of, to us, told the story better than 
“Battle of One” or the other ideas that we had for an album title...that was just the obvious choice. It captured all of 
our ideas that we wanted to convey on this record. 


Shannon 

: My brother likes to say it’s...well, we were staying in this house overlooking the ocean, and in one sense you have 
the beauty and the nature...it’s just a beautiful place, but in another sense you have the failure of man. Jared relates 
it to being a beautiful lie. 
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Matt: Yeah, it’s that contradiction. You know, you have these hot mansions and beautiful houses on these hillsides 
overlooking the poorest communities you could ever, ever possibly imagine...families living under tarps. You know, 
there’s just that glaring contradiction, it’s that beautiful lie. Despite all of this, we as people continue to push forward. 


Court: Have you guys had any bizarre fan encounters yet? I mean I’m sure your brother has just from everything, but 
have you guys had anyone that was just...crazy? 


Shannon 

: Hmm, not crazy. We have fans that borderline on...well, the word fan comes from fanatic. So, we do have some 
borderline fans. 

Court: Is there anything in particular that sticks out? 


Shannon 

: There’s one, well there’s a couple, I guess...but it’s nothing big, it is what it is. 

Matt: You can’t let, like you have 100 great things happen and 1 bad, you can’t let that ruin all those great 
experiences. Everybody has their issues. 

Court: Do you guys like the fans, well I mean they way they act? 


Shannon 

: Depends how they act. 

Court: Well, I mean like when a huge group swarms you. 


Shannon 

: You know, I could be tired, and I might not like it, because I’m tired. Or I’m hungry, and I don’t have my patience, 
maybe. Normal things, like when you’re going to school and you have to listen to the teacher, but you’re hungry, so 
you’re just like, ugh. But at the end of the day, it’s all good, all good. 

Matt: And as a band, I think we’re really fan interactive. Every, every, every single show we’ve ever played in 
our lives, we’ve stayed to sign every CD, every t-shirt that any kid wants to get signed. And after that, we’re outside 
taking pictures for an hour, and so for us, we give all that we have. 


Shannon 

: It’s a sharing process. 
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Court: Yeah, you guys did do a signing, but that was only one show. I didn’t know you did it for every show. 
Matt: Every show. 

Shannon 

: Every show since we ever started, unless there’s some weird thing that happens. 

Matt: Yeah, like an emergency. 


Shannon 

: Every show, every show. 

Matt: Well for myself growing up, going to shows, wanting to meet the band...but they’re hiding or they left. 
It’s like therapy for that. We’re doing something that I wanted as a kid, you know I wanted to hangout with the band, 
to get my picture taken with them, and I wanted an autograph. So yeah, I think it’s therapy. 

Court: What is the songwriting process like? Do you guys contribute to the lyrics? 

Shannon and Matt[Synchronized]: Jared writes all the lyrics. 


Shannon 

: Yeah, recording will start with a guitar riff, a drum beat, a vocal line, a melody...umm, anything. 
Court: So, there’s no system, no set way. 


Shannon 

: There’s no set way, no. However it comes out it comes out. 
Court: Do you guys have any side-projects? 

Matt: No. 

Court: Outside the band? 


Shannon 
: Umm... 

Court: Or no time? 


Shannon

: Well, I take pictures. I’m a photographer. 


Matt: Do you mean musical side-projects? 
Court: No, I mean anything. 

Matt: Oh. Oh, ok. 


Shannon 

: I’m writing something, a story...and I take pictures. Matt’s just an artist, and a computer genius as well. 
Matt: A nerd. 

Court: I’m a computer animation major. 


Shannon 
: Oh, see. 

Matt: That’s cool. Yeah, I guess in my spare time...which isn’t a lot, I like to just create things. I don’t have 
any specific medium that I use. I don’t like calling myself an artist, though. I just feel like it’s an...I don’t know. Maybe 
it’s because I’m not trained as an artist. 


Shannon 

: No, it’s got nothing to do with that. I definitely call us artists. "Artist” is about expressing yourself in a way that you 
can’t express in conversation. That’s it, and I’ve said that. 


Matt: That’s what I couldn’t say.

Q: 30 Seconds To Mars, how did you come up with that name? 

JL: It was a name that was kind of like a gift. I met a very old Chinese man who I’d been working with. He was a 
very spiritual man, one of these people you come across once in a lifetime. He had given me some pages from some 
esoteric book which made a reference to something. The name kind of arose from that. 

Q: You chose a very interesting concept for the video For "The Kill”. What lead you to do that? 

JL: I’ve been obsessed with the idea of duplicity for a long time and it really was something that fit the song like a 
glove. The idea of the platform of these four guys entering this environment where they are forced to confront their 
identity and their sanity and their fear was really compelling. So the melding of those two ideas was something that 
I was tossing back and forth for a long time that just seemed to be really appropriate for the song.

"In July 1928, Empress Dowager Cixi’s tomb was occupied by warlord and [6]Kuomintang general [7]Sun Deny¬ 
ing and his army who methodically stripped the complex of its precious ornaments, then dynamited the entrance to 
the burial chamber, opened Empress Dowager Cixi’s coffin, threw her corpse (said to have been found intact) on the 
floor, and stole all the jewels contained in the coffin, as well as the massive pearl that had been placed in Empress 
Dowager Cixi’s mouth to protect her corpse from decomposing (in accordance with Chinese tradition).” 

"According to ’’Diary of Moon Loving Pavilion” by Li Lianying, Cixi’s favorite court eunuch, her tomb was filled with 
treasures: Within her coffin were 108 golden and jade Buddha statues, eight jade horses, a jade pagoda, 203 white 
jade pieces, 85 moonlight jade pieces and 24,704 pearls.

”F ans are always important, but 30STM’s are something special - according to the online message boards, 
some even have tattoos in honor of the band. But in addition to scores of "regular” fans, the most diehard belong to 
an exclusive group known as The Echelon. 

On the one hand, like a typical fan club The Echelon serves as a "street team,” spreading the word about the band, 
calling local radio stations to request their songs and casting votes when 30STM is nominated for fan-driven awards. 
On the other hand, The Echelon isn’t so much a fan club as it is, say, a throwback to the Freemasons - with its use 
of Latin adages, symbolic characters, white costumes, secretive rituals (such as an induction process that requires 
prospective members to be nominated by two existing members) and an almost cultish devotion to 30 Seconds to 
Mars. But the feeling is mutual, and the band is also intensely committed to The Echelon; its members are the first 
to learn of any news or announcements involving 30STM, even communicating with them directly, via email. In 
a unique public display of affection, the deluxe edition of A Beautiful Lie (released in December) contains foldout 
artwork designed as a special tribute to The Echelon, which bears the actual names of more than 5,000 fans - "the 
most passionate believers,” as Jared describes them.”

It is a cold, gray, fall afternoon in suburban Maplewood, Minnesota, where, in just a few hours, 30 Seconds to Mars 
will kick off its Welcome to The Universe / MTV $2 Bill Tour at Myth Nightclub. The venue is curiously situated off 
a highway, betwixt a shopping complex and a cluster of chain restaurants, and the massive parking lot is already 
beginning to fill. 

Yes, the lead singer of 30 Seconds to Mars is also a successful actor. And yes, Jared Leto may still be better known 
for his roles in American Psycho, Requiem for a Dream, Fight Club and lest we forget My So-Called Life than for his 
rock band. But with a record that recently went platinum, a huge international following, and three singles and music 
videos in heavy rotation, it is time to get over the fact that 30STM is a band with a famous frontman. 

So get the snide Jordan Catalano remarks out of your system now, and if you’re only reading this in the hopes that 
it will provide details about Leto’s love life, go pick up a copy of Us Weekly. But if you’re interested in the story of 
a remarkable band that has relied on the quality of its music rather than its Hollywood connections to earn success, 
then read on. 
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Born in Louisiana, Jared and his brother Shannon were raised by their mother (in some 10 different cities) in an envi¬ 
ronment that encouraged creative expression and the arts. "It was always around, so it was just a natural progression,” 
says Shannon of being drawn to music at a young age. "We picked up some instruments and started playing; it just 
made sense.” 

With Jared on guitar and vocals and Shannon on drums, 30 Seconds to Mars signed with Virgin/Immortal in 1998. 
Although their self-titled debut (released in 2002) was little more than a blip on the music industry radar, they began 
to build a fan base, thanks largely to constant touring. 

The band was soon joined by bassist Matt Wachter and guitarist Tomo Milicevic. Born in Sarajevo and reared in Detroit, 
Tomo is living the dream - before he became a member of 30 Seconds to Mars, he was one of their fans. "It’s kinda 
crazy, you know? You listen to this music, you admire it, and then one day you’re on stage playing it,” he says. 

The foursome’s first collaborative effort, A Beautiful Lie, dropped in August 2005. Technically it is not a new album, 
but as Tomo points out, "To most people it is. The first year that this album was out, we barely sold 100,000 records,” 
he says. Since then, that number has jumped to 1 million, "So to those other [900,000] people, this is a brand new 
record.” 

In addition to writing all the lyrics, playing guitar and performing the lead vocals on every song, Jared also directed the 
videos for "The Kill” and “From Yesterday” (the second and third singles, respectively), under the colorful, Dr. Seuss- 
borrowed alias, Bartholomew Cubbins. "It’s just a way to have a little fun with it and be creative, and I really wanted 
people to be able to enjoy and experience the video without having any more preconceived notions or distractions, 
and just to let it be what it was. It wasn’t important for me to lay claim to it in that way. It’s nice to be recognized for it, 
but for the right reasons,” Jared says of his decision to direct “The Kill” as his alter ego. That video - a well-executed 
take on Stanley Kubrick’s classic film, The Shining - recently landed awards at the VMAs, The FUSE Awards and the 
mtvU Woodies. 

30STM’s popularity has risen along with album sales, but they have also had to contend with the burden of the past; 
such predecessors as Russell Crowe, Keanu Reeves and Kevin Bacon haven’t exactly bolstered the public’s expectations 
of a band led by an actor. "We had a lot of middle fingers pointed at us for years and a lot of bad examples before 
us,” says Shannon, without naming names. “But we also knew we could play music, and we knew we had something 
- we knew it the whole time. So we knew we had to tour, tour, tour, and we knew we had to prove it to people, prove 
it no matter what. And we did that. And we love doing it. And now it speaks for itself. And Jared is the first [actor] to 
do it and do it well. We’re the first band to really overcome the challenges and become a legitimate band known for 
its music, and it feels amazing.” 

As any fan will tell you, singling out Jared for any reason other than that he is the band’s frontman is totally taboo. 
Still, his high profile tends to obscure the fact that 30 Seconds to Mars is successful not because one of its members 
is a talented actor, but because all of its members are talented musicians. And while they could have easily taken 
advantage of the publicity generated by Jared’s fame, the band doesn’t want that kind of attention, even refusing to 
play any venue that uses his name to promote a show. 

Instead, 30STM has opted for grueling schedules, life on a crowded tour bus, and a $20/day tour stipend in order to 
earn its own status. "A lot of people might think that we’re an overnight success because they just heard of us, which 
is fair, but we’re not. We’ve been around for a long time doing this,” says Matt, who describes the band’s method as 
organic. "We really took a grassroots approach, always for the fans, and we relied on touring to build a fan base as 
opposed to TV and radio. And now that we’ve got those things, our fan base has grown and grown and grown, and a 
lot of people are starting to know about 30 Seconds to Mars,” he says. 

Fans are always important, but 30STM’s are something special - according to the online message boards, some even 
have tattoos in honor of the band. But in addition to scores of "regular” fans, the most diehard belong to an exclusive 
group known as The Echelon. 

On the one hand, like a typical fan club The Echelon serves as a "street team,” spreading the word about the band, 
calling local radio stations to request their songs and casting votes when 30STM is nominated for fan-driven awards. 
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On the other hand, The Echelon isn’t so much a fan club as it is, say, a throwback to the Freemasons - with its use 
of Latin adages, symbolic characters, white costumes, secretive rituals (such as an induction process that requires 
prospective members to be nominated by two existing members) and an almost cultish devotion to 30 Seconds to 
Mars. But the feeling is mutual, and the band is also intensely committed to The Echelon; its members are the first to 
learn of any news or announcements involving 30STM, even communicating with them directly, via email. In a unique 
public display of affection, the deluxe edition of A Beautiful Lie (released in December) contains foldout artwork 
designed as a special tribute to The Echelon, which bears the actual names of more than 5,000 fans - "the most 
passionate believers,” as Jared describes them. 

When it comes to the fans, perhaps Matt sums it up best. "They’re just true and true, through and through. They’ve 
been there since the beginning and they’ll be there till the end,” he says. But talking to Shannon, Tomo, Matt and 
Jared in their parked tour bus, it is clear that the end is nowhere in sight. As they gear up for six weeks on the road, the 
band has just returned from China, where they shot the “From Yesterday” video at a palace outside of Shanghai. "We 
had 500 extras, massive amounts of period wardrobe, 40 men on horseback...just phenomenal sets and design, and a 
period piece to boot. I don’t know how we pulled that off!” Jared says. They then flew to L.A. to play the Bamboozled 
Festival and the FUSE Awards before dipping to Minnesota - all in the last four days. 

“It’s wild, it’s amazing, it’s great opportunities, no complaints - and thank God it’s what we’re doing,” says Jared, more 
ecstatic than exhausted. “You hear this stuff when you’re young: You better love what you do, especially if you call it 
your work, because that’s your life. It’s important to have an experience that is fulfilling and inspired, and it’s certainly 
that for us.” 

The result is an album that, for better or worse, is disarmingly thoughtful without being overly angsty or condescend¬ 
ing. “The songs Jared writes are purely from the soul - they’re the real deal. And we all get to be a part of that. It’s a 
real band, not in any way contrived,” Tomo says. 

If it sounds intense, that’s because it is; and if Jared sounds intense, that’s because he is. If there were 30 hours in a 
day, Jared would probably squeeze in 40 hours of work. He is not the type to phone it in (no matter what “it” is), and 
he doesn’t mistake “good” for “good enough.” He is just as likely to use big words (correctly) as he is to use expletives 
(gratuitously), and like his bandmates, he doesn’t drink or do drugs. But just because you have nothing in common 
with the band, if you can judge them by their music rather than their eyeliner, you just might understand what all the 
fuss is about. “You either get it or you don’t,” says Matt. “And ultimately, the music speaks for itself.... Come to a live 
show - I think that speaks even louder.” 

It does. At Myth Nightclub, the energy in the room is palpable, no less intoxicating than the glass of scotch in my hand 
- and both will remain with me well after the show has ended. As the lights go dim, signaling the start of 30STM’s set, 
the formerly sprawling crowd now stands tightly together, united by silent but eager anticipation. The calm soon gives 
way to shouts and chants, and finally, after a short but spectacular performance by Street Drum Corps, 30 Seconds 
to Mars takes the stage. And despite the theatrics of the scene - beginning with a pseudo-religious procession that 
features white masks and flags with the band’s insignia - there is no question that they own it. 

In perfect step with his bandmates, Jared’s powerful voice reaches every crevice of the room as he parades around the 
stage, delivering each note with a fury and intensity befitting his character. He wears all black, save a white electric 
guitar with a blood-red strap - the same red color as the (dyed) tips of his otherwise (dyed) black hair. Perched atop a 
platform, Shannon kills it on the drums, his arms rising and falling with such speed and precision it’s a wonder they’re 
still attached to his torso. In the wings, Tomo and Matt supply sweeping guitar riffs and heavy bass lines, flexing their 
respective musical muscles on every song. 

There is a mosh pit, and Jared indulges throngs of screaming fans by taking song requests (“What do you guys wanna 
hear? I’ll play whatever you want”) and crowd surfing on more than one occasion. And just when you think it’s 
over, Jared informs the audience, “We’re just fucking getting started,” and they play for another 30 minutes - but not 
before he performs a solo, acoustic rendition of the Nine Inch Nails’ classic, "Closer.” Jared is most definitely a natural 
performer, but right now, on stage with his band, he isn’t acting. 
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As at all 30STM shows, the set is followed by a signing, and every fan willing to wait in line has the opportunity to 
meet the band personally. And even though they’ll wake up in a new city tomorrow, tonight 30 Seconds to Mars will 
stick around until the last, lingering fans have had their moment.

THAT WHEN I DIE I WILL BE REBORN IN PARADICE AND ALL THE I HAVE KILLED WILL BECOME MY SLAVES I WILL NOT 
GIVE YOU MY NAME BECAUSE YOU WILL TRY TO SLOI DOWN OR STOP MY COLLECTING OF SLAVES FOR MY AFTERLIFE

"The Zodiac Killer was a serial killer who operated in Northern California for ten months in the late 1960’s. 
He coined his name in a series of taunting letters he sent to the press until 1974. His letters included four 
cryptograms, three of which have yet to be solved. 

The Zodiac murdered five known victims in Benicia, Vallejo, Lake Berryessa (near Napa), and San Francisco between 
December 1968 and October 1969. No substantial connection between the victims has been discovered; seven men 
and women between the ages of 16 and 29 were targeted. They appear to have been selected due to opportunity. 
Numerous others have been named as Zodiac victims, although the evidence is scant at best. 

The killer’s identity remains unknown. The San Francisco Police Department marked its investigation "inactive” in 
April 2004 although the case remains open in other jurisdictions."

A few days ago, Soupernurse made a couple of interesting posts on the message boards ([3]here and [4]here) 
. They have revived the discussion about the 'From Yesterday’ video a bit, although nearly not enough! In one of 
the reactions to her post the issue of the so-called "historical errors” in the music video came up again. This post 
is in part a reply to that. We don’t believe there are "historical discrepancies” in this video. Jared is a detail-freak 
and knew exactly what he was doing. Every detail that does not match up with what people seem to suppose the 
historical setting of this video is meant to be was chosen deliberately. Each of them is a reference to a historical 
period, event, person, philosophy, religion... and together they make up Jared’s message behind this video. 

What follows here is a very long post. Sorry, but I used as many arguments as I could to get my point across. 

Most people seem to believe the setting of this video is supposed to represent the Forbidden City, because they 
recognized a scene similar to one from the movie 'The Last Emperor’. And thus the time period of the music video 
would be around [5]the end of the Qing dynasty (early 20 th c). But ‘FY’ was not shot in the Forbidden City. 

At the kick-off of the TOC tour in February, the band did an interview for Steven’s Untitled Rock Show. You can find it at 
[6]Jared-Leto.org. (I’ve uploaded it to YouTube twice, and each time it promptly disappeared again, so I’m not going 
to put anymore time into that *lol*). In this interview, like he has done so in the video for 'The Making of FY’, Jared 
says this music video was shot somewhere "outside Shanghai”, in a place called Hengdian. The [7]Hengdian World 
Studios are a theme park, originally created as a series of filming locations for Chinese movies such as ‘The Emperor 
and The Assassin’ and ‘Hero’. Maybe some of these locations represent parts of the 

Forbidden City 

, but I’m not even sure anymore that’s the case. Jared did however use the replica of the palace of the Qin dynasty, 
something that he mentions in that interview as well. It’s the location where the "court scene” was shot, the one that 
resembles a scene from ‘The Last Emperor’. This is one of the things the Chinese fans of the band found so hard to 
understand: court personal of the Qing dynasty represented in the 

Qin 

Palace 


Maybe this wasn’t a mistake at all but done deliberately, giving this scene an extra dimension, an extra layer. A bit of 
Chinese history: the Qin dynasty ruled over 

China 

from 221 to 206 BC. Previously, 

China 

had gone through a period of turmoil for over 200 years, called the Warring States Period. The seven dominant king¬ 
doms emerging from this period were united by the ruler of Qin, the most powerful and ambitious state. Subsequently 
he took the name of Qin Shi Huang, literally meaning the First Emperor. This marked the beginning of imperial 

China 

, a period that lasted until the fall of the Qing dynasty in 1912.

A historical account of this event can be found [14]here and [15]here. Note that the assassin grabbed the emperor’s 
sleeve while trying to stab him. He missed but the ruler’s sleeve was torn. Maybe this is what Shannon’s or Matt’s 
cut/torn sleeve in the video refer to? 
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The torn sleeve scene is in the ‘The Emperor and The Assassin', in the assassination scene. The assassin is per¬ 
mitted to approach the emperor because he caries gifts: the head of a general who deserted from the emperial army 
(but who in fact sacrificed himself willingly), and a map of a rivalling kingdom with the (false) promise of its surrender.

This work is the first detailed treatment of the Chinese homosexual tradition in a Western language and praised as an 
important study shattering preconceptions and stereotypes. In Ancient China, terms for homosexuality included "the 
bitten peach”, "masculine-dragon preference” and “the passion of the cut sleeve”. This last expression has its origin 
in the famous tale of emperor Ai and his favorite, Dong Xian, as recorded by the Han literati: 

"Emperor Ai was sleeping in the daytime with Dong Xian stretched out across his sleeve. When the emperor wanted 
to get up, Dong Xian was still asleep. Because he did not want to disturb him, the emperor cut off his own sleeve and 
got up. His love and thoughtfulness went this far.” 

- According to the Han historian Ban Gu, the emperor appeared in public in this mutilated state. Thereafter, reputedly, 
his courtiers adopted similar abbreviations of clothing to celebrate the love affair. (Louis Crompton, Homosexuality 
and Civilization, quoting from Hinsch)

A form of pillory used in China for minor offences, the cangue (also known as the tcha or kea) is described here by the 
writer F. Alverez Semedo in his "History of China”: 

"It is a great thick board, four or five palme square, with a hole cut in the middle of it about the bigness of a man’s neck. 
This they fasten about their necks, and to it are hung two scrolls of paper of a hand’s breadth, wherein are written 
his fault, and the cause of his punishment; they serve also to show that the board has not been opened; and so with 
these great boards about their necks, these poor wretches are brought out every day and exposed to shame in the 
public streets, for fifteen, twenty or thirty days, according as they are adjudged by their sentence, whose greatest 
rigour is that during all that time these boards are not taken off their necks, neither night or day.” 

"As from the nature of the cangue it is impossible for the wearer to reach his mouth with his hands, he is dependent 
absolutely for food and drink upon the kindness of others. Those with neither relatives or friends are in sore danger 
of dying through exhaustion or starvation.”

While reading [l]Soupernurse’s post on the mb about the band member’s individual scenes and looking at the 
examples she showed of Adult Nursing Relationships in art, I suddenly thought about trying to find a link between 
Shannon’s scene and Jared’s favorite hobby horse: Greek mythology. ==> Greek Iconography of breast-feeding 
godessess: Hera and Heracles! 


Gods & myths: 

Hera: wife and sister of Zeus, goddess of marriage; sacred animal cow and peacock; stepmother and enemy 
of Heracles. 

Heracles: son of Zeus and Alcmene, greatest of the Greek heroes; most popular story: the Twelve Labours. 
Heracles’ Eleventh Labour: fetch the Golden Apples of the Hesperides (tag ’[2]Hesperides’). 

Myth of the origin of the Milky Way: Zeus tricked Hera into nursing the infant Heracles: discovering who he 
was, she pulled him from her breast, and a spurt of her milk formed the smear across the sky that can be seen to this 
day. 


Iconography of the myth: 

You can find a representation of the myth on a Greek vase [3]here: infant suckling. However, the Etruscans 
depicted Heracles in this scene as a full-grown bearded man feeding on Hera’s breast! (Etruscan equivalents of Hera 
and Heracles: Uni and Herd.)

The Etruscan rendition of the myth was not found again after its Etruscan incidence. I haven’t been able to 
find out why they changed the myth.

* SUN/SUN-RAYS 

Compare: 



This is the Naval Ensign of Japan. It’s a sun disc with 16 rays, historically used by Japan’s military. The national flag 
of Japan, as we all know, is a base white flag with a large red disc. It’s called Nisshoki ("sun flag”) or Hinomaru (“sun 
disc”) and its origins go back to a 13 th c. legend. Traditionally, the emperor of Japan is considered a descendant of 
the sun goddess Amaterasu.

Outside of Japan, the Naval Ensign has a negative connotation, especially to people who fought against Japan in WWII, 
or to those countries that were occupied by Japan.

* FLOWERS 

They are sakura: cherry blossoms. 



Sakura are a well-known and ubiquitous symbol of Japan, considered to be a metaphor for the ephemeral nature of 
life. As such they were closely associated with the samurai or bushi, whose life was considered brief and beautiful, 
much like a cherry blossom. Samurai would refer to the sakura for example in the death poems they’d write before 
committing seppuku. Maybe you call tell that I’m still pondering about those "samurai” in 'From Yesterday’ (*lol*).

So, sakura are related with beauty but also with death and violence.

* FISH 

They are koi: "Koi (literally ” brocaded carp”), are ornamental domesticated varieties of the common carp Cyprinus 
carpio. They are believed to have originated from Eastern Asia, Aral, Black and Caspian Seas. Earliest records of Koi 
have been found in China and have been widely spread in Japan . The ornamental cultivation of carp flourished under 
the Chinese Qing Dynasty and Japanese Yayoi Period. They are very closely related to goldfish and, in fact, the style of 
breeding and ornamentation has become very similar, probably through the efforts of Japanese breeders to emulate 
goldfish. Koi and tattoos of koi are traditionally considered lucky. 

The word ”koi” comes from Japanese . The original Japanese word koi simply means ’’carp,” including both the dull 
grey fish and the brightly colored varieties. A homonym of koi means ’love, affection’ and koi are therefore symbols 
of love and friendship in Japan... ”

Koi are closely related to far eastern culture. They’re what every self-respecting Chinese restaurant will put in its 
decorative aquarium. They’re what every architect will add to the interior design when he wants to give some space 
a far-oriental look. 

On the meaning of fish in Asian cultures and especially species with red and gold colors: "positive [14] Feng Shui 
associations with water and the colours red and gold make these fishes popular for aquariums. One belief is that 
while water is a place where [15]chi gathers, it is naturally a source of [16]yin energy and must contain an ’’auspicious” 
fish (such as an arowana) in order to have balancing yang energy. Another is that a fish can preserve its owner from 
death by dying itself.”

On Koi fish as a symbol: “The meaning of Koi fish symbols that is most often used in interpretations is taken from 
Japanese symbology. As you may well know, the Japanese give different meanings to different animals. The Japanese 
base their interpretation of the meaning of Koi fish symbols on the characteristics and behavior of the fish itself. 


The Japanese consider the Koi to be the most energetic of fishes. This is because it is constantly moving, often churn¬ 
ing up water.

If I try to link the use of this character back to the ‘From Yesterday’ video and this 'Far Oriental version’ of the band’s 
universe and symbolism, I’d say they are referring to the concept ‘kokoro’ ("attitude”) in martial arts, like for example 
karate: "It’s the trainee’s "heart” or "deep feeling” that keeps him or her training when the bumper-to bumper 
entertainments along the well-traveled road outside the dojo sing their siren song.

MARS MANIFESTO 

The Arctic... 

Beautiful. Desolate. Fragile. There’s something magical about even the name itself. I heard recently that of¬ 
ten times the most difficult path is also the right one. Well, this project was definitely one of the most painstaking 
and difficult creative challenge we have ever undertaken as a band. It has also been one of the most inspiring - a rare 
opportunity to reach into our imagination and push the limits of what’s possibile. It will always be an important part 
of our story and a defining element of our lives. 

It’s still hard to believe that we were actually there, two hundred miles north of the Arctic circle, carrying our 
guitars, drums, cameras and giddy selves across that endless and alien frozen tundra, watching as the ice cracked its 
thunderous warnings under our feet and shot what is our love letter to this magnificent and, sadly, soon to be lost 
treasure. 

It almost didn’t happen. In fact, we were pretty much convinced it wouldn’t happen. We even considered 
abandoning the idea after being told many times by very smart, educated, well-grounded and rational people that 
we were indeed out of our collective fucking minds for even thinking we could shoot a 'music video’ in the Arctic circle. 

"Wouldn’t a green screen do the trick? Who will know the difference???" 

Yes, this was actually suggested as an option. And no it wasn't the way we wanted to go. For us, it was so 
much more about the journey, about actually being there, and we weren’t interested in manipulating or manufactur¬ 
ing that experience. By the way, to clarify, there is absolutely no green screen in the project at all. Everything we shot 
was 100 % real and filmed in the Arctic. Real and cold. But in some ways their concerns were valid: constant technical 
issues, the schematics of travel and production, cost, the 192 different kinds of insurance we needed and couldn’t get, 
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the very real dangers involved, and finding a group of people insane enough to join us. All of these became hurdles 
that we somehow managed to jump, either out of bravery or ignorance but fortunately, somehow, we finally landed 
in Greenland. 

After the planes, trains, boats, battles and yes, even an airline strike thrown in for good measure, we set foot 
in lllulisat - a gorgeous town known for its icebergs - pulled our gear off the plane and immediately launched into 
a mad scramble and began shooting in a spirited race with the weather and a precarious dance with our delicate 
surroundings. 

We were too awe struck and having too much fun to notice, but this was probably the most dangerous and 
exhilarating thing we've ever done in our entire lives. From tempting fate atop the gargantuan icebergs that were 
literally breaking apart under our feet (the most amazing sound I’ve ever heard), to standing on the edge of the very 
real and the very, very slippery 200-foot ice cliffs, to hearing our safety guide say he was in fear for his life, to the 
threat of having to spend the night on that gorgeous but quite cold and tricky glacier for the night, it was a full on 
adventure in the best sense of the word. And honestly, we can’t wait to go back. 

As beautiful as it was and excited as we were, I have to admit it was virtually impossible to shoot anything at 
all in that extremely challenging environment. We had the phenomenally good luck of a few hours a day of decent 
sunlight but mostly it was a fierce fight with the fog, clouds, wind, rain, equipment, schedule, dogs, seals and those 
pesky and unpredictable animals called human beings. It all added up to us being incredibly lucky to have even gotten 
a few decent shots a day... Oh yeah, and the fact that literally days before we left we didn’t even think we would 
make it there at all definitely helped add to the chaos. Fun! Who needs preproduction anyway... 

By the way, we know its been a long wait for some of you, it has been for us as well. We send our sincere 
apologies for all the delays and changes in release dates and we really appreciate your patience. This project has 
been an enormous undertaking involving new technology and methods of working that extended the "normal" 
procedures. Overall preproduction, shooting, and post took over 6 months (and counting!) with editing taking a full 
month in three different countries. Additionally, because of a tech problem we had to re-edit the entire piece which 
took another 3.5 weeks! Yes that’s SIX MONTHS. We admit this is slightly insane considering its a 5 minute piece....but 
c’est la vie, it had to be! 

This is definitely a departure from the two previous videos and we are excited about that. It’s not a piece 
based on a fantasy oriented narrative or surrealistic adventure like The Kill or From Yesterday. As proud as we are of 
both of those projects we felt it was time to walk down a different path. Besides the use of some symbolic/metaphoric 
imagery A Beautiful Lie is a very simple story that is, for the most part, a traditional, performance-based video that 
happens to be shot in an exotic and ridiculously beautiful but endangered wilderness. For us, this was definitely a 
case of the journey being the destination and the process of plotting, planning, dreaming and executing will always 
be as important - if not more - than the end result. 

For the record, let me state loud and clearly: We do not profess to be experts on the environmental conditions 
of the planet. We do not pretend to live our lives in perfect harmony with the Earth making sure that every time 
we exhale we purchase green tags to offset the carbon emissions that come from all the hot air we admittedly 
toss around. And yes, we are aware of the implications and banal social dangers that could come with making an 
environmental statement in a music video. But we were compelled and inspired to move forward regardless and it 
ultimately came down to us asking ourselves... 

"Is it better to do this than to not?” 

The answer was a resounding "yes" and we jumped in. Because this is such a hot topic and a cause celebre 
we thought long and hard about what, why, and whether we were actually going to go through with this at all. 
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Ultimately, we decided that being part of the solution - or even just attempting to be a part of solution - is better than 
silting around and complaining about it. If, after all of this, in the smallest way possible, we are part of that solution 
rather than the problem then it will have been worth it all. 

We all know by now that our planet is in deep trouble. We have abused it horribly and we are paying the 
price. It’s time to try to do what we can, both as individuals and collectively, to find better and kinder ways to live. It’s 
not our right; it’s our responsibility. We are all guilty. We can all change. 

With this video, abeautifullie.org and the making-of, we hope that we can share with you all in some small 
way the experience that inspired us so much and that you can join us in this great adventure. We know you were 
there in spirit and, as always, supporting our collective dreams together. Thank you all so much for your relentless 
belief, for your constant encouragement, and for the limitless inspiration you give us. 

We are so very excited for what’s next.

Jeanie Kortum’s novel Ghost Vision (1983) is the story of a twelve year old Greenland boy’s discovery of his 
shamanic vocation. Travelling with his father to a summer tent camp, Panipaq experiences a series of visions which 
he cannot understand. At the camp, he is unable to shoot his first seal or catch hawks with the other children, and he 
displeases his father when he suggests that they leave small meat offerings to thank the spirits. Later, he meets old 
Inuk, a shaman, who tells him the meanings of the visions and explains to him that the boy is an angakok. Travelling 
out of his body, Panipaq travels to the bottom of the sea where he meets Neqivik, mother of the sea mammals, and 
atones for his father’s misdeeds. When he reports his experiences to the awe-struck members of the tent camp, 
the father angrily decides to take him home, ignoring the warnings of impending storms. Panipaq falls through the 
broken ice, is rescued by Neqivik, and is able to reconcile his father to his shamanic powers and the old ways, before 
returning to his home, mother, and a new baby brother. (...)’’

Some awesome facts about the A Beautiful Lie video: 

The crew refused to set foot on the glacier because it was deemed too dangerous 

The weather was so cold that taking your hood off for a minute could result in frostbite. Their hoods were off 
for the entire video. 

39 hours of film were shot. 5 minutes of slow motion were used, all and all about 1:59 of footage. 

It was filmed from a helicopter by amatures, because of the dangerous conditions on the actual iceburg 

The black lines you see in the video are huge slits in the ice. Thousands of others are unseen. The glaciers 
were literally breaking under their feet. 

If you look closely during part of the video you can see pools in the glaciers. These are water pools from the 
glacier melting. 

At one point (Though edited out) Jared slips and starts to fall down the slippery hill. He saves himself about 
20 feet from falling off the cliff. 

It took almost a year to plan, took a week to film, and 6 months to edit. 

Jared directed, (partially) paid for, and edited the video himself. He edited it on 3 different countries while 
filming his new movie Mr. Nobody. 

The original idea was to film in Antarctica, and the crew wanted it filmed on a green screen. Jared refused to 
back down and Greenland was eventually chosen for the video (And no green screen was ever used) 

The band had to carry all of their own equiptment on and off of the helicopter. In the scene with the flags, 
the helicopter caused so much wind that Shannon’s drum set would go flying 30 feet away. 

192 kinds of insurance were required to shoot the video. 

It was so dangerous that the helicopter crew said if not returned to the chopper at a certain time, they would 
leave without them and the band would have to sleep on the glacier. 

When Jared got the tapes to edit, the company gave him the wrong playback machine. He had to pay thou¬ 
sands of his own dollars to rent the correct machine. 

For every pound of carbon emissions, they purchase green tags to offset the environmental damage.

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’A Beautiful Lie’ video: a numerological approach (2008-02-1416:19) - public

I have another post about 30 Seconds and numerology for the ones who are interested. Do you remember 
[1] [2]alyssamuse 

’s post about the band-members’ birthdates? Do have a look at it [3]here. The conclusion she came to is that all 
of them had the same 'number of birth’, namely 11. Which is... startling, to say the least. A very... unlikely thing 
to happen. But keep this in mind when you read what follows. This is not my personal research: I got this via-via a 
numerologist. 

This concerns the release date - the ’date of birth’ - of the music-video ’ABL’. As we know that video was first 
posted on MySpace: at the exact moment it popped up it was the 29th for some but still the 28th in the US. I heard 
through the grape-vine that that first release was a mistake (not the final edit of the vid). Anyway, it got deleted a 
few hours later and re-uploaded. We’re the 29th for some and perhaps already the 30th for others (??). So what 
date do we keep? There are several ways to look at this. One, since it was a global release, you could just go with 
whatever the date/time was, adjusted to Greenwich Mean Time which is the universally respected standard. Or, 
two, you could choose the date/time relative to the specific location of the band (as the creative entity respon¬ 
sible) - i.e., where Jared was, exactly, when he ’’gave birth." Which, as it turns out, will both give you the same answer. 

The simplest way for me to calculate this is: Jared was on tour in the UK, which means he was 1 hour ahead 
of me (Paris time) and for me almost everything happened on the 29th: the first release on MySpace, the [4]an- 
nouncement by Big Brother on the boards, the video being deleted, and probably the upload as well (since someone 
made [5]a post about it on the boards shortly after midnight my time). [6]On MySpace the date for the (2e) video is 
the 29th too. I admit my arguments are not conclusive, but let’s suppose that Jared meant the ’date of birth’ of his 
video to be February the 29th. 


In numerology, one needs to reduce all dates to single digits. You add all the individual numbers together and 
keep reducing until you get a single digit, one through nine. 11 and 22 however, are master number, and in most 
circumstances once you get to 11 or 22, you don’t reduce them any further. 

To find a destiny number, the simplest method is to take just the day of 'birth', or beginning (for say, a mar¬ 
riage or a business, in this case a video), and reduce it. 

date: 1/29/2008 

The destiny number, using the simplest computation is: 2 + 9 = 11. 

Eleven again. 

Okay, that’s not all. Using the whole date of ’birth’ number is a slightly more complex method of computing a 
destiny number - aka a life lessons number, or a life path number - you may find it called other things as well. 

You add all the numbers from the whole date together and reduce: 

1 + 2 + 9 + 2 + 0 + 0 + 8 = 22. 

.Hand 22. 
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Maybe it’s just a coincidence... 


Both number eleven and twenty-two can (and have) been described as delicately poised between spiritual/material, 
good/evil, positive negative. Dualities. Eleven (1 + 1) reduces to two. The essence of the dyad. Twenty-two is a 
compound two. Take the two, make them one. ’’Eleven is the number of revelation, transcendental enlightenment, 
and martyrdom. It represents the combination of God (1) and the World (10).” (Ten = the tetraktys)

T HERE IS something unusual about the queue 
snaking its way out from the glass front doors 
of Liverpool's Mountford Hall. It's more than 
the fact that the crowd is diverse, a mixture 
of ages, sexes, sizes and even nationalities. 
Listen closely and there are clues to be had. The crowd 
are talking in the past tense, not about going to see a 
gig, but about having just seen one. And very recently. 
Just 40 minutes ago these 700 people - and 1,300 more 
- were squeezed inside this university hall, screaming 
their faces off as Jared Leto bid them goodnight. 

At least for the moment. 

Leto is keen to stress that 30 Seconds To Mars like to 
do things differently. Lots of bands are keen to make 
the same claim, but in this case there is supporting 
evidence. After leaving the stage, the headline act 
return to their dressing room. While the hall empties, 
a table and three chairs are stationed in front of the 
venue's main bar. Thirty minutes later, Leto and his 
bandmates - brother Shannon on drums as well as 
guitarist Tomo Milicevic - position themselves at this 
spot and, with markers in hand, instruct the Showsec 
security men to open the bar's main doors. 

Security seem uncertain, as if this is out of keeping 
with protocol. Which, of course, it is. 

"It's okay," says Jared Leto, gently, as if encouraging a 
young child to take the stabilisers off his bike. "It's okay, 
let 'em all in." 

And so it is that 700 people make their way back into 
the venue in order to meet the members of 30 Seconds 
To Mars. For the next 65 minutes the band will sign 
every poster, every CD, every ticket stub, every piece 
of merchandise and every body part thrust their way. 

It's testament to the uniqueness of the experience that, 
despite his Jacuzzi eyes and languid smile, only two fans 
ask for a signature on their actual person, and having 
| been asked Leto seems unsure of how to proceed with 
■ such requests. Overall this seems not to be about sex, or 
even infatuation; it seems to be about family. 

At exactly this moment, 4,000 miles west, hopeful 
presidential candidates Barack Obama and Hillary 
Clinton are charming the people of Florida. In Europe's 
2008 City Of Culture, Leto is doing the same, and in a 
similar way. He tells each person that he'll see them at 
the Give It A Name festivals in May, he speaks to mums 
and sisters on mobile phones, and he points suitable 
vox-pop worthy fans over to the journalist. 

"Go talk to him," he says, gesturing at me. "Tell him all 
\ about yourself." 
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» Sam is from Liverpool, is 17, and has a 30 Seconds To 
Mars tattoo on his arm. His mum said it was okay for 
him to be inked so long as his father accompanied him 
L to the appointment. Sam thinks tonight's headliners 
I are better than The Beatles. Three minutes behind him

Best of all is 
F Lyly, from Luxembourg. She too has travelled over for 
the tour. Lyly works for NATO, and will criss-cross the 
ocean in order to combine work commitments with her 
love for this band. She doesn't say whether her absence 
from her desk places the security of Europe at risk. Now 
in her 40s, Lyly will see at least half of the dates on this 
I tour: Liverpool, Leeds, London, Paris, Amsterdam... 

"It’ll be hard work but it'll be worth it," she says.

Done, but not finished; the band 
are now off back to their dressing room to watch a 
video of tonight's performance.

((IV yiY CONCERN," says Jared Leto, "is with the 
l\ /Iquality of the output. My concern," he says, 

I V I "is with making sure that everything we do 
is of the highest possible quality. My concern," he says, 
t "is for the people who have taken the trouble to come 
and see us play. Some of these people have travelled 
long distances, and it's their night. They've come a long 
way, they've taken trouble, they've spent hard earned 
money.

If I were travelling around the world and people were 
following me.

"No, never," he says. Leto says these words as if he's 
answering the question, have you ever been black? 

Why wouldn't people travel from 
Versailles or Verona to Liverpool or Leeds to see the 
band? Because it's not his band, it's theirs. 

"I know this might sound like bullshit," he says, "but 
this thing belongs to them as much as it does to us. We 
are a family of friends." 

At 10 minutes past two on a gunmetal grey Merseyside 
afternoon, 30 Seconds To Mars arrive at Matchworks 
studio, a photography studio on the outskirts of the city. 
Straight away they seem like a gang: noisy and voluble, 
intelligent and likeable. Six miles away the queues are 
i already forming outside the Mountford Hall, but in the 
hours before showtime 30STM are just three Americans 
who are easier company than you might have imagined 
them to be. 

Immediately, tiny differences between them and other 
bands can be seen. The group don't have a security 
guard, or guards, which given the level at which they 
(and especially Jared) now operate is unheard of. Even at 
the signing table tonight there is nothing between band 
and audience, nothing preventing someone launching a 
kidnap attempt. The band have stylists, but they don't

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have airs and graces. It's not as if he's arrived wearing a 
Tesco uniform, but the frontman is laden down with his 
own bags. Naturally, carrying your own bags is no big 
deal. Even so, you'd be amazed how many bands get 
someone else to do it for them. 

“Why don't I have a security guard?" wonders Leto, 
but only because he's been asked. There is time to get a 
haircut while you wait for his answer, which is, “I don't 
know... I guess don't want [a security guard]. I'd like to 
think I don't need one." 

As the lens shutter snaps, a stylist brushes away an 
errant strand of hair from the bridge of Jared Leto's 
nose. While a foreign hand puts every hair in place, Leto 
says: “Okay, everyone, look natural." 

Between shots, he tells stories. He tells about the 
time he got his band stranded on a descent from Cape 
Town's Table Mountain, and how only "the miracle" 
of moonlight and the glow of a thousand fireflies 
saved them from what might well have been death. 

He thinks about this for a moment; thought gone, he 
begins to sing along to a Pearl Jam CD, crooning the 
chorus to Alive with a baritone honk that is as funny as 
it is exaggerated. As Eddie Vedder's vocal gives way to 
Mike McCready's guitar solo, Leto iooks down at the 
Blackberry he holds in his hands. Talking and typing at 
the same time, he reveals that he sends "at least" 400 
emails a day, and receives an equal number. Probably 
more, actually. He reckons the amount of time that 
would elapse between him losing his 8lackberry and 
"totally freaking out" would be "five minutes, tops." 

"If that," reckons Milicevic. V 

T HIS ISN'T a vanity project, so don't think that it is. 

Years ago, in its original incarnation, 30 Seconds To 
Mars played the Camden Barfly, and no one cared. 
Undeterred, in 2003 the band were joined by Croatian- 
American Tomo Milicevic. Milicevic's father ran a Dunkin' 
Donuts franchise in Pontiac, Michigan, a satellite city of 
Detroit. Each night could be heard gun shots, as common 
as crickets. On one of these nights an errant bullet hit 
the son in the leg. In shock, Tomo Milicevic saw himself 
bleeding and started laughing. The next day he realised 
it could have just as easily been his head. He wanted to 
keep the bullet, but the hospital wouldn't let him. 

Today, Milicevic is sitting alongside Jared Leto in the 
upstairs back lounge of 30 Seconds To Mars' tour bus. 

The pair are eating green noodles and cheese and ham 
quiche from paper plates. Outside, Liverpool's two 
Cathedrals appear to roll by; inside, the plush red decor 
is pristine and homely. The world's tidiest tour bus is on 
its way to Leeds. 

"So this place we're playing tonight," asks Shannon. 

"You say it's where The Who recorded [classic live 
album] Live At Leeds?" 

Leeds University? Yes. 

"Are you sure?" 

Bet the house on it. 

"Cool!" 

already the first of tonight's 2,000 fans are queuing in

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the West Yorkshire cold. In fact, there are no tickets 
left for any night of this three week European tour. 
Ten thousand people have paid to see the band in 
London, 5,000 in Paris, and on and on. Back home in 
America, A Beautiful Lie, the band's second album, 
has sold more than a million copies. Elsewhere, sales 
are similarly airborne. All the while the men who 
created it are trying to keep their feet on the ground 
and their eyes at the same level as the people they 
would never dream of calling 'fans'. 

"It is difficult," admits the singer. "The bigger we 
get the harder it becomes to keep the [one on one] 
connection with people who come and see us. There 
are some venues that are just too big for us to do 
our signing sessions, for example. But we try and 
find creative solutions to practical problems. I'm not 
telling you what these are, but we're working on it." 

It wasn't always like this, of course it wasn't. In 
2006, in the US alone 30 Seconds To Mars logged 
140,000 miles in their tour bus. One of their many 
bus drivers was addicted to crystal meth, and would 
fall asleep behind the wheel, only to be woken by 
the rat-a-tat-tat of the turrets on the dividing lane of 
the freeway. They'd play anywhere, barbeque pits, 
college towns at a time of year that meant they had 
no college students in them. At a truck stop in Texas, 
where Shannon claims to have freed two caged 
tigers. One suspects, though, that this story might be 
bollocks. 

"Just look in my eyes," he says, with a wink of a 
smile, when asked, for the 15th time, if the tale is 
true. 

But while the wheels on the bus went round and 
round, the band inside it were on the up and up. And 
while everyone on board worked hard, Jared Leto 
worked as if his life depended on it. Ask him and he 
would probably say that it does. It still does. Over 
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the course of the two days from which this piece was 
written, he involves himself with the minutiae of band 
business. He's in conference with his manager on the 
subject of the group's new video. Pre-gig, he's onstage 
in Liverpool wondering about the layout of the 
backline. In the dressing room at Leeds he's enquiring 
as to whether it's possible to hire lasers for later in the 
tour. Back in the hotel, he stalls sleep by working until 
4am. 

"I care about this," he says. "For a long time this is 
what I've wanted to do, and I want to do it right. I 
dedicate every waking moment to working on this 
band. I want to create something that's special to me, 
to us, and to the people who come and see us." 

A ND THIS is what it's all for. For an hour and five 
minutes onstage at the Mountfield Hall in the 
lovely city of Liverpool, Jared Leto and 30 Seconds 
To Mars prove that if its built right then people will 
come. It's virtually impossible to catch a glimpse of 
the band onstage. The venue is paralysingly hot and 
painfully cramped. This seems to matter not a jot to 
the 2,000 people raving at the stage. It's like a self- 
fulfilling prophecy. The band feeds the audience and 
the audience feeds the band. Everything is one. They 
all gorge together. 

Nineteen hours later, Leeds rolls into view. Elland 
Road football stadium herald's the outskirts of the city, 
as rain threatens and darkness descends. It's taken 
three hours to drive here, and Jared Leto doesn't seem 
to have stopped talking for the duration of the ride. 

But while he's inexhaustible, he's not at all exhausting. 
"All the time I'm searching for a connection," he says. 
At the beginning of the 1980s Ian MacKaye and his 
friends formed a hardcore punk band by the name 
of Minor Threat. One of this group's purposes was 
to distil the difference between artist and audience 
down to nothing. Minor Threat did not, and could not, 
last. And while 30 Seconds To Mars bear no obvious 
relationship to MacKaye's outfit, in one respect, and in 
some fashion, they have kept this ideal alive. 

Leaving the bus I'm reminded of something that

happened a few years ago. It was 2005 and I 
was at the Top Of The Pops studios with Green 
Day. A young fan whose mother worked for 
the BBC stood waiting alongside me, hoping 
for an autograph. As the band came into view 
she stepped forward with her pen and paper. 
Before she'd even made her request, Green 
Day's security had brushed her away and the 
group were whisked inside the dressing room. 

I'm reminded of this because outside of 30 
Seconds To Mars' tour bus this evening stands 
a young fan with her grandfather. The bus has 
arrived at the back of the venue, where the 
dressing rooms are situated. These two people 
are standing alone, waiting in the dark. The fan 
is nervous and shy; her grandfather is dressed 
smartly, an old Yorkshire gentleman. In his 
hands he holds an ancient Olympus camera. 
Would Jared pose for a photograph, they 
wonder? Well, er, it's not my place to say, 
but... 

Emerging from the door of the bus, Jared 
Leto hears the request. He has no security 
guard to protect him from people who pose 
him no threat, and no desire, it would seem, 
to be anywhere other than with the person 
with whom he's speaking. Of course he'll 
pose for a photograph. First of all with the 
young lady, then with her grandfather. But 
he doesn't hurry off. He stands and chats, 
not so much answering questions as making 
conversation. About the old camera, about 
being in Leeds, about this, about that. The 
look on both the man and the girl's face as 
he finally makes his way into the venue is 
worth every word of this piece.

Beardsley, as other artists from the Aesthetic Movement was influenced by Japanese art: this was the first time 
western art and culture had to wrestle with the oriental way of conceptualizing things. Kind of makes you think of 
Jared and his ’’From Yesterday” experience, no? 

Under the Hill is an unfinished erotic tale from Beardsley, based loosely on the legend of Tannhauser: a 13th 
century German Minnesanger and poet whose works have been partially transmitted to us through the ages. He 
became the subject of a legend: "The legendary account makes Tannhauser a knight and poet who found the 
[7]Venusberg, the subterranean home of [8]Venus, and spent a year there worshipping the goddess. After leaving the 
Venusberg, Tannhauser is filled with remorse, and travels to [9]Rome to ask [10]Pope Urban IV if it is possible to be 
absolved of his sins. Urban replies that forgiveness is as impossible as it would be for his papal staff to blossom. Three 
days after Tannhauser’s departure Urban’s staff blooms with flowers; messengers are sent to retrieve the knight, 
but he has already returned to Venusberg, never to be seen again." ([lljWiki) Well, considering Jared’s passion for 
mythology and for the art of reusing classic myth motifs in a contemporary fashion, this looks like adequate literature, 
doesn’t it?

Interview focusing mainly on the early days leading up to the record deal. The release of the S/T got delayed 
due to 9/11. Originally, it would have had a different title and artwork. 


The band is being represented as a "three piece” one. Tomo’s name is thrown in at an inconvenient moment, 
no mentioning of Matt or Tim (*coughs*). 


G etting a record deal is ddlicuit Getting a record deal based 
on an unmarked demo vritfi no biography or promotional pic¬ 
ture and the otter of a showcase two boors' drive away from 
most record label offices is nigh on impossible This is what a 
three-piece brood mg rock band from los Angeles found out 
when they sent anonymous packages to label reps and invited them to watch 
the group play in Santa Barbara. 

A grand total of four representatives Irom the recording industry made the 
Journey that night The band <M what they always did: set their gear up and 
played their set o! 13-mmute songs that braced the worlds of eiectionk. 
psychedelic and alternative rock. Surprising^, as they packed down they 
were told by a couple ot the aforementioned industry types that a recording 
contract would be in the post tomorrow and that they would cad on Monday to 
cement the deal An amaying result given the questionable strategy employed 
by the band Monday came No one cased The postbox was empty. That band. 
30 Seconds To Mars, carried on regardless 

“Maybe if I was rich then it would 

have been easier.” Jared Leto 

We were so naive then - we had no idea how ridiculous it was to showcase tor 
record labels so tar away from lA." recalls Irontman Jared Leto with a smile. 
"When we wanted to get a record deal we didn't go out and make press pack¬ 
ages or get a big lancy manager and try to manipulate a deal, we just played 
shows and invited people to them. It was simple logic' 

That mght was more than 10 years ago. and despite the unorthodox tactics 
30 Seconds To Mars are still going and still growing. As they gear up for then 
massive headlining slot at Give It A Name. Rock Sound takes a journey back to 
the beginning to find out how and why the band have made it this tar. 

IT STARTED FOR the brothers Leto in the ir.id-90s. they had 
been writing music together tor some time but they had never realty taken 
it seriously They loved what they were doing, they wanted it to be more 
than just a thing they did in their spare time together, so they decided to 
try and make something happen. 

rihen we first started realty started to obsessnety play, we would try to find 
shithote studios that were cheap that we could go in and use.* admits Shan¬ 
non. ‘Just doing that left tike a big (ump Irom the bedroom. We would play m 


garages, shitty studios or anywhere else where there was a PA 
we could rent.* 

Many ot these rehearsal room sessions were booked in an 
attempt to enlist other musicians to convert their idea 
into a band Their chosen method ot finding potential 
collaborators was unbelievably uncomplicated 
"We wcutd take a piece ot paper, write something on 
it and post it up m music stores and coftee shops.’ 
expiams Jared with a grimace ’The onty thing we got 
(rom that was a bunch of tucking weirdos' 

The brothers laugh about it now. but the experience 
was not so comical at the time. 

"We knew what we did not want and we certainty 
found a lot of them,' Shannon continues. 'In 
hindsight we should have I limed the people that 
came through the doer, it would have made 
great footage for a DVD.* 
mere they really that bad? 

'Yeah* Jared states emphatically. "We 
had metyooe (rom Slash's clone to 
Slash's nemesis ne had Yngme Maim 
steen guitar gods trom the gtntar 
school to Ml on punk rockers The 
tag challenge was Imdmg someone 
that you liked and were interested 
in and could get along with who 
was also capable of waikmg 
the tine line between the 
sounds we were interested 
in. ft'e found either we got 
metatheads who just wanted 
to shred or else we got people 
who were only interested in one 
genre We got a few hair band 
wash ups too It was bad * 

For a lime the brothers felt they were never going 
to laid anybody they clicked with. A string ot bass 
players were lound and fallen out with as the 
band continued to play bve and work toward their 
record deal Undeterred, they started touring 
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AND THEY TOURED with anyone. Absolutely anyone 
'At on* time <r* opened up (of fishbone." Ja*Gd remembers with a mixture ol 
sham* an) pride. 'We opened (or a Mexican grmdcorc band once, we opened 
up lor metal bands, art rock bands or folk bands We opened lor whoever, 
wherever and whenever or we would headline ourselves: we played with an 
these dillerent bands and no on* noticed.' 

Wenling to make the difficult impossible. 30 Seconds To Mars - rounded out by 
guitarist lomo UAcevk - towed in complete anonymity during this (ms* 

■for many years we towed pretty silently We <M not have a band name, we 
just toured and played shows.' admits Jared "We were not realty interested 
m bukknq a following, it was just an experiment to us Then we realised there 
was a completion to the process o( music, you make it and then give it away 
and then people can have their own private experience ol it and then you 
come together in a public space and share something together. We wanted 
that so we started to create an identity.' 

The band never activety hid Jared (rom the audience by sitting turn 
backstage or in the van 'til it was time to go on stage, but they were smart 
about where they played. Most ol their touring was done outside oUos 
Angeles in places where no one ever expected to see an actor fronting a 
rock band. Thus many ol the early shows took place in roadside biker bars 
old churches, community centres libraries and dive bars in Nowheresville. 
Anywheretown Anywhere unexpected. 

It was challenging having me in the band.' admits Jared. 'We knew it wor*l 
»e a challenge and we were very aware that it would take more work than 
maybe it I had not been in the group: 

But. undaunted by the challenge, the band put the work in. Long-time Rock 
Sound squeere Jonah Matranga remembers a mghl shared with the band when 
he was fronting seminal alt-rockers far. 

We were playing some tiny little place with no slage in central CaMornia,' 
Matranga begins 'Raul from immortal (Records) had called to say that a band 
they were thinking about signing was on the hill that nigh!, he told me the 
t-nger was an actor, which is never a good sign" 

His worst (ears were realised when teenage girls were circling the band at 
dad-in asking if he' was there yet. and a terse introduction to Jared added to 
his apprehension But something changed once the two got talking. 

■Jared's demeanour immediately changed when he realised I wasn't there to 
staifuck him.' Matranga continues Die chatted tor a bit about his strange 
circumstance, how he was burnt on acting and was a lot more excited about 
the idea ol being in the band. I probably smiled and said. Careful what you 
wish lor' or something, and we went back to loading gear. He truly did seem 
happy to be there, doing the completely unromantic Stull that goes with being 


in a band, that is somehow the most romantic stud ol all I gained more and 
more respect lor him as the band stayed together. Never really listened to 
them, but fust that he kept going was to be commended, there were so many 
easier paths he could have taken.' 

INITIALLY THE BAND members would convoy to shows 
like that m their cars, they would take turns to lead the pack and read the 
map. pulling m at gas stations to refill and swap positions. II was not just 
shows in and around Cahlorrva either, they would undertake lull tours ol 
America this way. All part ol the adrenture. finding romance in the most 
unromantic parts ol touring hie. A major breakthrough came when the band 
could allord lo graduate to a motor home they could all travel in together 
Spirits were high, but so were the sides of the relatively small touring 
vehicle and thus the elation was short-lived. 

'We actually had to get rid ol that Rv: Jared admits The wind nearly blew it 
over when we were driving across Arirona The van was loo tad and the wind 
was blowing so hard we couldn't dnve anymore It actually got Mown over a 
lew limes before Ihat too."

'No.' continues Shannon 'But it was like sailing being in the van when the 
wind was up though, you had to lean into it to keep the wheels on the ground

and let the music speak for itself." Jared Leto 
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tt is hard to picture such a scene as Rock Sound 
sits with the brothers in the upper boa lounge of 
their immaculate tour liner. Inside a runner han¬ 
dles a tew last minute errands, a stylist from an 
earlier photoshoot waits to cut Jared s hair, while 
a tour manager and large technical crew take care 
of front of house before the band play another 
sold out show to a crowd of thousands But it 
happened, just as the brothers signed their record 
contract without proper legal representation, 
choosing to read arxf handle contract negotia¬ 
tions themselves. A lot ot things happened, but 
the band always survived. 

The band survived a lot, not least the delay of 
their debut record. 

"Vie were supposed to put out our debut in 2001 
but then September h happened and everything 
changed.' recalls Jared sombrely, "tt was a huge 
tragedy and everyone was watching, wading and 
trying to work out what they left was appropriate. 


Our album tale 'Welcome to the Universe' was 
changed, the origmal artwork was changed be¬ 
cause of it because it was an image of military war. 
a beautiful Image of something incredibly violent. It 
was just something that would not work m a post- 
#11 landscape R put the album back 10 months." 
The album eventually came out and 13-minute 
epics had condensed into sir minute Bfork and 
Radiohead-impued space rock experiments that 
bore just enough in common with the popular nu 
metal bands of the time to aRow the band to tour 
and grow more for most of this period 30STM did 
not talk to the press, instead budding a fanbase 
based on the constantly improving live shows. 

"We took the approach of a band like tool and 
let the music speak for itsetl.' admits Jared "We 
knew how difficult it was going to be to change 
perceptions so we didn't bother our serves with it 
for a while. We knew that wc had something that 
excited us and something that excited friends and 
(amity, so we just waited for < to work on people 
we did not know.' 

So they carried on touring and carried on distilling 
their influences mto a sound that had the sue 
and scope and impact they wanted They released 
a second record, to the surprise of many who 
thought the band was just a vanity project the 
actor needed before he went back to his mam 
career, his proper' job. The band then took on the 
press, first in America then eventuaty overseas 
They toured more to larger crowds and soW over a 
endhon records. They made t. More than a decade 
alter dtshearterung open auditions, convoying 
round America to shows and lhat disastrous 
showcase. 30 Seconds To Mars stand on merit as a 
successful rock band. Why? 

"Sacrifice * states Jared bfuntty. H is so impor¬ 
tant and the reason we are here today " 

It was nearly impossible for a band like 30 Sec¬ 
onds To Macs to make it. but they have, love them 
or hate them, it is nearly impossible to deny them 
their success 


IN IT FOR THE MONEY? 

Rock Sound knows what you are thinking Jared leto. super- 
famous actor bankrolls all the band's mega videos We know you 
thmk this because we thought this too. Until leto put us right 
"When the band was making demos and unsigned we all put 
money mto it. but once we signed a record deal we never put 
any money mto the band," he recalls "We reaiy thought that 
If it was real we really would not have to do that. I never made 
a lot of money as an actor, so I did not have lots of money 
to throw around Maybe if I was rich then it would have been 
easier, but there has only been one time I have put money into 
the band personally, and that was so that we could go on tour 
tor loltapahw/a 2003 because the label would not give us lour 
support as vre were in between albums I fen like it was the righl 
thmg lo do. So I paid for that out of my savings " 

Not rich 7 Posvbe, lot much of h»s working Me leto has worked 
for 'Scale', a level of pay set by the Screen Actors Guild for afl 
performers of the union which guarantees them a minimum fee 
for their part and other basic contractual issues such as meal 
breaks overtime fees and accommodation costs. Obnousfy tins 
is more than you or I earn but. impoitantly. it is much less than 
many Ihmk lie earns every tune he appears in (root of a camera. 
‘People see you m a film and imagine that you are nch.” he notes 
"throughout lhat whole period of the first album we did not have 
much money at a*. I was not working often as an actor and when l 
was it was usuaffy a smaa part in a film To get the money together 
for Ihcvtleo for A Beautiful lie’ we actual^ used a settlement 
from a lawsuit, a corporation used some 30 Seconds to Mars 
content inappropriatety and we took the Wood money and used it 
to shoot a film fee the environmental effort we were interested in." 
The epic video, filmed on location in the Arctic Circle in a town 
called liulissal. took IB months to plan and was not just a chat- 
tenge financially. 

"Two days before we went there someone fell mto an 
> iceberg and died." remembers brother Shannon. "The 
icebergs are always changing and moving and during 
I' f one shot we see Tomo jump, and he heard the shotgun 

sound which means the ice is about to split underneath 
l him It was scary because it was all under the radar, it was 
a completely sketch video We were not covered by insur- 
rt ance for most ot it and no one was unionised. The director 
\\ of photography was the otvfy legit dude on the crew."

This is an old interview, [l]published on Associated Content, by a journalist who is also a fan and self-proclaimed 
member of the Echelon. Not directly related to the band’s iconography and symbolism, but interesting. 

The interview is with Matt, it was conducted on 11 December 2006. 


Even 30 Seconds to Mars frontman, Jared Leto, has asked the question, ’’what’s with the fascination with the 
Echelon?’’ Being a proud member of the band’s extremely loyal fan base myself, I can assure you there is much to 
be fascinated by. If you were to look up the definition for the word ’fan’ you would probably find this (courtesy of 
Wikipedia): ’’The word fan refers to someone who has an intense, occasionally overwhelming liking of a sporting 
club, person, group of persons, [2]work of art, idea, or trend.” That sounds simple enough, and in most cases true. I 
don’t know, however, if that definition alone could come close to describing the passion the Echelon has for their 
[3]men of 30 Seconds to Mars. 

On December 11, 2006, I had an opportunity to do something that any member of the Echelon would be hon¬ 
ored to do. I had the pleasure of interviewing Matt Wachter, the massively talented bassist (and all around nice guy) 
for 30 Seconds to Mars. We talked about 30’s many successes over the past year, the Echelon, what’s coming next 
for the band, and billy goats (yes, billy goats). For anyone who has had the pleasure of meeting Matt in person and 
talked with him for five minutes, it is no surprise that he can be as [4]funny as he is intelligent and talented. We’ll get 
to Mr. Wachter’s amusing and thought-provoking insights in just a moment. 

The casual reader of this article might take a look at it and say, ’’what’s the big deal? Every major rock group 
in history has had their share of loyal fans.” I could understand that statement if, in fact, the Echelon were like any 
other group of fans dedicated to their band of choice. It might be even easier to understand that statement if the 
band itself treated their fans the same way all the other ’’major rock bands in history” treated theirs. Having seen 
the relationship between members of the Echelon and our [5]men from Mars first hand, I can say there is definitely 
something greater at [6]work here.something far greater. 

I should say at this point that 30 Seconds to Mars is not the first band I have ever taken a liking to during my 
lifetime. In fact, there was a famous rock band that held my [7]heart for 25 years. I have seen them live many times 
and [8]love their music. The difference between 30 Seconds to Mars and this unnamed band is how they are with 
their fans. This is something I touch on during my [9]interview with 30’s bassist, Matt Wachter. I asked Matt what he 
thought it was about 30 Seconds to Mars that inspires the kind of connection they have with the Echelon. ’’We’re 
just so damn handsome”, he says with complete seriousness before trailing off into laughter. ”No, I’m kidding. You 
know, for us, well at least for myself and I think I can speak for the rest of the guys, growing up and being a fan of 

music.a BIG fan of music, you want to have a connection, with your favorite artist or you want to meet them, or 

maybe get an autograph, or maybe just to talk to them and tell them, you know, thanks for the inspiration. Growing 
up, for myself, I never really had that opportunity because like I said earlier, a lot of bands just kind of remain in 
their world and that’s tine. I respect that completely. But with us we wanted to do something different. That’s why 
after every single show for the past five years we’ve stayed afterwards and signed anything the [lOjkids want. Then 
beyond that we’re out by the bus like talking with people, taking photos, just connecting.” 

Matt made an excellent point, likely without giving any thought to the impact his words make in the hearts of 
the Echelon. There was never even an opportunity to get up close and personal with my former favorite band, get an 
autograph, let alone chat with them by the bus and take numerous pictures. These are things that the members of 
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30 Seconds to Mars, Jared and Shannon Leto, Tomo Milicevic and Matt Wachter make a conscious decision to do at 
each and every show. Their bond with the Echelon is so strong that when Tomo found out my son was on crutches 
across the street from the last venue we saw them [ll]play at, he decided to run across the street and down into 
the parking lot to see him and take [12]pictures with him. What band does that? They spend so much time with the 
fans, in fact, that they constantly refer to them as their [13]family and it is evident that the fans could not agree more. 

The sense of [14]family that the band creates with their fans does not come without its share of trials and 
tribulations. Though it may not be evident to those just now being introduced to 30’s music, the band has been 
playing together professionally for several years and released a self-titled [15]album in 2002. The Echelon formed 
at the beginning of a journey that has taken the band to where they are now, on what seems to be a neverending 
rise to the top of the rock universe. Since the release of ’A Beautiful Lie’ there has been an influx of newer fans who 
may not be familiar with 30’s earlier music. This does not always sit well with the tried and true members of the 
Echelon who have been steadfastly supporting their guys for so long. When I asked Matt if it mattered to the band 
how long their fans have been along for the ride he summed up their feelings quite well. ’’Well, of course there is 
always a place in our hearts for the ones who have been there from the beginning, but ultimately the purpose of 
our [16]music is to spread, you know, the purpose of the [17]music is we’re giving it away. It’s for anyone to make 
a connection to or to get something out of it, or maybe to help them through a hard time, so why should that be 
limited to just a certain group of people? ” ’’Inevitably there are going to be some people who feel a little deflated 
because the band may be tapping into a [18]new audience. It’s happened to almost every band I can think of. You 
know, there inevitably comes that point where they start to maybe get played on MTV or get played on the radio and 
then a lot of fans feel like they are no longer part of this tight knit secretive community. I mean, it’s a really sensitive 
issue because you ultimately, I mean we want to see the fans grow with us and embrace the changes happening and 
be excited for us being able to get through to other people.” 

Although the ever changing dynamic of the Echelon may not be [19]music to everyone’s ears, there is one 
facet of what Jared calls this ’’one big dysfunctional family” that is irreplaceable; their common goal to promote 
and support 30 Seconds to Mars. Over the past year I have had the pleasure of getting to know hundreds of 
loyal Echelon via the internet. Many of us do not know each other by first name, but rather by a screen name. 
I am known as Mars Army Girl to those dear Echelon [20]friends of mine, and somehow this is all they need to 
know where my loyalty stands. The connection between members of the Echelon is nearly as strong as the fan’s 
connection to the band. They network constantly passing along vital tour information, making plans to meet and car- 
pool to shows, plan endless road trips to follow their main [21]men on tour for several states, and they of course vote! 

This past year 30 Seconds to Mars has won numerous awards, most of which were voted on by fans. This be¬ 
gan with the MTV2 award. The internet has been a tremendous resource for the Echelon, keeping them connected 
and updated on all things 30. Whether it is through the official 30 Seconds to Mars website and their message boards, 
Myspace, Yahoo or MSN [22]groups dedicated to the band, the information is out there. When it came time to vote 
for the MTV2 award the Echelon was more than ready. This amazing group of people has one common agenda; to 
spread the word about the band and do everything in their power to make sure the world knows that 30 Seconds 
to Mars is the best thing to come onto the rock scene in many years, period. They accomplished this by voting until 
their fingers bled, securing a win by half a million votes over their competition. That kind of dedication to a group is 
unsurpassed. 

All of these accomplishments are well-deserved in the eyes of the Echelon and they were happy to be even a 
small part of the band’s successes this year. To hear bassist Matt Wachter tell it, however, the Echelon had 
EVERYTHING to do with it. I asked Matt if the fans really had that much of an impact on the band’s success in 2006. 
’’Absolutely! I think without a doubt, you know, especially in this day of high-paced information...people on the 
internet and Myspace, you know our fans are really proactive in utilizing those tools to spread the word. And I think 

just at the shear rate that.I think for the MTV2 award we won by something like, they said by half a million votes, or 

something like that? I mean, that takes a lot of people(laughs) you know, really, to commit to just sit down in front of 
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the computer and press ’VOTE’ over and over again. ” Having seen the dedication the fans put forth during the voting 
period for the MTV2 award, I would have to agree. When I relayed to Matt how myself and so many other Echelon 
spent time making graphics and banners to promote voting for this award, his praise for the hard-working fans of 30 
Seconds to Mars knew no bounds. ’’Yeah, I think that is kind of a [23]perfect example of just how involved our fans, 
like yourself, get with 30 Seconds to Mars because I think we make them feel like they are part of the family, which 
they are, you know? We get them invested in what we’re doing and they become a part of it, as opposed to a lot of 
bands who just, they draw a very clearly defined line...there’s us and then there’s you, you know? Whereas with us, 
that line is nonexistent.’’ Early on in our conversation, even with the first mention of ’the Echelon’, Matt interrupted 
me mid sentence to interject, ’’who without, by the way, none of these awards would be possible. I think it’s a total 
testament to the dedication of the Echelon and beyond, you know, um, to their commitment to 30 Seconds to Mars. 
You know, the gratitude we have....you can’t really even put it into words.’’ 

In an attempt to shift gears from exchanging words of affection for the band and the fans, I wanted to be 
sure to discuss further the many accolades 30 has received in recent months. Following their win for the MTV2 
award 30 Seconds to Mars won two Fuse Chainsaw awards (one for the band for Best Video Inspired by a Film for 
’The Kill’, and one for Jared for Prince of Darkness in ’The Kill’), an MTVU Woodie award for Best Live Action Video, 
and their [24]album ’A Beautiful Lie’ reached gold status and is quickly on it’s way to becoming platinum. The icing 
on the [25]cake occurred this past week with lead singer Jared Leto winning an award for Crossover Artist of the 
Year, for crossing over successfully from [26]film to music. The band has battled the built-in stigma of having an 
actor-turned-singer front them for a long time, though those of us in the Echelon know very well that Jared was a 
musician long before he became an actor. The fact that he won this award for Crossover artist just cements further 
the bands many achievements in 2006 and makes the future of 30 Seconds to Mars bigger and brighter than ever. 
Mr. Wachter was quick to agree. ’’For us we already felt like we had succeeded in kind of breaking the stereotypes 
and reinventing the role of actor-turned-musician, and it was just nice to be recognized for that, for Jared to be 
recognized for that and to be presented an award. That was a great honor I think.” 

Honors and awards aside, there is much more to factor in to making [27]music and sharing it with the world. 
There is the business of touring, the act of setting out on what feels like a neverending trek of playing [28]city after 
[29]city until they all become one giant blur on what’s left of the artists psyche. This is a necessary evil to keep the 
artist’s [30]music out in the public milieu, spreading the word across the country and for 30 Seconds to Mars, keeping 
the connection with their fans alive. Ultimately, the [31]music industry is a business, irregardless of the art. This fact 
is not [32]lost on Matt Wachter. ’’Let’s face facts, the rock industry or genre of [33]music is in a bad state of affairs, 
I’d say the [34]music industry in general. Touring is an expensive little business. You know, nobody’s getting rich. 
We’re doing this because we [35]love it and we want to be able to continue to keep doing that, and unfortunately it 
all comes down to the almighty dollar. Without [36]money we can’t keep doing it. ” 

Touring also brings with it its share of security problems. The Echelon has been lucky thus far to have un- 
prescedented access to the band at every show. I have spoken with many fans recently who have shown some 
concern that the ever-increasing popularity of 30 Seconds to Mars will hamper their ability to spend as much time 
with the leaders of their dysfunctional family. I asked Matt if this was a valid concern. ”1 mean, realistically, at some 
of these venues....the bigger the venues are, the further away the buses are parked and that kind of thing., and you 
know the busier we may get, so it’s really hard to say. We do everything in our power to maintain a one-on-one 
connection and we will continue to, as long as we can despite the physical and mental barriers. ” I’m sure if the 
members of the band can keep the connectedness between themselves and the fans going, they will. What could 
have an impact on that is the conduct of fans at future shows. I posed a question to Matt about some reported 
incidents at a handful of shows on the ’Welcome to the Universe’ tour where there were some crowd control 
issues. ”1 mean, there have been isolated cases at shows where things have gotten a little out of hand. Nobody has 
bodyguards or anything like that. If it does seem to be something that is a reoccurring thing then we’ll think about 
that. You know, there’s been isolated incidents where we’ve had to stop the show because things got a little out of 
hand. But I think in general everyone has a respect for each other in the crowd, and if somebody falls down you pick 
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them up: 


With the ugly side of touring behind us, I wanted to talk to Matt about the many inspirational stories I’ve 
heard from fans. I have read many accounts of how 30 Seconds to Mars have inspired fans to overcome difficult 
periods in their lives, get them through recovering from an illness or even the death of a loved one. I have my 
own story that I had the opportunity to share with the band back in August of this year. I wanted to know if Matt 
had a favorite inspirational fan story he could share with us. ’’You know what’s really touching is when we have a 
lot of soldiers who have just come [37]home from Iraq, or are going over there, or they send us [38]pictures from 
over in [39]Iraq and they are just saying how we help them get through being so far away from their [40]family and 
being in those kind of conditions. And I mean, that is something that we can really relate to, being away from our 
families....not being in a country that’s [41]war torn at the moment. But yeah, it’s really touching to hear that, to 
know that in some small way we’re helping them get through this.” 

30 Seconds to Mars inspires a nation.somehow I’m not surprised. I’ve heard it said by so many that they 

feel a truly spiritual connection to the music. I have been tremendously inspired by the collective whole of the 
[42]lyrics and [43]music these [44]men share with us. But what inspires them? I asked Matt what artist in his youth 
might have inspired him to the same degree. ’’There were many, um, some of them I’m too embarrassed to name. 
You know what, and it wasn’t even ....for me I was almost influenced more by the people I was surrounded by, you 
know like musicians that I played with, my family. You know, it’s like I was more inspired by real life events, not really 
music. Obviously, there were some records that really got me through some hard times, you know, as a soundtrack 
to the uncomfortable [45]age of adolescence. So for me [46]music was therapy, and hopefully that’s what we’re 
offering people as well....a soundtrack to their lives, the good times and the bad times.” 

A soundtrack to our lives....so well put Mr. Wachter. The longer my conversation with Matt went on the less 
I wondered why we, the Echelon, [47]love these guys to the edge of the earth....and back again. They make [48]music 
for themselves and then share it, so unselfishly, with the masses and all in the hopes they can make the fans feel as 
good about hearing what they have to say as they feel about putting it out there. This made me wonder out loud if 
all their recent success would change any of that. I had to ask the question, with all their recent success is it more 
important now to please the critics or the fans? ’’For us it’s always been the fans, because in the end it’s the fans 
who got us here....not the critics. You know, it’s such a fine line to walk. It’s like you can read a hundred good reviews 
and then you read one bad [49]review and it just spoils the whole batch. It leaves a bad taste in your mouth. So, 
you know, everybody is entitled to take what they want from the record and they’re also entitled to their opinions, 
good or bad. So it’s whether or not it gets printed in a major magazine or not I guess (laughs). But for us we make 
[50]music for ourselves and for the fans, so that they can take something from it and a lot of the critics, you know 
critics has such a negative connotation to it. You would be considered a critic, but you’re also a fan. So which is first? 
It’s a fine line.” 

Knowing that my time on the [51]phone with Matt was not without limits, I wanted to ask him a couple of 
questions directly from the fans. One common question I received via e-mail was whether or not there would be 
another single released from ’A Beautiful Lie’ to follow their current single, ’From Yesterday.’ I felt compelled to 
ask about the possibility of another Bartholomew Cubbins’ directed [52]video bed to another possible single in the 
future. ’’Laughing hard) Um, well, if we could ever find Bartholomew again, if we choose to [53]work with him again. 
That remains to be decided. But as far as another single...sure. But, you know, I’m also not sure. ” I had to press this 
further by asking which song he himself would pick to be the next single. ”Um, that’s a tough one. I’m superstitious.... 
I really don’t really like to [54]play that game. You know, it would be great to have another song, and to make another 
[55]video and do it all over again. It’s a lot of fun. I hope we can get that opportunity.” 

It’s been said that it is better to give than to receive. I don’t think any band in history has been more giving 
to their fans than 30 Seconds to Mars. They spend endless amounts of time with them, include them in their live 
performances as well as their [56]music videos. I asked Matt what the Echelon could possibly give back to them that 
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they haven’t already. ’’Well, you know, I think just to keep doing what they’re doing, spreading the word, coming to 
shows, and participating....and to just be enthusiastic about what we’re doing.” A task that, I’m quite sure, the fans 
will be more than happy to do. 

I would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank Matt for taking the time out of his incredibly busy schedule to 
chat with me. He was very genuine and a joy to talk to. Matt is just one of the many reasons the Echelon [57]love 
and support 30 Seconds to Mars as much as they do. In [58]writing this piece it was impossible for me to separate 
being a member of the greatest group of fans on the planet and being a journalist. So I gave up, done deal. I am part 
of the Echelon and I wear the title proud. There, I said it. With that in mind, I started thinking about all the things we 
[59]love about the four [60]men that make up 30 Seconds to Mars. Is it the way Jared openly expresses his undying 
[61]love for his Blackberry? Is it the numerous YouTube videos of their interviews showing they are not only great 
musicians, but also complete comedians (OCTV [62]interview anyone)? Is it the way Shannon mesmerizes us with his 
relentless attack on his drum kit or the way Tomo head bangs with sheer ferocity during ’The Fantasy’? How about 

Doctor Vaktor’s 100 % intensity on the bass during each and every show? The answer is simple.it’s everything. 

The talent of 30 Seconds to Mars along with all of the above is what drives the Echelon to be the largest and most 
dedicated group of supporters the world of rock has ever seen. 

The question has been asked by many. ”ls the Echelon a cult”? Or is it mere obsession? I think I can speak 
for the entire Echelon when I say.’don’t save us, don’t save us, cause we don’t care.’ 

Not long after this [63]interview was taped Matt Wachter, in a move that shocked fans the world over, an¬ 
nounced that he was leaving 30 Seconds to Mars. I consider myself privileged to have been the last journalist to have 
interviewed Matt before his departure, but truly as a fan I am truly sad to see him go. I wish him the best.

MW: No, they’re not pointless, but this actually requires thought. Like, a lot (laughs with interviewer). I mean, are 
they animate objects, inanimate objects, are they people?

MW: See, now I’m thinking [64]family members, (something inaudible).oh shit. 

CA: (laughs hard) Boy, I didn’t know this was going to be so tough Matt. 

MW: I know, I know. I take the approach of MacGuyver always. Like, okay, what can I have that will get me 
off the island? Duct tape? Twine? A billy goat? 
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CA: Oh my goodness, a billy goat?(laughing) Would you like to move on to the next question? 

MW: Yes, maybe we’ll come back to that one. 

CA: Okay. Which member of the band tells the best jokes? 

MW: Hmm, Jared. It would be Jared. 

CA: I knew that somehow. 

MW: He’s very, very detailed....and he has a lot of them. So it would be Jared. 

CA: In keeping with that, since he can be a bit quirky, does he have any strange habits on the bus when he 
sleeps? 

MW: Usually I’m sleeping as well, although I will say that Jared and I both have this rather strange occurrence 
of sometimes waking up in the night and being disoriented. I know myself, I’ve been known to kind of scream to the 
top of my lungs.... 

CA: Oh, lovely. 

MW: (laughing) and jump out of my bunk running. Yeah, just little things. 

CA: Yeah, okay. Now, is there an article of [65]clothing that Tomo or Shannon wears that you wouldn’t be 
caught dead in? 

MW: No, I wear his [66]clothing all the time. We share. 

CA: You share? 

MW: And share alike. 

CA: Wonderful. Last but not least, who would win in a burping contest? 

MW: None of us really burp that much. 

CA: Oh, c’mon now Matt. 

MW: I know that sounds boring and very unmanly, but I don’t think any of us really burp. 

CA: Okay Matt, I’m going to be forced to ask you about the desert island again. 

MW: Okay, me. There. 

CA: Okay great. 

MW: I would win. 

CA: Well, that was it for me and I just wanted to say thank you again for talking to me today, and for every¬ 
thing you guys do. 
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MW: Your welcome, thank you. 


CA: It’s so appreciated by the fans. Have a good show tonight, I’m sure you’re somewhere performing. 
MW: Yeah, we’re in Santa Barbara. 

CA: Well, have a good show and tell everyone I said congratulations for everything. 

MW: I will. Thank you so much. Okay, take care.

"("total," "integrated," or "complete artwork") is a [4]German term attributed to the [5]German [6]opera com¬ 
poser [7]Richard Wagner which refers to an operatic performance encompassing [8]music, [9]theater, and the 
[lOjvisual arts. Wagner felt that in ancient [IlfGreek tragedy, these had been fused, but at some point they drifted 
apart — he was critical of the opera of his time which he felt emphasized the music too heavily and did not contain 
quality [12]drama. 

The term, which might also be translated "synthesis of the arts," is commonly used (especially by Germans) to describe 
any integration of multiple art forms. 

Wagner placed great importance on ”[13]mood setting" elements, such as a darkened theater, [14]sound effects, and 
[15]seating arrangements which focused the attention of the [16]audience on the [17]stage, completely immersing 
them in the imaginary world of the music drama. These concepts were revolutionary at the time, but they have since 
come to be taken for granted in the [18]modern operatic environment.

But, as far as the adoring masses were concerned, I guess ancient history is all just ancient history, and so 
what? People either forget, or never knew, that the Greeks and the Romans had distinctly different cultures and societies

Manfred is a Faustian noble living in the Bernese Alps. Internally tortured by some mysterious guilt, which 
has to do with the death of his most beloved, Astarte, he uses his mastery of language and spell-casting to summon 
seven spirits, from whom he seeks forgetfulness. ... The spirits, who rule the various components of the corporeal 
world, are unable to control past events and thus cannot grant Manfred’s plea. For some time, fate prevents him 
from escaping his guilt through suicide. At the end, Manfred dies defying religious temptations of redemption from 
sin. Throughout the play, he succeeds in challenging all authoritative powers he comes across, and chooses death 
over submitting to spirits of higher powers. Manfred directs his final words to the Abbot, remarking, ’’Old man! ’t is 
not so difficult to die.” 

Manfred shows some influence by [3]Goethe’s [4]Faust, which Byron only read or heard in translation, but it 
is by no means a simple copy.”

Lord Byron has [6]a biography that would make any modern celebrity vying for the attention of the gossip 
press look pale and uninteresting. As one of his famous lady lovers described him: ”mad, bad, and dangerous to 
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know”. After their marriage broke off, his jealous ex-wife accused him of marital violence, adultery with actresses, 
incest with his half-sister Augusta Leigh, and sodomy. 

The above quoted passage has sometimes been interpreted as referring to an incestuous relationship between 
Manfred and his sister Astarte. ’’The character of Manfred, tormented by a past transgression which is probably 
related to incest and the death of his sister, asserts his individual will against supernatural characters and all authority 
figures he encounters. While this conveyed the Ubermensch attitude and triumphant pose of the Byronic Hero, 
Byron simultaneously shows the paradox - that the battle cry of individualism which makes the Byronic Hero so 
remarkable is also what brings about his doom, at worst, and a conundrum, at least.” 

However, ’’though Manfred’s guilt is related to incest with his sister, it is not because of the incest that he 
feels guilty and tormented. In fact, the Byronic Hero condemns tyrannical laws and rules and has no regard for what 
society deems taboo, controversial, or wrong. Hence, Manfred is not concerned with society’s shock or disapproval 
of incest; his anguish is his own personal condemnation - that his sister has killed herself, presumably because of the 
relationship, and he believes himself at fault.

So the Black Sun has arisen again and is shaking this little fandom. 

Tracing back the origins. A couple days back, [l]one more thread was started on the official 30STM boards 
asking about what direction the upcoming album might be taking. [2]Someone brought up an old thread again. In 
this thread a scan of an interview with 30STM was posted: [3]right here. The interview was published in the French 
magazine RockMag in February of this year. In it, the interviewer recalled a previous interview where Jared had been 
asked about the next album. 

Excerpt: ’’Jared avait confie a ROCKMAG en juillet dernier qu’une nouvelle symbolique serait a I’honneur au- 
tour du Schwarze Sonne, ce soleil noir a 12 branches de la mythology germanique.” 

My translation: ”ln July last year [=2007], Jared confided into ROCKMAG that it would feature a new symbol¬ 
ism about the Schwarze Sonne, the black sun with 12 arms from Germanic mythology.” 

A couple days after the subject of the Black Sun connected to the next album was brought to the attention of 
the boards people again, it was brought to LiveJournal too, namely at[ LJ User: ontd _30stm ] right [4]here. 

There are plenty of interesting links concerning the symbolism of the Black Sun in all those posts, which is 
one of the reasons why I’m posting about it here. I’m such an archiving whore. I’m a little bedazzled at the direction 
the discussion in these posts is taking though, namely centering around the question whether it’s a ’good’ thing for 
the band to be using that particular symbol considering its connection with 20th century nazism. Personally, I’d really 
prefer not to go there and if you feel like jumping in the discussing, please go over there. 

Actually, at the time the RockMag scan was posted on the boards, with a friend we’ve already been discussing 
this little quest subject. We kept it private though, because, yes, isn’t this truly a sensitive subject? Especially for 
us, Europeans. I distinctly remember my own reaction when I discovered 30STM and their symbology. Flow I went 
*GASP* looking at their black ’eagle’ bearing rune-like symbols. That was nearly 4 years ago and I’m still here. I guess 
that’s good news (*s*). 

If I’m still here it’s because Jared and co are such fascinating artists. Reckless too, I’d add. Going where an¬ 
gels fear to tread. And thus we follow, even though our hearts are fluttering in our chests (*lol*). So here’s our 
contribution to this new little quest riddle of Jared’s, hoping this won’t cause trouble or upset anyone. 

First of all, I think it’s very much possible Jared was pulling the French interviewer’s leg. Perhaps for a reason 
not many of you will recall. I discovered 30STM around January 2005. Back then, there was a French echelon 
(perhaps the only non-US echelon 30 had at the time?), who ran the official 30STM website for Virgin. Once, they 
were allowed to do an interview with the band. That was around the time 30 came over to France to promote the 
S/T, 2002 I believe. A transcript of this interview was uploaded to the site. During that interview, they’d shown Jared 
a certain picture where you can see the four original band-members: in it, Solon is holding up his fist as in the Flitler 
salute. And they’d asked Jared a question like how he feels about people making a connection between his band’s 
and Nazi symbolism. I believe Jared answered something along the lines that this was their symbolism and people 
could believe what they want. Pity I never saved that interview. That website closed down early 2005 because the 
people who ran it didn’t like ABL. [5]Now it’s up again. All the old stuff has been removed from the site though. 

My point is that Jared may have had this old little episode in mind when he answered the RockMag inter¬ 
viewer and was thinking: *snortsnort* Let them chew on this for a while. (*lol*) 
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On the other hand, let’s try to see how the Black Sun would fit into the 30STM symbology. In the above cited 
posts, links have been made already with the meaning of the black sun in alchemaic and hermetic traditions and 
the band’s use of germanic runes. I want to leave alchemy and other Jung aside for a moment and focus on Norse 
mythology, one of Jared’s passions. 

R agnarok: 

”ln Norse mythology, Ragnarok (IPA: /ragnarok/, Old Norse ’’Final destiny of the gods”[2]) refers to a series of 
major events, including a great battle foretold to ultimately result in the death of a number of major figures 
(including the gods Odin, Thor, Freyr, Heimdall, and the jotunn Loki), the occurrence of various natural disasters, and 
the subsequent submersion of the world in water. Afterwards, the world resurfaces anew and fertile, the surviving 
gods meet, and the world is repopulated by two human survivors. Ragnarok is an important event in the Norse 
canon, and has been the subject of scholarly discourse and theory. 

The event is attested primarily in the Poetic Edda, compiled in the 13th century from earlier traditional sources, 
and the Prose Edda, written in the 13th century by Snorri Sturluson. In the Prose Edda, and a single poem in the 
Poetic Edda, the event is referred to as Ragnarokr or Ragnarokkr (Old Norse ’’Twilight of the Gods”[3j), a usage 
popularized by 19th century composer Richard Wagner with the title of the last of his Der Ring des Nibelungen 
operas; G6tterdammerung.[4j” 

Quote [6]from the Wiki of course. Other source: [7]Encyclopedia Mythica. 

Ragnarok is an end of the gods/destruction of the world story. The Eddas contain references to the Black Sun: 


” It sates itself on the life-blood 
of fated men, 

paints red the powers’ homes 
with crimson gore. 

Black become the sun’s beams 
in the summers that follow, 
weathers all treacherous. 

Do you still seek to know? And what?” 

We meet up again with a couple of Jared’s pals: Tyr, Fenris and Jormungandr. 

[8] Fenrir/Fenris is the wolf who was bound by the god Tyr after a heroic struggle in which the god lost his 
right hand. It is said that at the onset of Ragnarok a wolf (Fenrir or SkoII?) will swallow the sun and his brother 
swallow the moon, plunging the earth into darkness. The earth will shudder with earthquakes, and every bound and 
fetter will burst, freeing Fenrir. Odin will engage Fenrir in a battle, but he will be killed and swallowed by the wolf. 
(Later on Fenrir will be killed by Odin’s son.) 

(Click on the tags ’arrow’, ’tyr’, ’wolf’ for previous posts.) 

Tyr btw will fight the monstrous hound Garm and they will kill each other. 

[9] Jormungandr is the sea serpent who grew so big that he was able to surround the Earth and grasp his own 
tail, and as a result he earned the alternate name of the Midgard Serpent or World Serpent. The sea will rise up

because Jormundgandr is twisting and writhing in fury as he makes his way towards the land. He will be beaten by 
Thor, though the serpent’s poison will gradually kill the god. 

The [10]ouroboros ("tail-devourer”) was used by the band on banners during the ’Forever Night Never Day’ 
tour in 2007. (Click on the tag ’ouroboros’.) 

(Side-note: I’m pondering about the ship [ll]Naglfar, wondering if one day we’ll be able to link it to the Mars 
symbology too. *g*) 

’’After the destruction, a new and idyllic world will arise from the sea and will be filled with abundant supplies. 
Some of the gods will survive, others will be reborn. Wickedness and misery will no longer exist and gods and men 
will live happily together.” Destruction and rebirth... In mythology, the phenomenon of the eclipse is connected with 
the end of the world and/or drastic changes approaching. 

I’m thinking like, well, maybe all Jared may have been saying to that interviewer is: we’re going to destroy the 
old and this 3rd album is once again going to be a whole new thing. 

The eclips/the sun turning black is also described in the Book of Revelation: ”Rev 6:12 I watched as he opened the 
sixth seal. There was a great earthquake. The sun turned black like sackcloth made of goat hair, the whole moon 
turned blood red,... ” ([12]source) 

(Remember the four horsemen in the From Yesterday vid? The Horsemen of the Apocalypse...? The moon 
turning red: the red, red changes in the sky...?) 

The following article has been very useful for me for scrambling together this little post: [13]’The Black Sun' 
compiled by Dee Finney. 

It also talks about the Vril Society - a German secret/occult society contemporary to the Illuminati, the Freemasons, 
the Rosicrucians and the Thule Society - and its use of the Black Sun symbology. Also: Thule, Hyperborea, and the 
concept of ’void’ in pythagorianism being synonymous with the black sun. (Something to look up later perhaps. 
* tired*)

Herodotos on the Hyperboreans (from [2]here): 

- ’’Aristeas also, son of Caystrobius, a native of Proconnesus, says in the course of his poem that wrapt in Bac¬ 
chic fury he went as far as the Issedones. Above them dwelt the Arimaspi, men with one eye; still further, the 
gold-guarding griffins; and beyond these, the Hyperboreans, who extended to the sea. Except the Hyperboreans, all 
these nations, beginning with the Arimaspi, were continually encroaching upon their neighbours.” 

- But the persons who have by far the most to say on this subject are the Delians. They declare that certain 
offerings, packed in wheaten straw, were brought from the country of the Hyperboreans into Scythia, [...] Such, 
according to their own account, was the road by which the offerings reached the Delians. Two damsels, they say, 
named Hyperoche and Laodice, brought the first offerings from the Hyperboreans; and with them the Hyperboreans 
sent five men to keep them from all harm by the way [...]. Afterwards the Hyperboreans, when they found that their 
messengers did not return, thinking it would be a grievous thing always to be liable to lose the envoys they should 
send, adopted the following plan:- they wrapped their offerings in the wheaten straw, and bearing them to their 
borders, charged their neighbours to send them forward from one nation to another [...].

- As for the tale of Abaris, who is said to have been a Hyperborean, and to have gone with his arrow all round 
the world without once eating, I shall pass it by in silence. Thus much, however, is clear: if there are Hyperboreans, 
there must also be Hypernotians. For my part, I cannot but laugh when I see numbers of persons drawing maps of 
the world without having any reason to guide them; making, as they do, the ocean-stream to run all round the earth, 
and the earth itself to be an exact circle, as if described by a pair of compasses, with Europe and Asia just of the same 
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size. The truth in this matter I will now proceed to explain in a very few words, making it clear what the real size of 
each region is, and what shape should be given them.

Still wondering what Jared means with his ’Seraphim Division’. One thing is for sure: it existed before he came up 
with his white wristband, because he mentions the Seraphim in his thankword on ABL. But it’s only now that he’s 
giving us some clues as to who they are and how you can become one. 


Who are the Seraphim? 

[l]Wiki: ”A seraph is one of a class of celestial beings mentioned once in the Hebrew Bible (Tanakh or Old 
Testament), in Isaiah. Later Jewish imagery perceived them as having human form, and in that way they passed into 
the ranks of Christian angels. In the Christian angelic hierarchy, seraphim represent the highest known rank of angels.” 

So they’re angels, and they appear several times in the Book of Enoch. 

"Seraph literally means ’’burning ones” in the Hebrew (Sarap, ’to burn’). A word of the same spelling is used 
of snakes (e.g. Isaiah 30v6), misleading some to think them serpent-guardians.” 

In Christianity: they are mentioned in the Bible since Genesis. They are forever in God’s presence and prais¬ 
ing him constantly. In medieval Christian neo-Platonic theology, the Seraphim belong to the highest order, or angelic 
choir, of the hierarchy of angels. They are said to be the caretakers of God’s throne, continuously singing Kadosh, 
Kadosh, Kadosh, i. e. "holy, holy, holy”—cf. "Holy, Holy, Holy is the Lord of Hosts, the whole earth is full of His Glory" 
(Isaiah 6:3). This chanting is referred to as the Trisagion. 

Summarizing: 

- they’re angels 

- they burn 

- they’re forever in God’s presence 

- they sing 


St. Thomas Aquinas in his Summa Theologiae offers a description of the nature of the Seraphim: 

’’The name ’Seraphim’ does not come from charity only, but from the excess of charity, expressed by the word ardor 
or fire. Hence Dionysius (Coel. Hier. vii) expounds the name ’Seraphim’ according to the properties of fire, containing 
an excess of heat. Now in fire we may consider three things. 

’’First, the movement which is upwards and continuous. This signifies that they are borne inflexibly towards God. 

’’Secondly, the active force which is ’heat,’ which is not found in fire simply, but exists with a certain sharpness, as being 
of most penetrating action, and reaching even to the smallest things, and as it were, with superabundant fervor; 
whereby is signified the action of these angels, exercised powerfully upon those who are subject to them, rousing 
them to a like fervor, and cleansing them wholly by their heat. 

"Thirdly we consider in fire the quality of clarity, or brightness; which signifies that these angels have in themselves 
an inextinguishable light, and that they also perfectly enlighten others.” 

Seraphim are like fire: they ’move upward and continuous’ (provehito in altum?), their action upon those who are 
subject to them is ’powerful’, ’fervorous’ and they ’enlighten others’. Sounds like the Echelon to me, no? 

St. Thomas says that Seraphim have ’charity’. Charity in Christian theology is the greatest of the three theo¬ 
logical virtues. Charity = love = agape. It is an unlimited loving-kindness toward all others. It is comprised of 
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two parts, love of God and love of man, which includes both love of one’s neighbor and one’s self. ([2]Wikipedia; 
[3]Catholic Encyclopedia) 

We are more familiar with the more restricted use of the word charity: i.e. charity as a practice. As a virtue, 
charity is that habit or power which disposes us to love God above all creatures for Himself, and to love ourselves 
and our neighbours for the sake of God. The act of charity is the act by which we love God etc. See: [4]Catholic 
Encyclopedia on Charity and Charities. An act of charity can be alms-giving: any material favour done to assist the 
needy. See: [5]Catholic Encyclopedia on Alms and Almsgiving. 

Here I’m reminded of the fact that [6]Soupernurse once showed us how the scene in the FY video with Shan¬ 
non observing a adult man breast-feeding on a woman resembled the image of Roman Charity. Roman Charity / 
Carita Romana is the story of a daughter, Pero, who secretly breastfeeds her father, Cimon, after he is incarcerated 
and sentenced to death by starvation. She is found out by a jailer, but her act of selflessness impresses officials and 
wins her father’s release. ([7]Wiki)

Jared told Kerrang! that the title of their third album would be ’This.ls.War.’ (Scans of the interview are to be found 
[l]here on [ LJ User: ontd _30stm ] or [2]here on the official boards.) He’s been ’’talking war” elsewhere to. For 
example: ’’still fighting the good fight”, "we remain ready for the battle” ([3]recent Echelon mail), "we need to rally 
the troops” ([4]band’s post in the Purgatory forum on the boards). Having that EMI lawsuit hanging over their heads 
probably has a lot to do with this. But what I wanted to do here is bring together some elements showing how this 
war theme has in fact been a long-standing central theme with them. 

Moving back-wards in time: 

Jared about ’A Beautiful Lie’: ”lt was a battle. And in a way, it’s about going to war. Going to war with your¬ 
self and winning.” ([5]30STM as Artist of the Month on Virgin Records) 

Further back, to the Self-Titled: 'The Struggle’ = the bonus track at the end of ’Year Zero’, the last track of 
the album. The text is an adaptation from ’Art of War’, on military strategy traditionally attributed to Sun Tzu, 
a heroic general who lived during the Spring and Autumn Period of China (722-481 BC). (Ghanisquest post 
about this: [6]here.) There is also a never officially released video for ’The Struggle’: you can find it [7]here on 
YouTube. It has images of war, machines of war, men with guns, a beheaded statue of St. Francis, Crusader’s cross,... 

Pre-S/T era: [8]the old 30STM website at Virgin’s. Images of a rocket, quotes of ’Art of War’ and ’Phase One - 
Fortification’. (Ghanisquest post: [9]here.) It looks like that website was abandoned before the release of the record 
though. 

Among that pre-S/T material you could also count the original track-list(s) for the first album. I’ve posted 
them [10]just before here. With a tracklist including songs as 'Phase One - Fortification’ and ’Valhalla’ the album 
would have had a feeling about it a bit more belligerent than the way it finally turned out. 

We also know that originally a track called ’Revolution’ was supposed to be part of the debut album. But Jared told 
the press that after 9/11 the song didn’t fit thematically with the rest of the record anymore. ([ll]Shoutweb.com 
interview May02) ’Revolution’ with lyrics: [12]here on YouTube. 

Looks like there was a change in direction concerning the theme of the record, around the time of 9/11. The 
emphasis on ‘war’ as a major theme was softened, but we know it never really disappeared. And it has always been 
their main modus operandi: the way they’ve approached their art. These days, that’s become a lot more obvious 
again. 

Agree? Or not? I’m going to make a little addendum concerning Argus in all this, but I’ll save it for a later 
post.

Looking back on the previous posts I made: [l]the original track-list for the S/T compared to what they finally did 
release as songs, [2]the war-theme that was softened in the same process, the tracks that were never released (and 
which the band asked not to pass on between fans),...

Would be nice if we could ask the really ’ancient’ fans about this, the ones who were around before and dur¬ 
ing their first album release.

Between selling more than 3 million albums and singles, touring the world and recording a new album, 30 Seconds 
to Mars has kept busy since its 2005 studio release, ”A Beautiful Lie.” 

The band is also fighting a $30 million lawsuit filed last year by Virgin/EMI over 30 Seconds to Mars’ termina¬ 
tion of its contract, in which the band cited a California law that governs the ability of entertainers to end their 
contracts after seven years. The band countersued the label last fall, alleging breach of contract and ’’creative 
accounting” that it says resulted in unpaid royalties. 

There isn’t yet a release date for the new album, but the band and producer Flood talked to Billboard about 
what to expect. 

What experiences did you have on the road that you brought into this album? 


Shannon Leto: There’s a song that we have that encapsulates the sound of 30 Seconds to Mars these days, 
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called ’’Kings and Queens: 


Jared Leto: I had written a verse right as we were going to the airport—I literally almost missed the flight be¬ 
cause I picked up the guitar and this song came out. You have that moment of discovery that’s exciting. 

Flood, what was it like working with these guys, compared to working with the Smashing Pumpkins and 
other bands? 

Flood: Every band I’ve worked with brings something unique. These guys wanted to move into a different 
place, and that’s always a big challenge. They’ve established themselves very firmly in one arena, but when Jared 
first talked to me, it was about trying to make a ’’classic album.” And that’s by pushing themselves and me and all of 
us to a place that you may not have expected to go. 

Jared Leto: He has a karmic ability to be with bands at pivotal moments in their creative lives. And I said to 
him that I really felt like that is where we were at as a band, ready to take new chances and ready to challenge 
ourselves in ways we hadn’t before. And I think all the years on the road, all the years of struggle, the battles we’ve 
fought, have really helped make us who we are. We were ready to say something unique in creative terms and Flood 
was the perfect person to help us achieve those goals. 

In light of the lawsuit that Virgin filed against the band, how do you insulate yourself from that strife? 

Jared Leto: You can’t. You try. But we always felt, and we still feel, like it was the right thing to do, because 
what we fought for and what we’re still fighting for is fairness and for what we believe is right. It’s interesting that all 
of this is happening along with the madness of the financial crisis, the creative challenges, the lawsuit. It’s an intense 
time and I think you can feel that on the record. 

Where are you right now with the lawsuit? Is it close to a resolution? 

Jared Leto: You never know with these things. Some days you think there could be a resolution, and other 
days you prepare yourself to take it all the way. It’s dependent on a lot of moving parts. We certainly have always 
been a band that has had a very rewarding, and more than civil, and enjoyable relationship with our record label and 
the people in our lives that we’ve done business with. 

We’ve always been really, really grateful. But there came a time with [EMI], where it just didn’t make sense 
for us to continue moving forward with the conditions that were there, and I think any reasonable person [looking] 
at the facts and the options would readily agree. 

Will you end up releasing this album independently? 

Jared Leto: There is a very real possibility of that. We’re looking at all our options, and there are some won¬ 
derful, really exciting options out there, and we’re really grateful for that. 

The band has become popular in many countries. How do you explain that global appeal, regardless of lan¬ 
guage and culture? 

Flood: Watching them at a few concerts, it seems to be that people who are disaffected or don’t fit into nor¬ 
mal groups seem to feel a sense of attraction to this band, because they don’t feel as though they’re outsiders. 

Jared Leto: It’s more the collective consciousness than it is just us. We really share ownership. I really believe 
that our fans have a sense of how much this means to us as well, that we’re not just chasing a single or an album or 
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just a song or a piece of merch or a party. They know this runs deep, and it’s everything for us.”

Maybe I’m among the last to find out about this, but on those T’s is art-work from [3]Frank Shepard Fairey. Fairey 
is a contemporary artist, graphic designer, and illustrator who emerged from the skateboarding scene. His work is 
currently being exhibited at the Institute of Contemporary Art in Boston. 

”On the 20th anniversary of the Obey Giant campaign, the Institute of Contemporary Art/Boston opens the 
first museum survey of Shepard Fairey, the influential street artist who created the now iconic Obama poster.

On making the ’’CAPRICORN” video 


Well this video was my hey day....my apex....the day I went Erich von Stroheim... 

I got a call to work with Jared Leto’s new band. He came to me with an idea about kids hearing something from the 

ground.about mud. I was heavily into Koyanasquatsi and Baraka. I also new that Sam Bayer had done a Smashing 

Pumpkin’s video like this. I was feeling like the whole concept was too close for comfort. My agent and the $500,000 
dollar budget said other wise. 

I made my first compromise in film. I would do it, if I could have a riot scene in it with police, to make it different from 
Sam’s video. They accepted and the madness begun. I still never got my helicopter shot. 

We shot 2 back to back 18 hour days in 110 degree desert heat.we tore apart the set from Little House on the 

Prairie. It was so bad that I feared the mud kids would leave....I let them cover me in mud as well....to go through the 
suffering with them. 

It was crazy. Jared’s running around in the tank I had rented.kids were having sex in the port-o-pottys. And Rachael 

is digging a hole so deep, we had to shoot around 150 ft mound of dirt. 

I always wanted to thank the kids that endured the heat that day. It should have been 3 days with normal hours....but 
the EP’s thought differently. I am just glad no one died that day. I remember the noble 5 that stood with me at 5 AM 
in the morning. After being in mud and heat for 2 days....they volunteered to get shot with fire hoses until the sun 
came up. 

In the end it was fun...and muddy madness. Thanks again to everyone who was apart of that shoot. They stayed and 
worked so hard.for me.if I ever see anyone from that shoot on the street....I owe you a drink at the nearest pub.

Please scroll through this one frame by frame. A very interesting project for low budget. Laura Morris (*) pulled off 
another miracle. 

It was my second job with Jarret Leto. We had 180K for this one.nothing more than a one day shoot, which actually 

turned out to be something epic. I wanted to revisit the technique I tried in Hoobastank (**), using multiple film 

looks of the same take. When Martin finally killed it on this one and we brought into Beau Leone.Mine and Beau’s 

jaw’s dropped, when we went through the film. Martin had outdone himself. We stretched the film every way we 
could....and it only got better. Martin’s footage was so good we wound up with 3 different film looks because we 
couldn’t bring ourselves to leave it behind. 


As far as I know no one has ever matched 3 film looks seamlessly together in a video before. The 3 looks were 

matched together in the final edit by Anthony Chernello. I’ve never seen such a more complicated cut.Anthony 

created a masterpiece. What would probably be a collage cut became a flowing hallucination.... 


The visual gag on this video is that we were going to make a second print of the negative and scratch on the film with 
a needle. We ran out of money and went to a post option in After Effects. 


We ended up doing 70 effects shots in 7 days. I had animators working in 24 hour shifts at one point. It reminded 
my of the surrealist experiment where one artist would pass a drawing off to the next artist to transform it. I went 
to the art schools....no famous artists on this one....just talented students lapping at the crazy job that fell on them. 
The room was filled with strange smoke, empty bottles of Cognac, and other things. In the end it was 120 hour 
week....and Jarret didn’t like the cut.I ended up getting sick from exhaustion. 


To this day I think this is one of my best videos. I would like to thank all the artists that collaborated with me on this 
one. Every shot in this one is perfect.look for hidden messages in this one.mughahahah!

More than a year after [4]they shot it — and nearly nine months since we asked [5]"Whatever Happened to It?" — 30 
Seconds to Mars premiered their "This Is War” video on Wednesday (April 6), a clip that’s nearly as heavy on special 
effects as it is on message. 

Opening with a quote from H.G. Wells (“If we don’t end war, war will end us”) and concluding with the computer¬ 
generated destruction of tanks, jets and all manner of implements of destruction — or, more specifically, their assem¬ 
blage into something more, which may or may not be the group’s Triad symbol — "War” is actually all about peace, 
a concept that doesn’t seem to gibe with the fact that 30STM are dressed as U.S. soldiers, patrolling the desert in an 
armored Humvee. 

Then again, with its quick-cut montages of various deities and despots, perhaps the video is less about the physical act 
of war as it is the men who wage it — or, alternately, rail against it. As Jared Leto told MTV News last year, the clip and 
the song are about “the inevitability of conflict, the blessing of conflict and what we can all learn from it.” It seems 
that, no matter how inhumane the outcome, humankind is practically predestined for war — a fact that roughly 2,000 
years of our existence has sadly proven time and time again. 

So rather than just come right out and say that war is bad — since, you know, duh — 30 Seconds to Mars try their very 
best to explore the various facets of the concept: the men and women who lead us to conflict and those who attempt 
to halt that march. It’s a tact they applied to the notion of sex in their [6]“Hurricane” video, only here, they’re much 
subtler (as subtle as a war video with flying tanks can be, of course). But since a complete investigation of humanity’s 
foibles would take a lot longer to complete than the six minutes 30STM have to work with in "This Is War,” they 
basically leave their findings up to the viewer. 

When the pile of tanks and battleships at clip’s end transforms into a massive pyramid, the meaning isn’t readily 
apparent: There seems to be some sort of extraterrestrial force at play here, or perhaps it’s just the overwhelming 
good nature of humankind willing the event to happen. The image is clearly meant to provoke, but does it also 
provoke thought? Ultimately, that’s up to you. Though, it bears mention that much like conflict itself, thought is a 
decidedly human condition. And it’s also more powerful than any bomb could ever be.

During our "State of the Union” live stream on Thursday night, [1]30 Seconds to Mars spoke at length about their past 
([2]Jared Leto’s Kurt Cobain fascination), their present (Friday’s headlining slot at the [3]Bamboozle Festival) and, of 
course, their future. 

And when it came time to discuss that last point, they took the opportunity to break a bit of news: They’d chosen 
"Night of the Flunter” as the next single off This Is War. And yes, they’re very happy about it. Because, ever since they 
released their album in late 2009, they’ve been battling to get the song heard. 

"We never thought this would happen, but we think it’s going to be our next single in the States. There’s always a song 
that fans latch onto, that the real music-lovers and the listeners [latch onto],” 30STM frontman Jared Leto told MTV 
News. "And this is the one, early on ... when we asked, 'What do you think should be a single?’ [fans] always mention 
this, but people didn’t quite think that this was the one at the time — some of the people at the record company or 
at radio stations — but they’ve warmed up to it, and now it’s really fun to have a song that’s eclectic and different to 
be a single.” 

In short, it’s the kind of song a band has to earn the right to release. And 30STM have certainly done that. So now, their 
favorite track — Leto said it "encapsulates everything about 30 Seconds to Mars that we are interested in, musically” 
— is set to be released to radio ... with an appropriately epic video, of course. 

“I would love to make a video for ‘Night of the Hunter,’ because I think it’s one of the most cinematic songs on 
the record; when we play it live onstage, it always evokes imagery to me,” Leto said. “The song really grew from 
... my brother and I were born in Louisiana, we had a single mom ... who, at the time, was a high school dropout 
living in the South, [so we] really didn’t have very much in terms of materialistic things. And although we moved 
out of the South when we were kids — you know, we joke we kind of climbed out of the muddy banks of the 
Mississippi River with food stamps in one hand and our instruments in the other — our mother helped carve a new 
life for us. And I think that song has some spirit of the South in it; some kind of American Gothic feel.” source:

” There is a vast variety of taiko drums that are used in Japan. Some have been based on drums imported 
from other cultures, and some have been developed natively. Some have tacked heads, others have head that are 
laced to the body. There are ornate taiko used in gagaku (imperial court music) and rustic drums for folk music. In 
short, there is a rich and diverse tradition of percussion in Japan. (...) 


’’Taiko” in general is often used to mean the relatively modern art of Japanese drum performances (kumi-daiko), but 
the word actually refers to the taiko drums themselves. Literally, taiko means ”big/fat drum,” although there are 
many shapes and sizes of taiko. (...) 


There are many kinds of Taiko drums in Japan, but they can be broadly divided into two catagories: Taiko with a 
nailed head ([5]byou-daiko ), and Taiko with heads stretched over a hoop and tensioned with ropes ([6]shime-daiko 


Byou-daiko (also called byou uchi-daiko) have bodies that are traditionally carved from a single log, and heads that 
are stretched onto the taiko and tacked in place. This style of taiko cannot be tuned after the head is stretched. The 
nagado-daiko (long bodied taiko) is the most representative style of byou-daiko. It seems very likely that this style of
